TARIFF COMMISSION PROPOSED. 

A proposition has been made to es- 
tablish a permanent tariff commission 
and it is reported that a majority of 
the Senate Finance Committee are dis- 
posed to give the matter favorable 
consideration. The idea is not a new 
one. Such a commission has been sug- 
gested by the REPORTER on several oc- 
casions, and we are pleased to see that 
others have seen the advisability of 
such a course and have brought it to 
the attention of the legislative body. A 
permanent commission which would 
devote its whole time to the consider- 
eration of tariff matters would gather 
the exact information necessary to 
insure intelligent tariff legislation. 
The want of this has been seen during 
the tariff discussion last year, when 
the ‘tariff revisers” and ‘‘tariff reform- 
ers” were floundering around in the 
dark. The bill submitted by Senator 
Plumb provides for the establishment 
of a customs commission to consist of 
five members, which are to be ap- 
pointed by,the President, and whose 
term of office shall be six years. The 
president is given the power of removal, 
and no more than three commissioners 
are to be from the same political party. 
No person can be a commissioner who 
isengaged in importing merchandise 
orin manufactures, or who is pecu- 
niarily interested therein. Herein is 
shown a weak point. Merchants and 
manufacturers should be eligible, as it 
may be readily understood that their 
knowledge would be just what is re- 
quired and their integrity could be re- 
lied upon to give the government their 
unbiased Opinion and their services 
uninfluenced by personal interests. 
The salary suggested, however, is not 
likely to tempt successful merchants 
or importers to leave their business to 
serveon the commission, and so the 
plum will probably go to the polit- 
icans. The salary of the commission 
ers is to be atthe rate of $7,500 a year, 
and they are to be allowed traveling 
expenses, &c. They are to have head- 
quarters at Washington, where they 
shall be ready to receive oral or written 
testimony upon the specific subjects 
mentioned in the Act,and generallyjup- 
on everything relating directly or indi- 
rectly to customs duties and revenues. 
The duties of the commission as pro- 
vided for in the bill are togather a 
vast amount of statistical information 
which the Treasury and State Depart- 
ments already furnish, showing that 
the framers of the bill have a very su- 
perficial knowledge of the subject. 
They are also to ascertain the effect of 
customs duties on the wages of work- 
ingmen, to consider the effect of such 
duties or the absence of them upon the 
agricultural, commercial, manufactur- 
ing and other industrial interests, and, 
in fact, to become a general bureau of 
information which is to report to Con- 
gress annually. This will add an- 
other volume of Pub. Docs. to be 
printed and rarely referred to. Such a 
comnission should make recommenda- 
tions as to changes necessary and all 
tariff matters should be referred to it. 
In fact it should be a permanent com- 
mittee of Congress. However, we are 
pleased to see that a step has been 
taken in the direction of a practicable 
reform movement, and have no doubt 
that the bill will be corrected to ob- 
viate present objectionable features, 


should it be considered for passage. 
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THE wW INDOW GLASS TRADE’S 
PROBLEM. 


The American Window Glass Manu- 
facturers’ Association, now in session 
in Washington, has before it matters 
of vital interest to the industry, and it 
will no doubt take some decided ac- 
tion looking to the removal or amelio- 
ration of the evils which have fastened 
theinselves upon the trade within the 
past two years. The window glass 
trade is, as we have before pointed 
out, in a badly demoralized condition, 


and matters seem to be going from bad 
to worse, particularly in the West, 
where competition is fiercest. The 
producing capacity of the country is 
now far in excess of its consumptive 
requirements, and is about to be fur- 
ther enlarged. This being the case, 
the effort to extend trade or dispose of 
the surplus which nearly, if not quite 
all of the factories in the country find is 
rapidly accumulating, has started a 
keen competition in which even 
ordinary caution and a natural regard 
for profits are left far behind. If the 
reports recently received from the 
West are to be believed, the only de- 
sire of some of the manufacturers is to 
dispose of their stock at anything 
short of giving it away. Possibly 
some of these reports have been much 
exaggerated, but there is no doubt 
that in some cases window glass has 
been sold at less than cost in Western 
markets, and in many others manu- 
facturers have not been able to more 
than cover expenses on recent busi- 
ness. 

The trade is certainly in a bad way, 
and it would seem that there is but 
one of two things to be done to rescue 
it from its perilous position. The 
association must take some steps to 
restrict the production so that it will 
more nearly accord with the con- 
suming capacity of the country, or the 
competitive warfare now being waged 
must be allowed to continue until the 
weaker element is compelled to aban- 
don the field. The first proposition 
necessitates a complete organization, 
with large powers,and embracing every 
manufacturer in the country. This the 
present association is far from having; 
it has no power to regulate the pro- 
duction, and, if it had, its efforts in this 
direction to improve the condition of 
the trade would be nullified by the 
action of the those firms which are not 
members, and which naturally would 
retain their independence that they 
might profit at the expense of com- 
petitors bound by the association’s 
laws. The second method of regulat- 
ing the trade is unnatural and uncer- 
tain. It should hardly receive the 
support of good business men if for 
no other reason than that the remedy 
intended to be applied in this way 
might take a long and indefinite 
period to effect a cure. 

Nevertheless, there appears to bea 
decided leaning among certain of the 
older members of the trade to the 
“survival of the fittest” policy, and 
for that reason any measure of reform 
offered at the Washington meeting will 
probably meet with much opposition. 
There has been talk of a glass trust, 
but the idea does not appear to be 
popular, and if the association is re- 
organized to better grapple with the 
problem before it, it is hardly proba- 
ble that the new organization will be 


of the nature of a trust.

IS THERE TO BE A BOOM IN 
SHELLAC? 


Last week the shellac market took a 
start, and for a time it looked as 
though some of the prophecies which 
have been made during the last two or 
three months were about to be real- 
ized. Prices advanced somewhat and 
the market closed very strong last 
Tuesday night, but up to the date of 
present writing there has been no fur- 
ther movement in an upward direc- 
tion. Following the usual precedent, 
this market should be strongly influ- 
enced by the conditions prevailing at 
the sources of supply, and in the pres- 
entinstance there seems to be more 
than an ordinary reason why this 
should be so, yet the prices ruling here 
are and have been for some time con- 
siderably below what it would cost to 
replace stock at the present time. 

There are two good reasons why the 
New York market has but faintly re- 
sponded to the very buoyant and con- 








fident tone of the advices received 








from both Calcutta and London dur- 
ing the past several weeks. The first 
of these is that large dealers have kept 
the market depressed with a view to 
influencing holders of various marks 
which they needed to fill out their 
stocks, or of the entire spot supply of 
which they were trying to get control. 
The other, and probably the more 
weighty reason, is that consumers have 
apparently so little confidence in the 
recuperative powers of the shellac 
market that they have shown little 
disposition to prepare themselves 
against the predicted advance. This 
apathy on the part of the consumers, 
without the support of whose buying 
the strongest movement has poor 
chance of early success, is remarkable 
in the present case, as there has prob- 
ably never been a time within recent 
years when every circumstance pointed 
so conclusively to higher prices in the 
shellac market. 

It is now conceded by all whose opin- 
ion could have weight that the sticlac 
crop last year was a failure and the 
most positive assertions from authori- 
tative sources should set that matter 
at rest beyond question. Yet the story 
of a short crop or a destroyed crop of 
sticlac has so often been used, 
unwarrantably, to bull the mar- 
ket in the past, that even the 
best informed buyers among the con- 
sumers are suspicious of the truth of 
the report now in circulation and have, 
apparently. concluded to withhold 
their orders a little longer, to see 
whether it will be borne out by the 
facts or not. So farthe reported restric- 
tion of supplies of the crude material 
appear to besubstantiated by the large 
shrinkage of the exports to all parts 
from Calcutta, during two of what are 
usually the heaviest shipping months 
of the season—November and Decem- 
ber. The decrease in shipments dur- 
ing those two months compared with 
the corresponding period the previous 
year amounted to eleven thousand and 
eight hundred cases. The immediate 
future of the market at least, depends 
upon January shipments from Calcut- 
ta. Last year a strong upward move- 
ment in prices was checked and com- 
parative weakness followed the unex- 
pected heavy shipments in the month 
of January, and it is barely possible 
that the same experience may be re- 
peated this year. The probability, 
however, is all the other way. It is 
estimated that the exports from Cal- 
cutta this month will not be one half 
and possibly not more than a third of 
those for the same month in 1888. 
These estimates are based upon the 
most authentic reports obtainable of 
the statistical position in the primary 
market and unless the situation there 
has been grossly exaggerated cannot 
be far out of the way. 

If the consuming demand, which has 
latterly shown signs of reviving, devel- 
ops into greater activity during the 
next few weeks and the estimates of 
the probable shipments for January 
prove to be approximately correct a 
boom in shellac is quite within the 


range of possibilities. 
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HUNGARIAN DAISIES. 


In a paper read before the Philadel- 
phia College of Pharmacy at the De- 
cember meeting, G. M. Beringer, A.M., 
Ph. G., discusses in an interesting and 
instructive manner the Hungarian 
daisy as an adulterant of insect pow- 
der. He considers the subject of such 
importance as to be worthy of record 
and prompt exposure, and in his pa- 
per, which we reproduce elsewhere, he 
givesa very full and clear discription 
of the false flower in comparison with 
the true pyrethrum from which Dal- 
matian insect powder is obtained. 

While Mr. Beringer’s paperis a val- 
uable addition to the literature of the 
subject his exposure of the adultera- 
tion of insect powder with Hungarian 
daisies is not as- prompt as it might 
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have been. As long ago as August Ist 
last year, the REPORTER sounded a 
note of warning which was the first in- 
timation the general trade, including 
dealers and consumers, had received 
that these daisies were being imported 
for the purpose of adulterating the 
genuine powder. In that issue under 
the title of ‘Alleged False Insect Flow- 
ers,” the subject was editorily dis- 
cussed at some length anda sufficiently 
clear description of the false flowers 
was given to enable the buyer to dis- 
tinguish them from the true flowers by 
an ordinarily close examination. This, 
and subsequent articles bearing upon 
the subject had a far-reaching effect, 
which was, however, not altogether of 
the character expected or desired. 
They served to create suspicion and 
distrust of all insect powder, in the 
minds of buyers, which the grinders 
were put to considerable trouble to 
allay. However, their primary object 
was attained, the exposure was com- 
plete, and although since that time 
Hungarian daisies have been imported 
at more or less frequent intervals, and 
for that matter are still coming here, 
the trade has been so thoroughly 
posted that it is not apt to be easily 
imposed upon the coming season. We 
learn now that these false flowers are 
coming to this market in gradually de- 
creasing quantities and probably the 
time is not far distant when their im- 
portation will cease altogether. At 
least Mr. Beringer’s able paper, sup- 
plementing the work of the REPORTER, 
and given the widest circulation in a 
field where it may be most effective, 
should work this result. 
THE WHITING MANUFACTURERS. 
A number of gentlemen interested in 
the whiting industry met at the Metro- 
politan hotel in this city last week to 
take a retrospective view of the situa- 
tion, discuss future prospects and to 
congratulate each other over the result 
of last year’s business, the bulk of 
which proved very satisfactory to 
whiting manufacturers. No signifi- 
cance is to be attached to the meeting, 
as no action was taken in any direc- 
tion, the purpose being merely to have 
a social chat about things in general. 
The subject of a combination was not 
broached, we are informed, and al- 
though prices were discussed informal- 
ly, there was no intention of making a 
change, as present figures are supposed 
to be satisfactory. The desire is to 
meet every month to compare notes, 
and the frequent gatherings may ulti- 
mately result in a social organization 
being formed, although no effort has 
been made in that direction thus far.

FISH GLUE. 


A proposition has been made to the 
menhaden fish oil association that the 
factories be employed in making glue 
or soap from November to June every 
year during which time they are idle. 
As the owners have not been satisfied 
with their net returns for several years 
they would doubtless willingly direct 
attention to other interests in connec- 
tion with their original business, if the 
path was marked out for them, but 
they are too conservative for the adop- 
tion of suggestions, the success of 
which have yet to be determined, 
hence the proposition meets with little 
favor, although offered in good faith 
by a Boston gentleman who had not 
investigated the subject, but consider- 
ed it a waste of time and capital to al- 
low the factories to remain idle six 
months in the, year. Heis correct in 
his conclusions and if the hint is acted 
upon, the property of the fishermen 
inay be put to other useful purposes in 
addition to making oil and scrap. 
Whether it should be glue, soap or 








. some other staple product is a question 


for those directly interested to decide. 
Fish glue is probably out of their 


‘yeach unless some variety other than 


menhaden is treated. The latter has 








some glue properties, but the trouble 
of separation and the comparatively 
small quantity obtainable would ren- 
der the business unprofitable, it is 
claimed. There is no waste liquor 
from the steaming which the menha- 
den receive, as commonly supposed, 
the liquid from that process being 
added to the pressings. There may be 
an opportunity, however, to increase 
the production of fish glue by working 
on material similar to that used by the 
eight factories in the East, the opera- 
tors of which are supposed to purchase 
the skins and certain interior parts of 
the cod from parties who conduct a 
canning and evaporating business, and 
who formerly considered the glue 
material a waste product. Fish glue 
is sold in liquid form and commands 
good prices, the cheapest being quoted 
at one dollar and a quarter. As there 
is said to be no money in animal glues, 
owing to growing competition, the 
menhaden men will hardly consider it 
wise to risk their capital against larger 
concerns, 

Other industries might be suggested 
such as making animal oils or fertiliz- 
ers. They would have six months in 
which to manufacture a complete 
plant food with fish scrap on hand as a 
component part, or the factories could 
be employed in the manipulation of 
bones. There is a wide field of useful- 
ness which only requires investigation 
and ability to develop.

THE NATIONAL PAINT, OIL AND 
VARNISH ASSOCIATION. 


According to the notice just received 
from the Secretary of the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, 
the first convention of that body for 
theconsideration of business, will be 
held in Cleveland, O., on Tuesday the 
22d. As the action taken at the eon- 
ference of delegates held last Septem- 
ber at Saratoga, has been endorsed by 
every paint, oil and varnish club in the 
United States, and each has appointed 
its allotted number of delegates to the 
national organization, a full represen- 
tation will no doubt be had at the 
Cleveland convention. 

There are anumber of important 
manufacturing and jobbing points in 
the country which have no local organ- 
izations, and though from many of 
these the offices of the national asso- 
ciation have received promise of co-op- 
eration in any steps taken for the ben- 
efit of the trade, it is desirable that 
they should be properly represented at 
the approaching meeting, and an earn- 
est request is extended to the trade of 
such cities to appoint delegates. 

An important trade center, among 
others that do not appear to have a 
representative local organization, em- 
braces Albany, Troy and Syracuse, to 
which might be added several other 
important cities in the interior of this 
State. Some years ago an association, 
embracing the members of the trade 
in the cities mentioned was organized 
and appeared to enjoy a flourishing ex- 
istence. For some time past we have 
heard nothing from this organization, 
and are in doubt whether it still exists 
or not. If the association has not been 
dissolved it will no doubt be duly 
represented at Cleveland next Tues- 
day, but from the tenor of a private 
letter recently received by an officer 
of the New York club, we infer that 
Albany, Troy and Syracuse have not 
yet named their delegates. If this is 
the case the trade there should wake 
up and hasten to reorganize, and then 
see that their interests are properly 
represented in the coming conference. 
We do not believe that much urging 
will be necessary tobring them up to 
the point. 

Regarding the action to be taken at 
Cleveland, we are informed that it will 
extend to a number of important mat- 
ters of which, at the present time, the 
most prominent is the subjects of 
credits. This matter has been actively 








diseussed in all of the local clubs dur- 
ing the past year and some have for- 
mulated and put into operation plans 
which have proved to be most satisfac- 
tory, as experiments at least. These 
plans will be considered by the Na- 
tional Association, in connection with 
others which experience or expediency 
may suggest with the view to selecting 
a measure that may be adapted to the 


needs of the trade as a whole.

LESS OIL, BUT MORE MONEY. 

Restricted production of oil and serap 
has brought more money to the men- 
haden fishernen, who met in this 
city last week to hear the annual re- 
ports, but the result next season is not 
so certain. A stubborn resistance was 
manifested at the recent meeting to 
any proposition of late fishing, and al- 
though the association is on record as 
favoring a postponement until July, 
the owners of vessels are not morally 
obliged to remain idle until that time. 
The fact that one or two northern fac- 
tories got ahead of the majority last 
season and offered oil before the season 
actually opened, had the effect, no 
doubt, of making a second trial unpop- 
ular. Had the entire fleet gone to work 
at the usual time last year there would 
have been little if any fish to catch, 
while expenses would be increasing and 
sinking the owners into debt.‘ It is gen- 
erally acknowledged that July is suffi- 
ciently early in the north to obtain 
fish worth having, while in the Ches- 
apeake region earlier fishing is more 
profitable, as the fish seem to leave the 
southern waters in the heat of summer. 
Although last season was shorter than 
usual, more fish were caught, but the 
yield of oil was considerably smaller 
than the year previous. If next year 
proves tobe an average one in the 
quality of fish and the vessels are start- 
ed to work sooner than the specified 
time, the trade may look for an annoy- 
ing surplus which must either be ex- 
ported at low prices to displease buy- 
ers in this market who are compelled 
to pay higher rates, or left to demoral- 
ize the hume market. Next season, in 
anyevent, will be marked more by in- 
dividual action than last year, and it 
is hoped by those directly interested 
that the reduced fleet of vessels will 
prevent a surplus stock of oil and scrap.

INVESTIGATING THE APPRAISERS. 


Quite a stir has been made by the 
removal of General Appraiser McMul- 
lin, and the proposed investigation of 
all the appraisers, including the man- 
ager of the drug department. A Boston 
expert has been imported to ‘expose 
the rottenness of the administration,” 
and. while he merely expresses a belief 
that extensive irregularities have been 
committed, he declines to specify par- 
ticulars or to state what course is like- 
ly tobe pursued. At all eventsa thor- 
ough investigation has been inaugura- 
ted which extends to several classes of 
imports and involves a variety of com- 
plaints of lax methods. 

We have not heard of any improper 
conduct in the chemical and drug sec- 
tions of the appraiser’s department, but 
on the contrary importers were con- 
gratulating themselves on the change 
from four years ago, when blunders 
and criminal carelessness were 
prominent features, but there is 
doubtless a _ political motive un- 
derlying the new procedure, and 
the appraiser’s stores may only be the 
first among many other Government 
places to be attacked. Whatever the 
result, it will have a beneficial effect 
and cause employes to exercise more 
eare in handling goods belonging to 
other people. More reforms have 
been inaugurated in the customs ser- 
vice during the past four years than 
at any other time within the recollec- 
tion of the oldest importers, but there 
has been more or less annoyance inci- 
dent to the work of inexperienced 
men, The present administration has 





endeavored to satisfy, the importing 
class of merchants when not in con- 
flict with the best interests of the Gov- 
ernment, and it remains to be seen 
whether the same policy will be pur- 
sued by the incoming administration. 

There was a conference of appraisers 
from different parts of the country in 
this city on Monhday which was at- 
tended by Secretary Fairchild. <A 
plan for the reorganization of all the 
divisions at the appraiser’s stores was 
considered, the understanding being 
that each department is to be taken 
up separately on complaints of im- 
porters and reports of investigations. 
All hands are to have a turn at the 
wheel, the assistant appraisers coming 
first, followed by the examiners, samp- 
lers, openers and packers. Importers 
have been requested to present their 
compliments, with the view of righting 
the wrongs which have clogged the 
machinery of the Government and 
caused it to lose millions of dollars by 
the mistakes of those authorized to ex- 
ecute the rules, and they should avail 
themselves of the opportunity as the 
investigation will prevent a recurrence 
of the annoyances, although not reme- 
dying the past. One or two cases are 
pending in court.

DECEMBER PETROLEUM STATIS- 
TICS. 


The pipe line statements for the 
month of December complete the story 
of the year’s statistics. The deliveries 
during December were smaller than 
during the corresponding months in 
1887 or 1886, while the deliveries for the 
year show a decrease of nearly one 
million barrels and show the year’s 
consumption to have been about 26,- 
000,000 barrels, or fully 10,000,000 bar- 
rels in excess of the production, which 
amounted to 16,175,370 barrels as rep- 
resented by runs. The production 
during December reached 1,565,000 
barrels and exceeded the production of 
either of the previous months since the 
inauguration of the shut-down in No- 
vember, 1887. The production during 
October, 1887, averaged 62,494 bar- 
rels per day, while the December 
average was 50,494, showing that an 
increase of 12,000 barrels per day is re- 
quired of new production to bring the 
output up to the point where the shut- 
down agreement interrupted field de- 
velopments. The reduction in gross 
stocks for the month amounts to 911,- 
759 barrels and for the year to 9,761,638 
barrels. During the month there has 
been a decrease in outstanding certifi- 
eates representing over 1,000,000 bar- 
rels, leaving now available for trading 
purposes a total of less than 14,000,000 
barrels. Should trading in futures be 
indulged in on the Petroleum Ex- 
change to an important extent it would 
not bea difficult matter to bring about 
a corner and a consequent squeeze 
such as the petroleum trade has never 
experienced. The most remarkable 
fact worth noting in connection with 
the statistics for the periods under 
consideration, is the indifference with 
which they are regarded by the specu- 
lative operators, and the  conse- 
quent lack of influence exerted 
on the market. While the statis- 
tical situation has grown daily in 
strength the market has declined, ap- 
parently being governed by a rule of 
contraries that to many seems inex- 
plicable, at least many operators and 
others interested refuse to accept the 
theories advanced as giving satisfac- 
tory reasons for this anomalous condi- 
tion of affairs. 

The export statistics for December 
and for the year 1888, as given by the 
Bureau of Statistics at Washington, 
also make an interesting but unsatis- 
factory showing. The total exports of 
petroleum products during December 
show a decrease of nearly 10,000,000 
gallons as compared with the exports 
during the same month of the previ- 
ous year. The total exports of the 
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year show a falling off of 34,296,000 gal- 
lons, and this is fully represented by 
the shrinkage in our exports of illumi- 
nating oil. The decrease in exports of 
illuminating oil for the month was 2,- 
267,000 gallons, and for the year 34,973,- 
000 gallons. In crude oil there was a 
decrease of over 8,000,000 gallons for the 
month but for the year the decrease was 
only 3,256,000 gallons. Naphthas show 
an increase of 1,121,000 gallons for the 
year. In residuum there was an in- 
creased amount exported during De- 
cember, but the year shows a decrease 
of 1,118,000 gallons. This decrease in 
our exports shows the progress made 
by Russian oil in supplanting the 
American product. Much has been 
published in foreign journals as to the 
increasing facilities for supplying the 
European and far Eastern markets 
with Russian oil, but with prices at 
their present low range we do not be- 
lieve the competing oil will be able to 
make further inroads on our trade 
abroad. The extreme cheapness of 
Muscovite oil has made it acceptable 
with a class of consumers abroad to 
whom a difference in cost of one cent 
per gallon is a more important con- 
sideration than quality.

PIG LEAD STATISTICS FOR 1888. 

Elsewhere in this issue we give an 
abstract of a very full and accurate 
review of the lead situation in 1888, 
with statistics giving comparisons with 
former years, from which some inter- 
esting deductions may bedrawn. The 
production of lead in the United States 
last year reached the immense total of 
189,000 tons, fully twice as much as any 
two preceding years with the exception 
of 1887, when the then unprecedented 
quantity of 160,000 tons was produced. 
This great production was not the re- 
sult of the increased needs of consump- 
tion, but received its impetus from the 
fictitious value imparted to the metal 
by the great speculative boom extend- 
ing over the greater part of 1887 and 
the first eight or nine months of last 
year, and which ended so disastrously 
for the chief operators a short time 
ago. 

Despite this great production, which 
must be so much in excess of the legiti- 
mate requirements of consumption in 
this country, and with no adequate 
export outlet for the surplus, the mar- 
ket has displayed and still displays re- 
markable strength, which can only 
result from the artificial support it 
receives from speculative operations. 
There are even now indications that 
this uncertain support is being with- 
drawn, and in the event that specula- 
tive interest should entirely die out, as 
appears to be probable, the pressure of 
the heavy outside holdings upon the 
market would naturally be followed by 
a large and decided decline in prices. 

The future is certainly far from en- 
couraging to holders of lead. It is 
possible that the consumption may 
show a considerable increase during 
the coming year, yet if the production 
continues unchecked the statistics at 
the end of 1889 will probably show 
proportionately larger stocks on hand 
than the figures we now print. Com- 
pared with the average prices of pre- 
vious years, pig lead was not particu- 
larly high in 1888, yet it should be borne 
in mind that the production in former 
years excepting 1887, was far 
below that of last year. A 
revival of speculative interest, or a 
large increase in the consuming de- 
mand, supported by strong markets 
abroad, may keep values for pig lead 
close up to their present level during 
this year, but the chances are, rather, 
that we shall have an unsettled mar- 
ket and probably much lower prices 
for some time to come, or until pro- 
duction is regulated more nearly in 
accordance with the consumption.

TRADE ITEMS. 


According to the British Consul at Canton, 
foreign medicines, including large quantities 
of worm tablets in bottles, continue to find 
favor. 

According to German official reports the 
consumption of German soap at Morocco has 
entirely superseded the use of that of other 
countries, 

The New England Paint and Oil Club has 
inaugurated a credit bureau, which is now in 
working order and from which good results 
are expected. 

The owners of the whaling bark Ohio, of New 
Bedford, supposed to be lost in the Arctic 
Ocean, have made a formal abandonment of 
the vessel to the underwriters. 

Frederick E. Whitney, of the firm of F. E. 
Whitney & Co., paper manufacturers, made 
an assignment Saturday, whithout prefer- 
ences, to William R. A. Koehl. 

Secretary A. M. Merriam of the National 
Wholesale Druggists Association, has our 
thanks for two copies of the report of proceed- 
ings of the Saratogu convention. 

According to the Belgian Cunsul at Cairo, 
Belgium supplies nearly a fifth of the quan- 
tity of candles consumed, interfering to some 
extent with the monopoly hitherto enjoyed 
by France. 

German official reports state that the de- 
mand for candles is increasing and is princi- 
pally supplied by France, Holland\and Bel- 
gium, England having only a small share of 
the trade. 

The U. 8. Supreme Court on Monday handed 
down a decision in the case of Stoutenburgh 
vs. Heurich, which denies thé right of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to tax commercial agents or 
drummers, Justice Miller dissents. 

The Austro-Hungarian Consul at Smyrna 
says that the consumption of drugs is consid- 
erable, a large quantity of cinchona prepara- 
tions being imported chiefly from London, 
Paris, Vienna, Stuttgart and Milan. 

The Italian bark Aurora, from Licata to 
Savannah, with brimstone, was wrecked in 
Warsaw Sound, south of Savannah, on Dec. 
30. The crew were saved and taken to Savan- 
nah. The vessel is partly sunk about 4 miles 
from shore. 

Salesmen on the road are called “commer- 
cial evangelists” by Hon. Proctor Knott of 
Kentucky, and he believes that they should 
receive the benefit of equally favored legis- 
lation as that accorded the religious evan- 
gelists when traveling. 

The Commissioner of Agriculture has pur- 
chased in Troup County, Ga., fifty bushels of 
cottonseed at $5 a bushel, to be distributed 
among the Congressmen. This fancy price for 
cottonseed is explained by a statement that it 
is extraordinary good seed. 

The King Varnish Company, one of the lead- 
ing manufacturing concerns of Akron, Ohio, 
made an assignment on Monday. Liabilities 
are $100,000 to $125,000; assets $70,000, according 
to a telegram from Cleveland, which was the 
first intimation that the company was in 
trouble. 

The Norwegian bark Kate Carnie, from 
Brunswick, Ga., for Rotterdam, with rosin 
and turpentine, was abandoned Dec. 16 ina 
sinking condition. The captain and his wife 
and crew were taken off by bark Belle Woos- 
ter, from Cork, and landed at New York 
Jan, 4. 

At Astoria, L. I., Jan. 8, a fire broke out in 
the drying room of the Astoria Soap Works, 
which occupy a large block. The flames 
communicated to the finishing room, and be- 
fore the fire was subdued a damage of about 
$10,000 was done. The cause of the fire is un- 
known. 

Cooper Union has sustained a severe loss in 
the death of Charles ‘Stewart Stone, who for 
twenty-five years has filled the chair of chem- 
istry and geology in that institution. His 
death, which occurred on Friday morning, 
was due to pneumonia and a complication of 
disorders. 

The demand for chemical products is on the 
increase in Italy, and is satisfied largely by 
Germany. Genoa is the port through which 
these are mostly introduced, and amongst the 
articles, in the supply of which Germany takes 
a decided lead may be mentioned chloride of 
potassium. 

The British consul at Canton says that too 
little attention is paid by exporters to the 
smaller articles daily required. He points out 
that a fortune may be made by shippers who 
will turn their attention to such things as ani- 
line dyes, soap, glass, candles, pills and such 
like articles. 

The President, at the request of Secretary 
Fairchild, removed Lewis McMullen, United 
States Appraiser at New York, on the ground 
that he has not properly attended to his 
duties. A. B. Stearns, the appraiser at Bos- 
ton, was temporarily placed in charge of the 
New York office.

The importation of saccharin, whether pure 
or mixed with any article, and likewise of any 
articles of food that may contain the same, 
into the continental port of Portugal or into 
the adjacent islands is prohibited, but chem? 
ists are allowed to import the product after 
having obtaine’ the permission of the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. John 8. Moffitt, who had been for some 
years in charge of the sundry department of 
the Richardson Drug Company until the re- 
cent fire, is president of a new drug company 
that was organized last week with headquar- 
ters in St. Louis. The name of the company is 
said to be the Richardson Co-operative Drug 
Company. 

The co-partnership heretofore existing under 
the firm name of Wilkinson Bros. & Co., has 
expired by limitation, and Mr. George 8. 
Arnold ceases to be a member of the firm! 
The remaining parties have formed a new co- 
partnership under the name of Wilkinson 
Bros. & Co., and will continue business, as 
heretofore, in this city. 


In a letter transmitted to the Secretary of 
the Treasury to Congress on Saturday, the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue suggests 
that the regulations made by him requiring 
dealers in oleomargarine to keep their books 
in a prescribed manner be enacted into law to 
meet the decision of a Massachusetts court to 
the effect that he has no power toenforce such 
regulation. 

Owing to the deadlock in the House Con- 
gressman Kelley of Pennsylvania, has been 
thwarted during the week in his desire to have 
printed the resolutions of the Manufacturers’ 
Club, of Philadelphia, requesting Congress to 
adopt measures for the early abandonment of 
the entire Internal Revenue system. Mr. 
Kelly on Saturday had the resolutions referred 
through the petition box to the Committee on 
Ways and Means. 

According to the British consul at Salonica, 
there is an increasing demand for chemicals, 
caused by the development of native indus- 
tries in Monastir and other districts in Mace- 
donia. The importers, however, complain 
that most of these chemicals, copperas in par- 
ticular, are packed in barrels made of thin 
staves, badly jointed and hooped, and not fit 
for inland carriage. 

Mr. Eurice De La Balze, will leave New 
York to-day for South America, where he will 
remain permanently as the agent for Hum- 
phreys’ Medicine Co. He has been very suc- 
cessful during the past year in the introduc- 
tion of Humphreys homeopathic remedies in 
that country, and the result of his travels has 
made it necessary to open the permanent 
branch which he will manage. 

A special telegram from Rock Hill, 8. C., 
says that considerable excitement has been 
created by the discovery of inexhaustible de- 
posits of kaolin in the vicinity of the town. 
The deposits are of the purest quality and 
cover an area of several miles. Steps will be 
taken at once to bring the matter to the 
attention of experts, and it is probable that 
alocal company will be formed to work the 
beds of pure kaolin. 

Messrs. W. R. Peters & Co., of this city, have 
been appointed sole agents in the United 
States and Canada, for the sale of quinine and 
other products of the factory in Milan, Italy, 
known as the “Fabbrica Lombarda di Prodotti 
Chimici.” This is the same concern that Mr. 
Alexander Boehringer was formerly connect- 
ed with, but since then the company has been 
placed on a new financial basis and is in a 
flourishing condition. 

Commercial travelers are making a strong 
effort to induce Congress to amend the In- 
ter-State Commerce law as follows: “Pro- 
vided that nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to prohibit any common carrier from 
giving reduced rates of transportation te 
commercial travelers, whether employer or 
employe, who travels to sell merchandise for a 
wholesale business, taking orders from dealers 
for goods for subsequent delivery.” 

At Armourdale, Mo., Jan. 11, the extensive 
works of the Kansas City Glue and Fertilizing 
Company were almost completely wrecked by 
fire. The fire is supposed to have been caused 
by spontaneous combustion. The works were 
built during the latter part ot 1888, at a cost of 
$60,000. J. M. Darling, of Boston, is President 
ofthe company. The loss on the building and 
contents is estimated at $75,000. The building 
and contents were very well insured. 

Mr. Andrew B. Rogers Jr., of Rogers & Py- 
att went to Albany on Monday as a mem- 
ber of the electoral college and asvyisted 
to cast the electoral vote of New York State 
for President Harrison and Vice-President 
Morton. He was appointed on a committee 
of three to attend to the mailing of the cer- 
tificates of election to Congress, and on Mon- 
day night was given a reception by the Fort 
Orange Club. On Tuesday morning the elec- 
tors were photographed in a group. 

Theye are frequently heard rumors that the 
demoralization of the glass trade is being in- 
creased by very deep cuts in prices in the 
West, but the following from the Wheeling 
correspondent of the Crockery and Glass Jour- 
nal is hard to believe. He says: “A gentleman 
in a position to know informs us that window 
glass has actually been sold at 85, 10 and 5 and 
2 per cent. for cash, which is about ten cents 
net. Not very much different from paying a 








man for taking the giass, except that the loss 
is not so large, but it is a loss just the same.” 

The appraising officers of Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Portland (Me.) and Buffalo met in this 
city at the public stores on Monday for the 
second quarterly conference of customs ap- 
praisers of the fiscal year. The Treasury De- 
partment has referred to this meeting a num- 
ber of minor questions of administration of 
the customs laws in which differences have 
arisen between the different ports. Besides 
these routine matters questions affecting the 
reorganization of the New York office and the 
regularity of methods pursued in the Apprais- 
er’s Department, were the subject of discus- 
sion. 

The directors of the Philadelphia Commer- 
cial Exchange have adopted strong resolu- 
tions asking Congress to take immediate and 
favorable action on Senvte bill No. 2,851, 
amendatory of the Interstate Commerce law, 
It provides for increased penalties of fine and 
imprisonment for violations of the act. This 
bill was adopted last session by the Senate and 
then passed the House with certain amend- 
ments which were afterward referred to a 
conference committee. This committee has 
taken no action upon them. The object of the 
appeal is to urge that the work of the past 
eighteen months in the reform of existing 
transportation methods may not all be lost 
for want of action in the present Congress. 

As very few of our readers are acquainted 
with the interior and surroundings of a south- 
ern menhaden fish oil factory, we give the 
following description of one in Virginia. It 
has 32 tanks, capacity 600,000; 2 boilers, engine, 
4steam hydraulic presses and 3 steam pumps. 
Patent clutch hoister, 314 acres tongue and 
grooved drying floor; 1 scrap house, 180x40 ft., 
with shed 180x32; 1 scrap house, 300x24; 1 scrap 
house, £0x30 ft., with shed for oil. Store, office, 
carpenter and blacksmith shop, cook, dining 
room and quarters for 75 hands. Tin lined 
steam oil tanks and bleachers for 15,000 gals.; 
receiving tanks &c.; 8 pair purse boats, 9 
seines, together with 25 carts and tools and 350 
feet dock front. 

The Senate Committee on Agriculture will 
take up for consideration at its next meeting 
the’bill recently introduced by Senator Faulk- 
ner to establish a Pure Food Division in tke 
Department of Agriculture. This is the so- 
called Laird bill, which was reported from the 
House Committee last session and is now on 
the House calendar. It is not thought that 
there is any serious objection to it in the Sen- 
ate Committee. Mr. Hatch’s intention to se- 
cure a day for its consideration in the house 
has thus far been frustrated by the course 
affairs have taken there, and unless the pros- 
pect of legislation grows brighter than it is 
now, there will be no action on the bill at this 
session. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


That ring within a ring at the Petroleum 
Exchange draws well. 

W. A. Round, of Marietta, Ohio, is sinking 
an oil well at Eureka, W. Va. 

The steamer Trifels is loading with 100,000 
cases of petroleum for transportation to 
Europe. 

The Delphos, O., gas field seems to be wan- 
ing, and instead of gas that field is coming out 
as a good oiler. 

The new-fangled arrangement at the Petro- 
leum Exchange may be said to be a double 
action bull-ring bear-pit. 

A bull ring was last Thursday found erected 
in the pit—a suggestion, probably, that the 
bears have had matters their own way long 
enough, 

The tank steamer Hans & Kurt from Ham- 
burg to New York, which was towed into Ply- 
mouth with loss of propeller, repaired and 
sailed thence Jan. 6. 

The Hudson, Mich., gas well is a thing of the 
past. It is down 2,000 feet, has cost $4,000 ana 
is perfectly dry of everything except water, 
of which there is plenty. 

Of petroleum oil Russia sent to London last 
year 300,000 barrels asagainst 130,000 barrels in 
1887. The freer imports were occasioned by 
the higher prices for American. 

The expenditures for tLe development of 
the oil and gas interests of Wood county, O. 
are already estimated at over $7,000,000, and 
the golden stream is still flowing, according to 
a local paper. 

Natural gas was discovered in Indiana about 
two years ago, and since that time seventy 
nine new manufactories have been estab- 
lished in that State, with a capital aggregat- 
ing $4,500,000, employing, all told, 5,800 men. 

The petroleum market has been 80 weak 
that the operators have been compelled to 
lean on something and have encroached on 
the domain of the telegraphers, therefore the 
railing was erected inthe pit to support the 
operators. 

The bull ring erected in the pit of the ex- 
change has been tested by the bulls and found 
strong enough to hold them u> as they lean 
against it, while the bears complacently rest a 

foot on the lower rail and use the inclosed 
space as a public spittoon, 

In the suit of Holdship & Irwin against the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, Judge 
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Ewing last week handed down an opinion dis 
charging the rule on the plaintiffs fora fur- 
ther and more particular bill of particulars, 
which had been asked for by the defendants. 
The suit is for $150,000 damages. 


Three wells have lately been drijled near 
Chartiers, Westmoreland county, Pa., two of 
which have since been blowing off gas at 200 
pounds and 430 pounds pressure, respectively, 
while the third has turned out the largest 
flow of salt water in the State, averaging 4,000 
barrels per day, and containing 15 per cent of 
salt. 

The Butler Times says the Western and At- 
lantic Pipe Line Co. have extended their line 
into the Brush Creek, Bakerstown and Saxon- 
burg fields, and will shortly run into Glado 
Run. Their main station and tanks are locat- 
ed at Valencia, on the P. & W. Railroad, and 
the lines run to Pittsburg, cornecting with 
the Globe refinery. 

On Thursday, December 22, the steamship 
Goorge W. Clyde, sailing from New York to 
the West Indies, was struck by a hurricane on 
the southern edge of the Gulf Stream. The 
storm raged for eighty-two hours, and before 
subsiding was followed by a second hurricane, 
which did considerable damage to the vessel. 
The experiment of pouring oil from the fur- 
ward bows was resorted to, and the crew are 
indebted to this plan for their lives. 

The ship Astracana from Philadelphia for 
Havre petroleum laden, before reported in 
collision off Cherbourgh with German steamer 
Borussia, was picked up off Beachy Head ab- 
andoned and taken into Cowes Jan 3. The 
forward part of the vessel as far back as the 
main hatch is gone and the remainder is shat- 
tered. A protion of her cargo is still in the 
wreck, but is washing out. Gangs of men are 
at work discharging what remains of the 
cargo. 

The reported illness of J. A. Bostwick, of 
the Standard Oil Company, has been greatly 
exaggerated and has caused much annoyance 
to his personal friends. He wasso much bet- 
ter last week that he was able to go out driv- 
ing, and was reported to be much better for 
the exercise. Mr. Bostwick expects to sail for 
the south of France on the Saale at the end of 
this month, where he will remain for two 
months, his physician recommending the sea 
voyage and the warm climate of southern 
Europe. 

One of the disadvantages of natural gas is 
the fact that for various reasons it often gives 
out during the night, and, however short its 
temporary absence may be, all the fires go 
out. To prevent the gas from filling the 
house on its return, “safety valves” were in- 
vented, which at once close the pipes. Now 
a young man of Pittsburgh has invented an 
electric apparatus for waking up one to light 
the fires at the proper time, and whether or 
not it will become popular, it is certainly in- 
genious. 

It is only fifteen years ago since natural gas 
was first used as a fuel, yet to-day there is re- 
quired to pipe it 27,350 miles of mains. In 
Pittsburgh alone 500 miles supply 42,608 private 
houses, forty iron mills, thirty-eight glass 
works, eigbty-three foundries and machine 
shops, and 422 miscellaneous industrial estab- 
lishments. An idea of its value as fuel can 
best be obtained when the value of 7,000,000 
tons of coal is estimated, as it is asserted that 
this amount of coal is annually -displaced by 
natural gas. 

The most interesting oil development just 
now is the Dawson run field, two miles above 
Tionesta, in Forest county. The original Daw- 
son well, struck a month ago, is still doing 25 
barrels a day of excelient oi The chief at- 
traction of the new field is the shallow drill- 
ing. In some of the wells the sand is reached 
at less than 400 feet, and in few of the loca- 
tions will the depth be over 500 feet. A well 
can be drilled in a week. The wells finished so 
far indicate that it is a good 20 barrel terri- 
tory, with achance of finding much larger 
wells. The oil is very dark, which leads to the 
belief that the sand isaspur from the old Fa- 
gundas field in Warren county, which some 
years ago wasa very richspot. The hunt for 
leases is going on with a great deal of energy. 


The valuc of the petroleum field of the Ark- 
ansas Valley, in Tremont County, Col., is 
steadily increasing. The field has been profit- 
able from the start, and there has been no 
misfortune or collapse. .There are at the 
present time thirty-three producing wells and 
not more than half a dozen dry holes. One of 
these last is two thousand feet deep and never 
struck either oil, water or gas. Yet it is only 
a few score feet from a good well. The total 
production now isa thousard barrels a day. 
The explorations of new ground are tending 
towards the southeast, and almost as many 
tall derricks seem to be looming up south of 
Florence as there are north of the Rio Grande 
Railway. There are three refineries covstant- 
ly in operation. One was destroyed by fire 
recently. Several immersion tanks have been 
built in the past few months and pipe lines 
are being laid. The oil is of excellent quality, 
though hardly as volatile as the Pennsylvania 
article. 


An engine has been perfected in which both 
the fuel and the power are obtained from 
naphtha. It has been applied to many bcats 
of from sixteen to thirty feet in length, and 
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while it is cheap, clean and always ready, it 
can be managed by anybedy. The owners of 
many well-known steam yachts have had 
naphtha launches made for them and express 
the greatest satisfaction with them. The en- 
gine is started by lighting an alcohol lamp and 
blowing some naphtha vapor over the flame 
with alittle hand pump. This makes a hot 
flame and heats the naphtha ina retort. This 
heated naphtha generates the gas which 
drives the engine. After the engine is going, 
which isin about two minutes, some of the 
gasin the retort can be used as fuel, and the 
alcohol lamp and pumping are no longer 
necessary. The engines can be instantly re- 
versed when at the highest speed. Only 6 per 
cent of the fluid in the retort is used, the re- 
mainder being returned to the tank and used 
over again. A two horse power engine runs a 
twenty-foot launch and uses three or four 
quarts of naphtha an hour. 

One of the tanks containing Ohio oil col- 
lapsed, recently, and at the time of the acci- 
dent it contained a foot and a half less than it 
had previously contained. This was conclu- 
sive evidence that some weakness had been 
created in the tank. The only explanation for 
this was found in the supposition that the sul- 
phur in the oil had acted on the rivets, creat- 
ing a weakness which caused the tank to give 
way. This was considered of sufficient import- 
ance to warrant the officials of the 
line in investigating the matter. It is 
said that in the Ohio fields the iron tops 
of many of the tanks are mere crusts, and that 
they will have.to be replaced. This would indi- 
cate that the fumes rising from the oil Oper- 
ate on the tops of the tanks more quickly than 
the oil itself on the sides thereof. It is known 
that in coal mines,and other places where iron 
pipes are used to conduct water containing 
sulphur, the effects are soon apparent, and in 
acomparatively short time an ordinary piece 
of tubing is destroyed. If the sulphur con- 
tained in the Obio product is to operate like a 
cancer on the tanks it will furnish another per- 
plexing element in connection with handling 
it.—Exchange.

We think it would be as well to state the date 
of the circular, as there has been no distillation 
of lavender oil in any part of the world for the 
last six months, and there will not be for the 
next six, the crop being distilled in August 
and September. 
We simply mention this fact so that buyers 
of this oil, unfamiliar with its characteristics, 
may not think that it isa winter-distilled ar- 
ticle, CLAYTON ROCKHILL. 


That Missing Window Glass. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 12, 1889, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 
I notice in last issue of your paper an article 
touching the loss of 10 cases of window glass, 
which is calculated to mislead the casual 
reader. 
The facts of the case are as follows: 
I imported on steamer Nederland 1,779 
packages of glass—the duties were paid, after 
which 10 per cent., or 178 cases, were delivered 
by the agent of the ship to the customs officers 
and by the latter receipted for; the licensed 
draymen carried the goods to the appraiser’s 
stores, and delivered them to the storekeeper, 
who in turn issued his receipt for 178 cases. 
The officer of the ship then delivered the 
balance, 1,601 packages, to my drayman, who 
gave the proper receipts for that number; in 
his turn my receiving clerk receipted for the 
same number, showing thereby that the in- 
voice was correct. 
After the examination had been made, an 
order was issted from the appraiser’s stores 
for 168 cases, or 10 packages less than had been 
receipted for; these 10 cases cannot now be 
found.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 








Asbestos, manufactured or unmanufactur- 
ed, cannot be classed under the provision in 
the free-list for “paper stock,” inasmuch as 
the substance is otherwise specially provided 
for, as follows: when manufactured, under 
Schedule A., and when unmanufactured, 
under the free-list.

CHICAGO LETTER. 


Special correspondence of the REPORTER, 





CHICAGO, January 12, 1889. 

So far as prices are concerned, there has 
been no change in the linseed oil market. One 
faction is still firmly exacting 57@60c (the lat- 
ter for boiled oil) while the other has advanced 
quotations to 56 cents, but still persists in a 
rather sensible determination not to sell car- 
lots at any such figures. The demand from all 
quarters is reported as excellent, and car-lot 
sales are the} rule rather than the exception. 
Consumers are reported to be buying from 
“head-quarters” to a limited extent, but mid- 
dle men are not, asa rule. rushing to the sup- 
port of such sellers, as offer oil to the former’s 
customers at figures lower than those at which 
they sell to large buyers. It’s not difficult to 
carry on both a wholesale and retail business 
in the same shop, but when the shop-keeper 
gives his most favorable prices to his retail 
customers, wholesale purchasers fail to see 
any profit in trading with him. 

To judge from statements of crushers, brok- 
ers and purchasers alike. business in oil is 
abnormally brisk for the season of the year. 
Grinders find themsel ves confronted with the 
necessity of filling tanks, and jobbers seem to 
recognize the fact that they must be prepared 
to fill orders received from the small army of 
salesmen on the road, The prevailing ques- 
now is—which of the two warring factions 
shall secure the trade? This may be, to some 
extent, a matter of private arrangement, but 
indications show that a preponderance of 
orders remain in the hands of the combina- 
tion which is popularly supposed to have 
“bulled”’ seed and advanced oil. 

The editorial in last week’s issue of the RE- 
PORTER has been read and commented upon 
very widely in local trade circles. The con- 
sumptive trade (under which heading may be 
classed, for the nonce, manufacturers, grind- 
ers, jobbers, etal) may be said to occupya 
position of comparative indifference as to the 
course of seed, provided there be some appar- 
ent guaranty as to steadiness in the oil 
market. Just at present, there is precisely 
enough of uncertainty in the whole outlook 
to make the matter decidedly interesting. 

That there is more foreign seed on the 
way to Chicago than had been generally 
supposed is now conceded. It is thought 
however, that a very considerable proportion 
of the same is South American seed, which 
can bardly be expected to reach here until a 
date too late to affect the price of oil for 
spring trade, although the precipitation of an 
enormous block in, say, March, might enable 
May “shorts” to cover better figures than are 
now obtainable. All this, however, should be 
set dewn as “street gossip,” and such specu- 
lative conjecture goes for what it is worth. 

Some of the figures given in the editorial 
referred to have received careful considera- 
tion in many quarters, and the inferences 
drawn have given occasion to no little criti- 
cism, some of which has been flattering, 
while some has been diametrically the re- 
verse. The element which is interested in ad- 
vancing prices, calls attention to the fact that 
930,288 bags foreign seed were imported in 1884, 
without materially affecting prices. Precisely 
why 494,000 bags should exercise any marked 
influence on the market ina “short crop” year 
isa conundrum which this same element rele- 
gates to its opponents for solution. To put 
the position of the alleged manipulators of 
seed in plain English, conceding all alleged 
importations, there will not be enough seed, 
all considered, to make up the deficiency in 
the Northwest. 

From an independent and distinguished 
source I have been favored with the sight of a 
carefully prepared table exhibiting the total 
consumption of oil in the country during the 
last four years. The average has been be- 
tween 28,500,000 and 29,000,000 gallons. Allow- 
ing the recognized average increase of 10 per 
cent. per year, what would be the necessary 
number of bushels of seed to meet the require- 
ments of 1889? Even conceding the importa- 
tion to and arrival at Chicago of every bushel 
ever claimed by those in interest, what possible 
influence could the whole amount have upon 
asecd market which has been already over- 
sold upon an exaggerated estimate of the 
yield for the year. 

The “wooden West” knows little, but even 
its most humble and least distinguished citi- 
zen recognizes a dollar when he sees it and 
knows that he can’t spend it and keep it at the 
same time. Itisin coasequence of this fact 
that the REPORTER'S reference in its market 
report columns to “possum” have called forth 
animadversions from both sides. Whatever 
may be said about the fight in this section 
there isno “possum” about it. It “begins with 
the beginning, proceeds with the continuance 
and winds up with the end,” and one or other 
of the parties will ultimately drain the dregs 
of a cup, more bitter than quassia. 

Oil cake remains quiet, although more 








firmly held. Offers are made here of $2225 @ 


$22, 50 but holders are exacting in asking $23. 
Cablegrams from abroad indicate poverty of 
stocks at distributive points and a resultant 
increase in inquiry. The New York market is 
not at all seductive, and there is evident a 
general inclination to hold stocks in hope of 
an improvement. 
FLAXSEED, 

At the beginning of the week there were in 
store in public elevators 332,834 bushels, as 
against 347,966 bushels one week previous.cand 
335,636 on the corresponding date of 1888. The 
falling off for the week was 15.132 bushels, which 
may be fairly presumed to represent the with- 
drawal for consumption, and is entirely in 
line with the predictions ventured upon for 
the last two or three weeks. The inspector of 
flaxseed reports 47 (!) cars of seed as inspected 
in during the week—44 being graded as No. 1, 
and3as rejected. Inspections out (officially 
reported) aggregated 40,417 bushels. The sub- 
joized table shows the total receipts and ship- 
ments as announced by the Secretary of the 
Board of Trade:

The market has been, on the whole, quiet. 
Offerings have been, if anything, lighter than 
the extraordinarily light receipts. A fair 
proportion of the very moderate receipts 
were tendered on contract or to arrive. There 
was a total absence of any shipping demand. 
Local crushers were the only buyers, and they 
manifested but a languid interest. 

The course of the market, as regards both 
cash and futures, may be outlined ina very 
few words. On Monday, under the influence 
of light offerings, seed held itsown. Opening at 
$162, an indisposition on the part of holders 
to maintain prices resulted in a decline to $1 61, 
at which the day’s market closed. On Tuesday 
receipts were in excess of those of Monday, 
but they were also in excess of the offerings. 
Most of the seed arriving was tendered on con- 
tract, and only asmall proportion of it came 
on the market. A reversal of past conditions 
was noticeable, No. 1 on track selling at $1 61, 
while seed in store brought $1604. On 
Wednesday there was so little seed in 
that it was absolutely impossible to find 
either sellers or buyers. The market, how- 
ever, closed at $161. On Thursday, notwith- 
standing the same condition of affairs 
flaxseed advanced lc and closed at $162 
without either offerings or bids. On Friday, 
without any special offerings or demand, fiax- 
seed, like an inflated balloon, rose 4c. presum- 
ably in consequence of its own buoyancy. At 
all events, the market for the day closed at 
$1624. To-day, despite light receipts, ex- 
tremely moderate offerings and rumors of 
expected arrivals of imported seed, Friday’s 
prices were well maintained, and the market 
closed firm at $1 624. 

There has been evident no disposition to 
trade in futures. Five thousand bushels of 
January seed changed hands on Tuesday, but 
May went a-begging. 

On Monday $1 62 was bid for May, but hold- 
ers insisted upon $163. Tuesday $1 6244 was 
bid but sellers demanded $1 64, at which price 
it has ruled during the remainder of the week. 
The week’s sales as reported have aggregated 
34 carsand 60 bags of No.1, and 2 cars and 4 
bags of rejected seed. Of futures 5,000 bushels 
of January have been sold. 

OILS. 

Lard oil has undergone no change. The 
market may be characterized as “ quiet but 
steady.” Extra is firmly held at 68c, while No. 
1 has gradually appreciated until it has finally 
mounted to 46@47c. Inquiry remains as here- 
tofore reported—that is to say. moderate for 
“extra” and fairly active for No. 1. No. 2 
holds its own, but in the words of a broker, 
“it’s too mean to quote.” One fact ought to 
be mentioned since buyers have become more 
cautious, pressers have become more careful. 
Stocks are kept at minimum figures, and 
buyers may yet find it necessary—in view of 
the eurtailment of stocks—to purchase more 
freely. 

The advices by cable from Holland, indica- 
ting a decidediy weaker feeling in oleo in the 
Rotterdam market, have acted as a check on 
melters’ enthusiasm. Exportation from this 
point has fallen off for the week, but it is im- 
possible to give exact figures. Some careful 
observers here predict a drop of 5 florins next 
week in “extra,” but do not think that lower 
grades will react sympathetically. 

PAINTS, 

So far as the past week is concerned, the lo- 
cal market has exhibited next to no activity. 
At the same time salesmen are beginning to 
send in their reports, most of which cover 
sales for future delivery rather than for pres- 
ent consumption. The Chicage houses are be- 
ginning to takefresh courage, notwithstand- 
ing higher prices for linseed oil and the situa- 
tion in white lead. The prospect is favorable, 
and it is commonly supposed that sales of 
mixed paints will have to be effected on a 
basis different from and higher tban that pre- 
vailing a year ago.

DRUGS. 

The year 1889 opens with bright promise for 
the Chicago drug trade. The past week—the 
first of the year and naturally an “off” week— 
shows a most gratifying appreciation, as com- 
pared with the first week of 1888. Prices have 
not varied as to any staple, There is a sus- 
picion here that opium may advance, but this 
is based upon a presumed sympathy with New 
York rather than upon actual inquiry, which 
is limited ahd shows no symptoms of improve- 
ment, The inquiry for quinine, to say the 
most, is no more than normal, and buyers are 
evidently chary. 

The Richardson fire, with its consequent 
retirement of a large distributing house has 
not been without its effect upon Chicago 
trade. Nosingle concern can hope to control 
or manage the dissipated trade—least of all 
can jobbing housesin the Missouri River coun- 
try (who are in themselves a sort of ‘‘old-man- 
of-the-sea”’ to Chicago firms) expect to secure 
it. Already local houses are receiving liberal 
crders from the Richardsons’ former cus- 
tomers, and there is yet hope for the future. 

Mr. Peter Van Schaack left Chicago to-night 
for a fortnight’s business trip in the East. 

The senior member of the Murray & Nicoll 
Drug Company, of this city, Mr. J. M. Nicoll, 
died at Wakesha, Wis., last Wednesday. His 
death was unexpected and sudden. He was 
the president of the drug milling and grinding 
company bearing his name. He was a wealthy 
bachelor, and a partner in the “Buffalo Bill” 
show signed the necessary bond before the de- 
parture of that combination for England.

Carlsbad Sprudel Salt.

The foregoing compilation is from 24 facto- 
ries in 1888, against 28in 1887. It is said that 46 
factories were in operation during last season, 
22 of which are located in the Chesapeake re- 
gion. Secretary Pryer called attention to the 
fact that the larger number of menhaden 
caught in 1888 yielded less oil than the catch of 
1887, showing that the fish of 1888 were not 
nearly so fat as they should be. This started 





an informal talk about the experience of some 











fishermen in the yield of oil, and the discus. | 
sion developed the fact that the lowest yield 
was one quart to the thousand fish, the next 
highest two quarts and the largest amount 
of oil obtained was nine gallons per 1,000, but 
that wasan exceptional case. The average 
yield was not announced. 

Anelection for officers resulted in the old 
board being chosen with the exception of Mr. T. 
F. Price for vice-president, and as a member 
of the executive committee in place of Mr. 
John Luce, who has retired from business, 
The list of officers is as follows:

Otis, Sandy Hook to Capes of Delaware; Wm. 
J. Carroll, Chesapeake Bay, west; A. J. Morse, 
Chesapeake Bay, east; E. T. Foote, for Chinco- 
teague to Capes of Virginia. 

The financial report of Treasurer Pryer was 
read and adopted. A vote of thanks was ten- 
dered to Mr. I. W. Adams of Boston,for a gen- 
erous donation of $50. The list of membership 
was augmented by the addition of six names, 
as follows: Joseph Church, Jr, Tiverton; Geo. 
Lowe, New York; I. W. Adams, Leonrd Ware, 
N. Porter Cleaves and H. B. March, Boston. 

The question of duty on degras, or wool 
grease, and fish oil was then discussed. The 
association wants the present ad yalorem 
duty changed to a specific duty of 144 cents per 
pound on grease, which is beginning to be 
a formidable competitor in the market. Last 
year about 21,000 barrels of it were brought 
from the United Kingdom. On fish oil a duty 
of ten cents per gallon is wanted. The Senate 
tariff bill places both on the free list; the para- 
graph relating to this subject reads as follows: 


Grease and oils, such as are commonly used 
in soap-making or in wire drawing, or for 
stuffing or dressing leather, and as are fit only 
for such uses, not speadially enumerated or 
provided for in this act. 


President Church stated that he had re- 
ceived assurance from Senator Aldrich that 
the interests of the menhaden industry would 
be taken care of, and he desired some measure 
to be adopted that would bring pressure to 
bear upon the Senate when the discusssion of 
the bill came up. 

Mr. Adams, who is one of the committee 
appointed by the National Fishery Association 
to confer with the Senate tariff committee on 
the subject, said that he and Mr. Babson 
went to Washington and explained their 
wishes, and the result of the trip convinced 
him that it was necessary for the Menhaden 
Association to have a committee remain per- 
manently at the national capitol until the 
question was settled. He considered the pros- 
pects very encouraging, but the matter should 
be kept fresh before the senatorial minds. 

A question being asked as to the opinion of 
senators on the amount of duty that should 
be levied, the chairman replied that Senator 
Aldrich considered 45 per cent. sufficient, while 
the fishermen wanted 100 per cent. on degras. 
The chairman thought that the basis of set- 
tlement would be 45 per cent., but he did not 
want all attention directed to degras to the 
neglect of Japanese oil, the importation of 
which would do more harm than degras, 
should it be admitted free of duty. 

Mr. March of Boston considered a specific 
duty much preferable to an ad valorem rate, 
and thought the committee should keep that 
fact in view. 

Mr. Adams stated that the feeling in the 
U. 8. Senate is decidedly in fayor of a spe- 
cific system, as it brings better protection and 
more duty, besides preventing undervalua- 
tion. He had planned for the menhaden asso- 
ciation to memoralize Congress in as simple 
and concise a manner as possible. All that is 
necessary is to agree on the amount 
of duty wanted, put the facts 
plainly before the Senate, then before 
the representatives in the House, let every 
member of the association write and interview 
his representative in Washington, and have a 
committee stationed there to see that justice 
be done, 

The chairmanseemed to be hopeful of the 
result as he said Mr. Aldrich assured him it 
would be all right and that the change was al- 
ready written in the tariff bill, but other Sen- 
ators should have the subject kept before 
them by an oflicial statement from the asso- 
ciation which could be placed on their desk 
files for reference. 

Asaresult of the discussion a motion was 
made and carried authorizing the Secretary 
to prepare a memorial to the Ssrate and for- 
ward copies to all the members of the Asso- 
ciation in the different States, with the request 
that they send it accompanied by a personal 
letter of endorsement to the Senators of their 
State. 

Mr. Leonard Ware, of Boston, proposed a 
new plan for the good of the menhaden indus- 
try. It was that as the factories were closed 
seven or eight months during the year he 
thought it would be profitable to consider the 
question of manufacturing something else 
during the closed season, and suggested that 
glue and soap might be manufactured to ad- 
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vantage. The cost of additional machinery’ 
he claimed, would be very meagre, while there 
would be no extra expense for rent and very 
little for other purposes. No action was taken 
on the recommendation. 

Last year a majority of the members of the 
association did not catch any fish before July 
1, and the result was greatly improved prices 
for what they caught after that date. In view 
of this fact the association passed the follow- 
ing. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting 
that no menhaden shall be caught before 
July 1. 

The discussion on the resolution brought out 
a difference ot opinion, and it was only by ur- 
gent appeals from two or three members that 
the determination was arrived at, but as the 
resolution is not obligatory, the vessels can 
commence operations whenever their owners 
desire. Mr. March said he was sorry that men- 
haden oil went above 30c., as it encouraged 
larger receipts of cod oil, and to-day the best 
bank oil can be bought from first hands at a 
less figure than menhaden. He advised the 
members not to fish until July. 

Mr. Price said he understood that oil ‘dealers 
would just as soon pay 30c. as 20c. and if the 
quantity is restricted then the price can be 
maintained, but if a surplus has to be export- 
ed dealers are not satisfied to pay more than 
the export price. 

Mr. Morse did not think that the Chesapeake 
people would agree to postpone fishing to the 
date named, as fishing is good in June and 
part of May along the Chesapeake, but poor in 
July. There are only 22 factories in that re- 
gion, he said, and as their products could not 
be offered until July and August, the early 
fishing in the southern waters would not dis- 
turb the market here. Mr. Carrol was of the 
same opinion. 

Mr. Price is a champion of late fishing and 
made a point by stating that it was not the 
early appearance of the oil and scrap that 
they feared, but the quantity on the market 
would be increased and values could not be 
maintained so well. 

The question was finally decided as stated 
above. 

Mr. Reeves presented a resolution which was 
passed, protesting against and demanding the 
repeal of a law practically closing Raritan Bay 
tocommercial fishing by permitting only the 
use of hook and line.

AND DRUG REPORTER.] 
CHICAGO, January 12, 

The January meeting of the Club was held 
at the Union League Club House on Thursday 
evening last, the 10th inst. There was a fair 
attendance and the meeting was on the whole 
one of the most pleasant recently held. 

In the unavoidable absence of Mr. John 
Alston, the president, Mr. C. H. Cutler, the 
vice-president, occupied the chair. 

At the conclusion of dinner the club was 
called to order, and the regular order of busi- 
ness was announced. The minutes of the last 
meeting were read by the secretary and after 
some amendments were adopted. The report 
of the treasurer followed, in which, after pre- 
senting a satisfactory balance sheet, he an- 
nounced the resignation of two members in 
ponsequence of lack of time to attend the 





meetings, occasioned by frequent absences 
from the city. 

Under call for reports from committees, 
Mr. G. B. Coffin, chairman of the com- 
mittee to whom had been referred the 
matter of the formation of a credit bureau, 
reported progress. One member of the 
committee (Mr. Rosenthal) had been sick, and 
had not at first been able to serve, but now 
that that gentleman had recovered and the 
walking had improved, it would be possible, 
he hoped, for all the members to visit outly- 
ing concerns not yet waited upon. The com- 
mittee had met some three weeks ago, and asa 
result of the first day’s labors had obtained 
some 16 signatures, which number had since 
been materially increased. The list was in the 
treasurer’s hands. The principal objection 
raised by those approached had been the ques- 
tion of legal liability for furnishing the de- 
sired information and in view of this fact, the 
committee had found itself confronted with a 
serious question. Had the bureau better be 
incorporated? Legal advice had been taken, 
and the committee were unanimous in recom- 
mending incorporation. Under such a plan, 
individual responsibility would be merged in 
that of the body, whose liability would be le- 
gally limited. Definite action had been de- 
layed by the committee in consequence of 
their hesitancy to decide this question without 
referring it to the club, 

Mr. A. O, Hall asked how it was proposed to 
defray the expense of incorporation? 

Mr. Rosenthal,as a member of the committee, 
explained that this was not a club matter. All 
members of the club were not members of the 
bureau, neither were all members of the 
bureau members of the club. He then read 
the list of signatures to which reference had 
been made by Mr. Coffin and called attention 
to the fact that it embraced all the wholesale 
drug houses of the city, none of whom are 
members of the club. He supported Mr. Cof- 
fin’s recommendation as to incorporation, and 
stated that declinatures had been received by 
the committee from some prominent firms 
whose experience in the past had made them 
timerous as torunning risks in the future. In 
conclusion he moved that Mr. F. E. Pettit, the 
manager selected for the bureau, be empow- 
ed to have the necessary papers prepared and 
make formal application for a charter. 

Mr. Geo. H. Vrooman announced that other 
signatures had been obtained to the scheme 
for a bureauin addition to those read by Mr. 
Rosenthal. 

Mr. Coftin added that the committee pro- 
posed to continue its labors until the canvas 
had been made absolutely thorough. 

Mr. Pettit suggested that the committee 
having the matter in charge were the proper 
persons to carry it*to completion. He there- 
fore moved that they be instructed to take the 
steps necessary to procure a charter, which 
motion was seconded anq carried. 

Mr. Pettit further stated that he had opened 
correspondence with Mr. Whitelaw of St. 
Louis, asking for suggestions and advice on 
this point, with an explanation of the reasons 
which had led to the incorporation of the 
kindred bureau in that city. Owing to Mr. 
Whitelaw’s absence from home he had as yet 
received no answer, but was expecting a reply 
before many days. 

The secretary read, by way of suggestion, 
the form of organizaticn of the Boston club, 
received by him from secretary Richardson, 
covering the outline of the plan of co-opera- 
tion, the form of letter to debtor, etc. 

Mr. Rosenthal did not think ft expedient to 
adopt such a plan. He reminded the secreta- 
ry that the proposed organization in Chicago 
was to be a bureau of information, and not, 
as in Boston, of credits. Since the club had 
referred the matter of incorporation to the 
committee, with power to act, he wished to 
ask for further instructions. What should 
be the nameand form of the corporation ? 
What the amount of capital stock? What 
the avowed object? What the form of by- 
laws? In his judgment, this was not a matter 
on which the club, as a body, should 
assume any responsibility. Would it not be 
better, at this emergency, that Mr. Pettit 
should at once take the initiative ? 

Mr. Pettit was of opinion that the resolution 
as passed conferred upon the committee suf- 
ficient power. Rut to obviate the difficulties 
with which Mr. Rosenthal found himself ton- 
fronted, he moved that the committee be 
instructed to formulate a plan and submit the 
same to the Executive Committee of the club. 

The latter motion was seconded and carried. 

There being no other reports from commit- 
tees presented, the Chair announced the order 
of general business. 

The secretary read a preamble and resolu- 
tion which had been handed him to be laid 
before the club, declaring it the sense of the 
body that the wholesale druggists of the city 
be invited to become members of the organi- 
zation. 

Mr. Vrooman moved the adoption of the 
resolution. 

In seconding the motion, Mr. Rosenthal said 
that it was really unnecessary to adopt such a 
resolution, druggists, as dealers in paints, being 
eligible to membership under the club’s con- 
stitution. He heartily favored the resolutions, 
however, and suggested as an amendment to 
the motion that the Secretary be instructed to 
send formal invitations to the gentlemen men- 
tioned, 





The amendment was accepted and the mo- 
tion carried. 

The Secretary announced the receipt of a 
communication from Mr. Geo. H. Vrooman, 
Secretary of the National Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Club, announcing that the next meeting 
of that organization would be held at Cleve. 
land, O., on Tuesday, the 22d inst. [The circu- 
lar letter referred to will be found elsewhere. 
—Ep.] 

The Chair asked if the club had any instruc- 
tions to give the delegates. Speaking for 
himself personally as one of the delegates he 
(Mr. Cutler) felt that in view of the fact 
that there might be no_ representation 
from other and competing points, the 
Chicago representatives might feel some 
hesitation in taking a decided stand. This 
feeling, he was sure, was shared by his co-dele_ 
gates, Messrs. Wadsworth and Vrooman, 
Either instructions should be given or carte 
blanche should be conferred. 

Mr. Vrooman agreed with Mr. Cutler in 
favoring instructions, and particuiarly in 
reference to the credit system. He was in 
hopes, however, that there would be a repre- 
sentation from competing points. As secretary 
of the National Club he had been in corre- 
spondence with several cities where no organi- 
zation of the trade exists, and had been assured 
of a willingness to co-operate with the National 
body, although, in the nature of the case 
there were many obstacles to be overcome. 

The club, however, by its silence, declined to 
instruct its delegates. 

The Secretary read a communication from 
Mr. M. J. House, lately representing J. W. 
Masury & Sons in this city, resigning his posi- 
tion asa member of the entertainment com- 
mittee. 

The club declined to accept the resignation 
and by & unanimous vote extended to Mr. 
House the freedom of the club until such time 
as he should reengage in active business. 

Mr. House, in returning his thanks for the 
compliment, assured the club that he should 
be always happy to advance its interests in 
any way in his power. 

Mr. Hall, from the Entertainment Com- 
mittee, suggested that that committee's labors 
might be lightened if at each meeting some 
suggestion were made, outlining some special 
theme for discussion at the next. 

Mr. Krotzenberg suggested that it might 
prove both interesting and beneficial if a 
series of papers were prepared and read by 
practical experts on the mixing of colors, 
varnishes, etc., the writers not to expose their 
own trade secrets, but to furnish information 
of a general character. 

The chair thought the idea a good one, and 
suggested Mr. House as a gentleman admirably 
qualified to prepare a paper on colors. 

Mr. House signified his willingness to pre- 
pare such a paper, but said that he had in his 
mind’s eye a person much_better qualified. He 
would, he said, consult with the gentleman in 
question in reference to the matter, and ar- 
range for such a paper be prepared and read. 

There being no further business before the 
meeting, the club then adjourned. x

Boston, January 12, 

The 4ist monthly meeting and dinner of the 
Paint and Oil Club of New England, was held 
at Young’s Hotel, Boston, on Saturday after- 
noon and evening, January 12. A large num- 
ber of the members of the club, also several 
invited guests assembled at 3 o’clock in one of 
the parlors of the hote!, from whence, after a 
short social and informal reception, the com- 
pany passed to the dining hall, where one of 
the most interesting occasions that this popu- 
lar and progressive organization ever held, 
was enjoyed. At the head of the table sat 
President Daniel 8. Tyler, and at bis side sat 
the guests of the club; Gen. Edward L. Molin- 
eux of New York; Maj. George S. Merrill of 
the First Batallion Mass. Vol. Militia; Hon. 
Geo. 8S. Marden, of Lowell, Mass.; Mr. Aquila] 
Rich, of New York; President John Carr, of 
the First National Bank, Boston,and Mr. M. B, 
Suydam of Pittsburg, Pa. 

After the bountiful repast had been served 
President Tyler arose, and briefly alluded to 
the subject for consideration upon this occa- 
sion, namely: “Value of the State Militia to the 
Merchant,”’and referred to the important ser- 
vice of the Militia of Massachusetts to the 
State, and its influences for the good of the 
commercial interests of the State. After ex- 
tending a cordial welcome to the Military 
guests present, he called upon Secretary Al- 
bert E. Carr, who read an interesting paper 
from Colonel Thomas F. Edmunds, of 
the Independent Corps of Cadets, on the 
value of the State militia to the merchant. 
The chief feature of the paper, besides a very 
exhaustive history of the militia of Massachu- 
setts, was, when he referred to the value of 
the militia, as equivalent to the police and fire 
service, as an insurance organization, in which 
the merchant should take always a personal 
interest. 

President Tyler then introduced Adj.-Gen. 
Dalton as a distinguished officer who had_risen 
from the ranks to the highest official position 
in the militia of the State. Gen. Dalton spoke 
in commendatory terms of the discipline and 
marksmanship of the State militia, and of the 
victories of the Massachusetts team during 








the past two sessons at Creedmore. After 
speaking briefly upon the need of better 
armories, he concluded by calling upon the 
employers of men to encourage an interest in 
the militia, taking the ground that a clerk 
who possesses a military training is far better 
qualified for prompt, faithful and efficient, as 
wellas gentlemanly service, than the clerk 
who has no military training. 

Major George S. Merrill was the next speak- 
er, and, regarding the militia he spoke in 
much the same vein as his predecessors had 
done, referring in particular to the service of 
the militia, as minute-men in the War of 
Independence. He alluded to tne militia as 
an insurance, and a source of possible protec- 
tion of the property and the interests of the 
merchant. He called upon the business men 
of the State to do more to aid her soldiery; and 
spoke of the business men of New York, who 
were far ahead of those of Massachusetts, in 
that regard. 

Gen. Edward L. Molineux, of New York, was 
next introduced, and was received with hearty 
applause. He said: Mr. President and gentle- 
men of the organization, I donot know what 
I can say except to add a little force to what 
has already been said. Massachusetts leads in 
wany things in the military line. I thought 
that I got to the front pretty quickly in 1861, 
but when I arrived at Annapolis, I found 
General Butler there with a force of Massa- 
chusetts troops, doing duty. Massachusetts | 
was the first State to establish in the public 
schools military science and culture, and has 
passed in her Legislature a naval bill from 
which similar bills have been framed for other 
States. As a merchant, I wish to say this: I 
do not think that you appreciate what the 
volunteer militia has done for you. By the 
care you have given to your volunteer militia 
you have prevented riots like those that have 
taken place in other Stetes. You have not 
had many riots, and I think it is because you 
have taken proper care of your militia. You 
have no idea what a great help in the drills 
of the late war were a few militiamen 
who knew something of military matters. 
You should encourage your boys to know 
how to take care of themselves. You must, as 
merchants, understand the true value of the 
militia to the merchant. Be liberal with them 
and in your judgment about them, even if it 
does take some time from your business and 
you are obliged to put off doing a thing until 
next week, once or twice a year. Clerks not 
belonging to the militia take more time from 
their employers playing ball, than they would 
by militia duties ten times over. 

Here Gen. Molineux related a humorous 
story, and concluded by saying that the militia 
is so valuable to the merchant that he can well 
afford to let his clerks become soldiers. Gen. 
Molineaux’s speech was recgived with great 
applause. 

Hon. George A. Marden then spoke in an in- 
teresting manner, after which the Club pro- 
ceeded to transact its reguéar business. 

BUSINESS MATTERS CONSIDERED. 

The records of the previous meeting were 
read by Secretary Carr and unanimously ac- 
cepted. The following applicants were then 
admitted to membership in the Club: Mr. C. F. 
Clement, of the Chilton Paint Co. of New York; 
Francis A. McLellan, of Jerome Appleton & 
Co., and Edwin Winsor, of Edwin Winsor & 
Co., of Providence, R.I. A committee of three 
was then appointed by the chair, to serve asa 
Pricing Committee for the next three months, 
beginning with February. 

A letter was then read from Mr. John M. 
Partridge, of Brooklyn, N. Y., expressing re- 
gret that pressing business interests prevented 
his being present. 

The Executive Committee, to whom was re- 
ferred the communication from the Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Club, of Chicago, reported that 
they had attended to the matter and reported 
as follows: 

“The committee are unanimous in the opin- 
ion that the rebates as allowed are inadequate, 
and they would recommend that the club en- 
dorse to that extent the action of the Chicago 
club. They would also recommend that this 
club notify the officers of the American Cor- 
roders’ Association that, in their judgment, 
the present rebates are insufficient, and that 
they feel upon further reflection that the 
corroders cannot fail to see that buyers of 
more tlian ten tons annually are entitled toa 
larger rebate than they are now allowed, and 
we trust that immediate action will be taken 
to revise the present system of rebates. In 
the opinion of the Executive Committee, the 
true interests of the corroders and jobbers are 
identical, and knowing that many of the cor- 
roders hold this view, they believe that with a 
proper and energetic presentation of the ob- 
jections of the different clubs, a satisfactory 
solution of the subject will be reached. They 
therefore do not think it advisable for this 
club to adopt that part of the recommenda- 
tion of the Chicago club which 
suggests the turning over of the trade 
to corroders. They are of the opinion 
that the members of the club are not pre- 
pared to take this step; and that being the 
case, they feel that while the state of affairs 
in Chicago may call for such action, no reason 
for itexists in New England at the present 
time.” 

Mr. ‘Charles Richardson, Chairman of the 
Committee on National Organization, reported 
that the next convention was to be held in 
Cleveland, O., on Tuesday, January 22d. 
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THE CREDIT BUREAU. 

Mr. Richardson then reported that the Credit 
Bureau was ready to commence business and 
that it is now left entirely with the club to 
make it a success. It is the design to make the 
bureau a benefit to both the creditor and the 
customer, and the scheme is viewed with a 
great deal of satisfaction and is regarded asa 
new era in the upward progress of the New 
England Club and the trade. 

By a unanimous vote it was decided that the 
next monthly meeting of the club be held at 
Providence, R.I.,on February 9. Mr. J. Wil- 
liam Rice, of Providence, extended a cordial 
invitation to all to be present at the meeting 
in that city. 
= On motion of A.W. Strauss, of A. W. Strauss 
& Co., Boston, it was voted .to hold a ladies’ 
meeting at some future time and a committee 
of three, headed by Mr. Strauss, was appointed 
by the chair to arrange for sucha gathering. 


The meeting then adjourned until February

tures for a good season from a business stand- 
point. During much of the two weeks past, 
dealers have been engaged in the inevitable 
stock taking, but that over, they are now 
turning their thoughts toward the Spring 
trade. 

A casual survey of the past year discloses 
the fact that the varnish business has been bet- 
ter than during any vther year since 1881. Man- 
ufacturers, at this season, are just commenc- 
ing to prepare themselves for filling the ample 
orders which they anticipate receiving within 
the next few weeks. Prices of varnish and of 
all the materials which enter into its manu- 
facture are very firm. The outlook for 1889 
is extremely satisfactory. The business in 1888 
has been much better than it was in 1887, and 
there have not been so many failures, either 
among the manufacturers or dealers. Taking 
of stock being now over, orders have begun to 
come in, and business is much better than at 
this time a year ago. The local market on 
varnish gums shows a firmer tendency. Cable- 
grams from Singapore are to the effect that 
there is an advance on manila gum. 

Shellacs have advaneed very materially 
within the last two months. Prices of var- 
nishes have not advanced in ratio with the 
raw material. 

It is a noticeable fact that where manufac- 
turers used to sell one hundred barrels of var- 
nish te a single dealer, they nuw sell but afew. 
Dealers, contrary to their old custom, do not 
now setany time for “stocking up,’’ but in- 
steal, they buy as their immediate needs re- 
quire. Some, however, buy largely every 
month, 

Shellacs have been very active during the 
last ten days, and there has been much chang- 
ing hands both on spot and to arrive, with 
sales of 200 or 300 cases D. C., 100 or 
200 cases of U. 8. 0.;! also some Diamond 
8. 8., natives and garnet. This com- 
prises nearly the full list of sales, which in the 
aggregate amount to a number of hundred 
cases. The market bears an extremely strong 
appearance for the future on account of the 
very light crop of stic-lac in Calcutta. The 
importers are looking for a still further ad- 
vance. At this writing the market price for 
D. C. is 233gc to 24c. Good seconds bring 20% 
to 2lc,and natives are quoted at 16@1644c, 
with garnet at lic. 

The linseed oil market still holds at 58c. A 
small quantity can no doubt be obtained at 
57c; but for oil for future delivery the lowest 
price is 58c for March, April and May. The 
general opinion seems to be here that oil will 
be higher and possibly reach 60c einai the

Lard Made from Human Fat. 

Some hard things are being said about Hayti 
by the correspondents of the daily press, and 
the latest is concerning the nature of the lard 
used in that country. The slaughter of young 
children by their mothers, that their bodies 
may be sold as pork, or rendered into lard, is 
said to be a common practice among the 
natives. Every now and then the foreign 
residents of Portau Prince find seryed up to 
them on their own tables portions of the bod- 
ies of children which have been purchased in 
the public butcher shops. It is very danger- 
ous to buy cooking lard in Hayti, for the rea- 
sons above stated, even when the lard is os- 
tensibly of foreign manufacture, for the Hay- 
tians get hold of the old cans and fill them 
with lard of their own make. Only two weeks 
ago a woman was arrested in the market place 
of Port au Prince for selling as pork the arms

The weakness, however, may be only tem- 
porary and a revival of demand from specula- 
tors would probibly send prices up again 
promptly, in spite of the rather depressing 
showing of the statistics of production and 





stocks. Business the past week has been 
rather light and no. sales of con- 
sequence have been reported, The 


mirket closed quiet with prices st a ly at 3 8 5c 
for spot lead. Messrs. Everett & Post, writing 
from Chicago on the 12th inst. says: ‘There 
has been a strong undertone in this market 
and values have ruled from 3 60@3 65c, with 
transactions in refined of some 700 tons com- 
mon and 200 tons January delivery. Manufac- 
turers claim to have a good supply of lead on 
hand and to come in, and will not anticipate 
their future requirements. At the close 
values are entirely nominal ; 3 60c and 3 65c bid 
and asked. At St. Louis there has been a fair 
volume of business, with values ruling at and 
around 3 5éc and 3 60c. Sales of 80) tons refined 
are reported at 3 60c ani 400 tons common at 
3 55@3 60e.” 

White lead is moving slowly in accordance 
with the wants of the trade, which, although 
the season i3 approaching when business is 
brisk, are at present very light. There has 
been no change in the quotations of the 
association,prices, terms, &c., being as follows: 


In lots of less than 500 Ibs, 74c net, 
in lots of 500 Ibs or more, 7c per 
lb. Terms—On lots of 500 Ibs and over 


60 days, or 244¢ discount for cash if paid within 
fifteen days of invoice date.

Prices in several instances are firm, 
can record no further advances, 
iish Venetian reds are selling in the 
customary way, to go into imme- 
diate consumption, but no large parcels 
have been taken. Quotations are as follows: 
$145@150 for special brands in large lots, 
while other grades in less quantities are selling 
at $135@145. Sales of the domestic article 
have averaged fair, but the movement has 
been in small lots entirely, and the market is 
without special feature. The following are 
quoted : 90c@$1 05 for ordinary grades, with 
special brands quoted at $1 20@1 25c, according 
to make and quantity required. 

Orange Mineral—The spot supplies continue 
light, and in consequence, nothing of any mo- 
ment has been accomplished in the way of 
trading, and the market is wholly without 
feature at previous figures, viz: 834@9léc for 
German, English at 84@9lc, Frenchat 9@94ec, 
Domestic is selling in a modrate way at 8@84c, 
as to quantity, ete. 

Cobalt Oxide—A moderate movement is re- 
ported by dealers in this article, but the same 
is without particular feature, and excites no 
comment. Black continues to be quoted at 
$2 60 and prepared at $2 90. 

Carmine—Stocks of this article have been 
taken by consumers in the regular way and in 
sufficient quantity to supply pressing needs. 
The tone of the market has been steady, 
with prices without fluctuation at $3 10 in 
bulk, $320 in boxes or bottles, and $420 in 
ounce bottles. 

Quicksilver Vermilion—In spite of the in- 
creased cost of quicksilver, dealers in vermil- 
ion have, as yet, failed to advance values, al- 
though the article is exceedingly firm. Trad- 
ing has been very fair for the season, and some 
little business in a jobbing way is reported at 
previous figures, namely: 60c per pound for 
100-lb kegs or over, and 6ic for kegs of 30 or 50 
Ibs.

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Pig Lead in 1888, 


From a very complete and interesting review 
of the lead situation in 1888, in the current 
number of the Engineering and Mining Journal, 
we learn that the production of that metal 
last year amounted to 189,000 net tons against 
160,000 tons in 1887. The sources from which 
this lead came are approximately as follows: 
From Colorado, 65,000 net tons; Utah, 22,000: 
Idaho and Montana (being chiefly from Idaho), 
89,000 tons. The production of soft lead from 
Missouri and Kansas is given by John Wahl & 
Co., of St. Louis, at 29,090 tons, Other states 
and Mexico, 30,000 tons, the quantity received 
from last named country being estimated at 
not over 20,000 tons.

Portland Cement in Charleston. 


A correspondent of the Charleston News and 
Courier has suggested a new industry for that 
place, and says: 

“We have in this vicinity in inexhaustible 
quantity the materials for the manufacture of 
Portland cement. It is a well-understood 
business; competent superintendence could 
be brought from England or Germany, and 
the business thus established on a solid basis, 
free from any of the uncertainties of experi- 
ment. The Only experiment neeessary, that 
to dete#mine the exact proportions of the in- 
gredien#é which we have, which experiment 
has to be made before the establishment of 
any works in any place, could be conducted at 
small expense and before a cent was expended 
on plant. 

“The methods of testing the real value of 
cements are so well known and so generally 
practiced by engineers on large works, the 


eement equal to the best imported, it can be 
sold readily at the same price. Lionwitz, in 
his treatise on ‘The Practical Manufacture of 
Portland Cement,’ translated by W. F. Reid, 
C. E., says that ‘the manufacture of Portland 
cement is possible wherever chalk, marl, 
clays, etc., exist in sufficient quantity or can 
be cheaply procured.’ Reid, in his preface to 
the:book, says: ‘English Portland cement is 
madé from the deposits of chalk on the shores 
of the rivers Thames and Medway, mixed 
with the alluvial clays from their estuaries 
and creeks. The simple nature of these in. 
gredients renders the manufacture of the ce. 
ment a comparatively easy operation.’ 

"The position of the marl beds of the Coop- 
er and Santee rivers, oftentimes jutting out 
nto the inexhaustible beds of alluvial clay, 
satrikingly similar to that of the chalk beds 
and clay of the Thames and Medway. The 
chalk there used contains about 83 per cent. 
of carbonate of lime. (See Tuomey’s Geology 
of South Carolina.) Much of the marl of the 
upper Cooper runs about the same, and as you 
go northwardly to the Santee it is found an- 
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several pieces screwed together, and hence are 
called “a string of tools.” An operator never 


lime. The marls to the southward, while 
analyzing higher in phosphate of lime, are 
much poorer in the carbonate—too poor gen- 
erally for the use proposed. 

“The authority heretofore quoted, who isa 
practical mannfacturer of Portland cement, 
places the annual cost of operating a plant 
producing 36,000 casks of cement of 3% pounds 
each, and charging off 18 per cent. premium 
for wear and tear (altering his prices for labor 
and material to those existing in this locality) 
at $51,000; selling 36,000 casks at $2 each, 
$72,000; profit $21,000, or over 40 per cent. He 
places the cost of the plant at £9,000 or 
$43,650. Placing the capital at $0,000, the 
profit shown is over 40 per cent. per annum, 
and this is after charging off 15 per cent. for 
wear, tear, etc.” 
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Detection and Estimation of Magenta 
in Orchil and Cudbear. 


BY CHRISTOPHER RAWSON. 

The author has found such difficulties in the 
use of previously published processes, that he 
suggests the following based upon a complete 
precipitation of the coloring matter of orchil 
or cudbear in an aqueous and alcoholic solu - 
tion by acetate of lead, followed by an exccss 
of ammonia. Magenta base under the same 
conditions remains in solution. From oneto 
two grains of cudbear (or an equivalent 
amount of orchil liquor) are boiled with 50 c.c. 
of alcohol, and afterwards diluted with 100 c.c. 
of water; 15 to 20 c.c. of astrong solution of 
basic acetate of lead (sp. gr. 1°25) are then add- 
ed, followed after stirring by a similar quan- 
tity of strong ammonia. The mixture is fil- 
tered, andif the amount of magenta present 
is to be estimated, the precipitate is washed 
with a solution containing one part of ammo- 
nia, five partsof alcohol and ten parts of wa- 
ter; otherwise the washing may be neglected. 
With pure cudbear, the filtrate is quite color- 
less; if magenta be present, it is either color- 
less or pink, according to the amount of am- 
monia present in the solution. The liquid is 
then acidulated with acetic acid, when the 
presence or absence of magenta is at once 
made apparent; in the case of pure cudbear or 
orchil, the solution remains colorless; whereas, 
ifa saltof rosaniline be present, the well- 
known color of magenta is immediately devel- 
oped. By means of this method one part of 
magenta in 100,000 of cudbear can be detected 
with certainty. 
For determining the amount of magenta 
present the author suggests a calorimetric 
method, in which the filtrate or an aliquot 
portion of it is compared with a standard solu- 
tion of magenta. 
The method is also applicable to the detec- 
tion of methy] violet and safranine. The base 
of the latter is much more soluble in ammonia 
than those of methyl! violet and magenta. 
The three coloring matters are distinguished 
from one another on the addition of acetic 
acid to the ammoniacal filtrate, the solution 
becomes of a bluish violet tint, if methy! vio- 
let be present. Under the same conditions, 
solutions of safranine and magenta are pink 
or bluish red. Strong ammonia decolorizes 
methyi violet and magenta, whereas it pro- 
duces littie or no effect upon a solution of saf- 
ranine, Strong hydrochloric acid added toa 
solution of safranine, changes the color to 
blue; solutions of magenta and methy] violet 
become, with the same reagent, of a pale yel- 
low color. 
The azo or oxy-azo dyes, as rocellin, orchil 
red, etc., when present in cudbear, may usual- 
ly be detected by sprinkling a little of the 
sample on the surface of concentrated sul- 
phuric acid, with the formation of a charac- 
teristic colored streak, which may be either 
green, blue or violet. To detect other adulte- 
rations, or in cases of doubt, one should re- 
sort to dye tests. 
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Petroleum Country Slang. 


The oil business has a nomenclature peculiar 
to itself. The region has its own slang, at 
least one phrase of which has drifted into gen- 
eral usage. “He's got the sand” as a synonym 
for nerve, had its origin in the oil country, 
says a Titusville correspondent of the Pitts- 
burg Gazette. 

In an oil well everything depends upon the 
sand. “The sand” is the rock in which the oil 
is found, and on its quality depends the pro- 
duction of the well. If no sand is found the 
well is at once abandoned. If the sand is 
good—that is, of a course texture—the well 
is more than likely to be a good one, but if 
the sand is fine and hard it is sure to be a small 
well, if not an utter failure. Therefore the 
important question when a well is being fin- 
ished is, “has it got the sand?” 

“Hitting her jugular” meansto strike a well 
that flowsimmediately. A “duster” is a dry 
hole, and about 25 per cent. of all the wells 
drilled are dusters, A “spouter” is a flowing 
well, and a “roarer” is a large gas well. When 
a “duster” does not express an operator’s 
contempt for a dry hole he c@@s it “a stinker,” 
and asa dry hole means the loss of from $3,000 
to $10,000, the latter term is much the more 
popular of the two. 

“Spudding” is a term used for drilling when 

the well is just started. After the hole is deep 

enough to cover all the tools, it is called drill- 

ing. The drilling tools of any well consist of 


tain district, but “there are twenty sets of 
tools running.” “The biz hole’ means that 
part of the hole drilled before the casing is 
putin, “Shooting a well” is the process of 
exploding a torpedo in it to increase the pro- 
duction. The “bull wheel” is an important 
part of the drilling machinery of a well, 
around the large wooden shaft of which the 
drilling cable is wound. The “sand-pump”’ is 
a valve about six feet long that is run into the 
hole to pump out the drillings. The “bit” is 
simply the driil, and the “reamer” is the tool 
which is rnn into the well after the drill to 
make the hole uniform. 

A “fishing job” is to hunt in the hole for lost 
tools, and this is a distinct and important part 
of the business. Fishing has become an art. 
There are 100 different and curious varieties of 


“fishing tools;” a peculiar one for every part 
of the drilling appliance that may be lost. 
There are men who make a business of “fish- 
ing,” and their skill in securing tools lost at as 
great a depth as 2,000 feet is one of the amaz- 
ing things of this peculiar industry. The 
“white sand pools” are districts where the oil 
sand is white and full of pebbles. The oil pro- 
duced in these pools commands a premium of 
25 cents above the market, and is known as 
“premium oil.” All the Pennsylvania dis- 
tricts are “white sand districts” except Brad- 
ford. The Bradford sand being of a dark 
color, it is known as “the black sand district.” 
The oil is inferior, and does not command a 
premium. In drilling a well the drill is turned 
round and round, and a driller is known asa 
“junk-twister.”

Vegetable Oils. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 15, 1889, 

Under this head last week was refiected the 
views of members of the trade to the effect 
that no change was expected to occur in either 
linseed oil or cotton oil in the near future. At 
the time there was opposition manifested to 
the ruling figures on cotton oil, but it was 
considered temporary and very little import- 
ance was attached to the effort to break 
prices. The result of six days’ operations how- 
ever has developed a weakness, as stated be- 
low. Other oils are stationary. 

Buyers of linseed vil can rest assured of one 
thing, and that is stability in the market. They 
seem to realize the true situation, as orders are 
more frequent and larger than this time last 
year, showing that confidence in future prices 
has been established and that dealers are carry- 
ing more liberal stocks than usual. The pres- 
ent season has many interesting features, and 
there is more or less speculation on the result 
of the actions of the prime movers in the West- 
ern situation. The hope is expressed that all 
parties may work their end of the string 
without bringing disaster upon themselves and 
making the innocent suffer by circumstances 
over which they could have no control. Cal- 
cutta seed oil is being sold at the old price of 
58c and western at 56c on spot without any in- 
dications of an advance although the position 
of the market has justified a change to higher 
figures forsome time and crushers would be 
glad of the opportunity to realize some sort of 
a profit if their hands were not tied by the 
forign element which is playing more of 
an important part this season thar for several 
years. The seed question is always a 
live topic for discussion and additional 
interest was given to the subject to-day by the 
statement of an importing firm that the 
amount of foreign seed contracted for to be 
delivered outside of New York State now ag- 
gregates half a million bushels and that nego- 
tions are still in progress for more, and these 
transactions are expected to have an impor- 
tant bearing on the Chicago seed market two 
months hence. Ouradvice from Calcutta by 
letter, under date of December 11, are to the 
effect that the linseed crop is exhausted, and 
to this fact, if itasa fact, is to be attributed 
no doubt the larger movement in South Amer- 
ican seed, 

Contrary to general expectations the cotton 
oil market is suffering from a “big head” asa 
member of the trade expressed it, and as 
buyers bave “gone into their shells” to await 
developments, a survey of the field is nota 
pleasant one to holders who want to realize. 
An occasional “feeler” is put out to ascertain 
the course of the market, and this is 
about the only feature of -the mar- 
ket Lagging interest in the _ article 
has been revived by the changed aspect of 
affairs, but it is prompted by curiosity of a 
spasmodic order. It is unusual to see groups 
of operators discuss the situation on ’Change; 
and it reminds the average observer of scenes 
in former years, when speculation was active. 
There are still believers in firm prices, but the 
majority secm inclined the other way, and 
point to the course of the lard mar- 
ket as proof that present values on oil are 
too much elevated for business. It is 
further claimed that large vonsumers 
have liberal stocks on hand from having an- 
ticipated their wants in the early part of the 
season, but as to the reliability of the state- 
ment we are not prepared to say. It is also 
alleged that lard refiners can substitute other 
articles for cotton oil in their product, at 
relatively lower prices, but the names of the 
substitutes are not announced. Again it is 
stated that manufacturers of artificial 
butter are importing sesame oil to take 
the place of cotton oil because of its 
cheapness. It seems strange that sesame 
should be rated below cotton oil 
as it has kept pace with the value of olive oil 
and was never known to be quoted onan equal 
basis with summer yellow or white oils, the 
q 10tation for sesaine to-day being 60@65c on 
spot according to quantity—the inside figure 
being considered very low by most importers. 
Itisa well known fact that the majority, if 
not all makers of artificial butter have always 
used a certain proportion of sesame oil, and 
their importations at the present time should 
not excite any unusualinterest. It isconsider- 
very questionable whether the butterine mak- 
ers could afford to dispense with cotton oil 
even at present prices. However, there is ap- 
parently a strong element of weakness in the 
market, and the principal reason is attributed 
to the drop in lard. In the meantime values 
are nominal and business light. Crude oil is 
entirely neglected for the moment, but still 
quoted by holders at 47@48c, while sum- 
mer yellow values are a mere matter 
of speculation. Tt is claimed that ble 
would buy the latter, bnt a bid is 
necessary to determine that point; on Satur- 
day a buyer felt inclined to pay that figure

quiet. A round lot of summer white also 
changed hands at 5ic, and those interested in 
lower prices present that sale as an argument 
for a decline in summer yellow. Soap stock is 
quoted at 2%4c and 300 bbls have sold 
at that figure. The exports of cot- 
ton oil are increasing weekly, which shows 
that one outlet at least is open 
and that prices{are satisfactory. Shipments 
for the week were 22,076 gallons in comparison 
with 17,468 gallons for the week previous.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is offering at the former 
range of 5144@5%c for spot goods and the mar- 
ket seems steady with light sales reported. 
Cochin oil is quoted by the princlpal holders 
at 6i4c on spot and 63¢c to arrive. The report 
of the fire at Cochin on the Malabar 
coast in British India, particulars of 
which were given in last issue, has been con- 
firmed, and causes a firm feeling in the mar- 
ket. Advices are expected by letter which 
will give additional facts about the damage 
done to the oil interests. 

Olive oil is slow of sale at 71@78c for Italian 
grades, 

Palm oil is selling in Boston at 5iéc for the 
best oil, and prime Lagos in this market is 
held at 64c. 

Peanut oil from Marseilles is quoted at 65c, 
but the demand is insignificant. 





Animal and Fish Oils. 

The position of oils and greases generally has 
been altered slightly, with the exception of 
those which are kept firm in price by reason of 
limited supplies, such as menhaden, spermand 
whale oils, The tluctuations in the lard market 
in favor of buyers are causing the easier 
tendency, and the course of events prompts 
buyers to postpone wants, thus giving an in- 
active appearance to trade which assists to 
lower values and disappoints holders who were 
anticipating a brisk January business at full 
figures, according to the outlook at the 
close of the year. The gloomy aspect may be 
removed, however, when least expected by a 
favorable change in the lard market, which is 
the principal barometer of values in this line: 
The unstabie charactcr of lard prices promotes 
many surprises in the trade, and if western 
speculators are in the mood, we may see a 
bigher range and more activity by this time 
next week. The export outlet in most lines is 
rather encouraging. 

Lard oil has been on an easy basis all week 
and to-day’s market is no improvement, the 
ruling quotation for city being 66@67c for 
prime city and a shade under for other brands, 
There is still a noticeable differencein the 
views of manufacturers of extra No. land all 
claim they get their figures. Prices are said to be 
based on quality and sellers who quote top

Elaine oil hasa wider outlet since saponified 
oil became scare and there is no difficulty in 
maintaining the prices of 40@42c per gallon 
according to quantity. Outside of filling con- 
tracts of long standing, saponified oil is only 
moving in a small way way at 64@7c owing to 
the light supplies. 

Crude sperm oil is still held at 65c at New 
Hedford, but exporters are not disposed to pay 
that price, and recent orders remain unfilled. 
The stock of crude sperm oil at New Bedford 
is 10,685 bbls and that of whale oil 210 bbis. 
The small amount of the latter prevents busi- 
ness of importance, Refined grades are steady 
at previous figures. 

The Wave (whaling bark),put into St. Helena 
prior to Jan. 4 leaking at the rate of three- 
quarters of an inch per hour. Her bowsprit 
was sprung, the stanchions, topmasts, &c, split 
and loose and she sustained various other 
damages. She has been surveyed and will dis- 
charge cargo for further examination, The 
British brig Emma Ernest, Capt. Gill, has been 
chartered to convey her cargo of 52 tons of oil 
to England. 

Whalebone is more sought after by ex- 
porters.

Menhaden fish oil has received fresh interest 
from the annual meeting of the Menhaden 
Association, the proceedings of which will be 
found on another page. It was probably a 
surprise to most people in the trade to learnthat 
the stock of oil in first brands is greater than 
one yearago, being 288,640 against , 194,500 gal- 
lons. Less oil was made in 1888 and the demand 
seemed to be more urgent, while better prices 
were realized, but the statistics dont show 
consumption is increasing. It may also be 
said that the statistics of the menhaden asso- 
ciation are more reliable than formerly, as 
there is no attempt by the officers to cover up 
anything, the only drawback being the desire 
of some owners of factories to keep their 
business to themselves and act independently 
of other personsin the business. This spirit 
of anti-harmony and selfishness prevents a 
complete record of the industry, as only 
24 reports were received from 46 factories, al- 
though blanks were sent to all in ample time. 
fora response before the annual meeting. The 
market for oil remains at 32c and efforts were 
made on the part of some holders to release 
stocks while in the city last week,and it is said 
that one lot changed hands on private terms, 
but it was only rumor without confirmation.

There is no haste to sell and no special desire 


to buy. The market is steady. 

Secretary Pryer, of the Menhaden Associa- 
tion, in compliance with a request from that 
body, has sent out a printed slip containing 
two reasons why a duty should be placed on 
grease and fish oils. These slips are being sent 
to every member of the association, accompa- 
nied by a note requesting the recipients to 
send them to their representatives in Con- 
gress, with a personal letter asking the sena- 
tor and congressman to protect the fishery in- 
terests by using their influence in this direc- 
tion, The printed slip reads as follows: 

If Degras (wool grease), which is used for 
stuffiing leather, and is a strong competitor of 
Menhaden Fish Oil was allowed to come into 
the United States Free of duty. it would 
totally destroy the Menhaden fishing ines? 
which employs 5,568 men manufacturing 2,551,- 
128 gallons of oil, and 36,466 tons guano, wit 
an invested capital of 5,500,000 dollars. 

2nd.—If fish oils (other than those produced 
inthe U. 8.), which are used for tempering 
purposes, as also in the tanning of leather are 
allowed to enter free, it would have the same 
effect, besides affecting scores of others who 
are indirectly interested—for this reason it 
is asked that a specific duty of 14% cents per 
— be placed on Degras (wool grease) and 

en cents per gallon on fish oils imported into 
the United States. 


Mineral Oils. 

The demand for red paraffine oils is reported 
on the decrease, but the reason is not assigned’ 

It was expected that this grade would 
rapidly advance in popularity, as it suits so 
many special uses, and the improvement in 
the viscosity test assisted materially to en- 
large the consumption. Red paraffine oil of 
21@22 gravity is selling at 14@l4éc, and 224@ 
23 gravity at 12@13c. 

Aturning point in the exports of lubrica- 
ting oils was reached in December, which 
shows a decrease of 397,069 gallons in com- 
parison with the same month in 1887, but no 
significance is to be attached to that fact, as 
the shipments are expected to be light in some 
part of the year. and the comparison of one 
month with another don’t indicate any result. 
A much better exhibit is made by the annual 
returns, the increased exports for last year 
amounting to 3,940,006 gallons, according to 
the accurate statistics of the Treasury De- 
partment, an official copy of which has been 
received. 

Wax, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 

Paraffine wax is steady in price and the out- 
let appears to be improving, while tbe offer- 
ings are ample to meet all wants. Prime 
crude of 126@128 melting point is held at 44@ 
434c, and 130 test at 6c; refined wax is quoted 
at 6c for 115 test, 644c for 120, 8c for 130, 94c 
for 135, 934c for 137, and 10%4c for 140 test. Ef- 
forts are being made in Scotland to renew the 
agreement existing between the Scotch and 
American producers which went into effect 
last February for one year. 

Spermaceti is still neglected, with 24c quoted 
for bulk, which is merely a nominal quotation. 

The lard market has been characterized by a 
downward tendency which started in the

While 
our death rate has been lessin proportion than 
that of our sister exchanges, still we have 
been and are confronted with the fact that we 
undertake to insure those aged fifty-five at 
the same rate as those aged twenty-five. 

“The Board of Directors of the Exchange, 
during the past year, after carefully examin- 
ing into the result of the working of the Gra- 
tuity plan, came to the conclusion that some 
change should be made in the amount of the 
Gratuity to be distributed, based upon an 
equitable adjustment of amounts according to 
age. As it was impossible to make any change 
in the nature of an ex post facto law that 
would affect the present membership, certain 
amendments to Article XXII, Sections 3 and 
4, of the Constitution, have been passed to 
apply to all persons who may become members 
after twelve o’clock noon on the 15th day of 
January, 1889, the amended sections providing 
as follows: 

The Trustees of the Gratuity Fund shall, 
within one year after proof of any member 
participating in said fund, who may be ad- 
mitted to membership after 12 o’clock noon on 
the 15th day of January, 1889, pay the sum of 
$8,(00if at the date of his admission such mem- 
ber be under the age of forty years. If forty 
and under forty-five years of age, the sum of 
$6,000; if forty-five and under fifty years of 
age, the sum of $5,000; if fifty and under fifty- 
five years of age, the sum of $4,000; if fifty-five 
and under sixty years of age,the sum of $2,000; 
if sixty years of age or over, the sum of $1,000.

TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 15, 1889. 

The past week has been about as dull and 
uneventful as any week it has been our duty to 
review. During but one of the six days have 
the sales aggregated 1,000,000 bbis. and the con- 
ditions on the other exchanges in the confer- 
ence has not been one whit better. It is no 
cause for wonder, therefore, that the price has 
varied but little and that the tendency has 
been toward a lower level. The cause for this 
continued dullness has been freely discussed 
on ’Change and various are the reasons as- 
signed, but it would be a poor use of space to 
to give all the theories advanced. The true 
cause has been several times stated here and 
need not be repeated. During the week the 
pipe line statements have been made public 
and show a further shrinkage of the stocks 
above ground of nearly 1,000,000 bbls, making 
the total now somewhat less than 18,000 bbls,or 
barely eight months supply. The consumption 
shows no diminution, while there is only a 
small increase in the production as the 
result of the active drilling operations, 
and the gap between the production and 
consumption grows smaller so slowly that 
there is little prospect of its becoming obliter- 
ated. The statistics of exports are also pub- 
lished on another page and show a decrease in 
our exports of about 34,000,000 gallons ascom- 
pared with the exports during 1887. While 
this is not a gratifying exbibit, still it need not 
be considered of importance, as with the pres- 
ent demand absorbing our surplus at the rate 
of 1,000,000 bbls a month we shall soon have lit- 
tle to spare for shipment abroad, and may, in 
the course of acouple of years, be in a position 
where we shall be glad that Russia can supply 
a part of the world’s requirements, 
otherwise the price of the American 
product would be forced to a _ point 
that would prevent its free use by the labor- 
ing classes. There is still no disposition shown 
to make trading in futures a prominent fea- 
ture, and it is only occasionally that a bid is 
made, though it is belicved by many on the 
Exchange that with an improvement in 


regular trading will come a desire to 
speculate in futures and once begun 
this will become a popular feature. 


The transactions during the past week 
show a decrease from those of the pre- 
vious week, the sales footing up 4,213,000 bbls 
against 4,692,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 12,472,000 bbls, against 10,712,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 22,944,000 bbls against 27,564,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The high- 
est price of the week was reached on Fri- 
day, when 87%c was touched. The low- 
est point of the week was 8434c, and was 
touched on Tuesday. The opening price 
last Wednesday was 86l¢c, and the close this 
evening was at 85)4c, showing a loss as the 
result of the week’s trading of Yc, while 
the extreme range of fluctuations for the 
week was 25éc. : 


At Bakerstown the Chartiers Oil Company 
and Guffey drilled the Thompson farm well 
deeper. It has made several flows and shows 
fora 25 to 30 bbl well. The Hiram Fieck at 
three bits in the sand and made one flow. It 
shows for from 30 to 40 bbls a day.

Owens & Co, No.1, Mashey: Snee & Co. No. 4 
Schwinderman; Chambers Oil Co. No.7, Dutihi 
heirs. 

At Clarion the Coast well,on the Davey 
Jones’ farm, is drilling in inferior sand, but 
she flows at intervals. Morrow &Co. are spud- 
ding on the Brynerlot. Dennison, Kifer & Co. 
are spudding on the Early lot. Both of these 
ventures are west of Fifth Avenue, and west 
of developments. Piper No.4, on the Buel 
farm, was finished and shot Saturday with ten 
quarts. It makes a 20 bbls pumper. 

Reports from Turkeyfoot are to the effect 
that the Bridgewater Gas Company’s well, No. 
1, which was doing only 16 bbls. per day, had 
been shot and improved to 250 bbls per day. 
Ite No. 2, also on the Brice farm, is credited 





with 35 bbls per day natural. No.3,on the 
Young farm 22 bbis and preparing to torpedo. 
No. 4,0n the Crawford, 40 bbis natural, and 
the Givens No. 1,o0n the same farm, 35 bbls, 
also natural. The Bridgewater, on the Wil- 
liams farm, is down 400 feet and the tools lost, 
and the New Cumberland, on the Ewing farm, 
will be abandoned on account of lost tools and 
another started alongside. N. U. Walker, the 
sewer pipe maker, is said to have obtained oil 
in one of his wells in Hancock county, Ohio. 


Wednesday, Jan. 9. 

There was a firmer tone noticeable this 
morning and the first sale, effected at 86l¢c, 
showed a gain of 14c over the close of last 
evening, and this was also the lowest point 
reached during the day. There was some bid- 
ding, and it was understood that some urgent 
orders were on hand, the effect being to fur- 
ther strengthen the market, and the figures 
advanced steadily until 8634c was reached, 
which was top notch for the day. As the 
bidding became dull the price eased off a little, 
but there followed no reaction, the market 
being apparently left to the tender mercies of 
the scalpers, who, however, did not exert 
themselves, having no material from which to 
make sensational reports to influence fluctua- 
tions. The severe storm interrupted telegraph 
communication with the West and very little 
was known of the doings on the Western ex- 
changes. There was no improvement as the 
day advanced, and the close was at 86l<¢c, 
showing an advance for the day of 3c while 
the range to fluctuations was 5¢c. The sales 
amounted to only 644,000 bbls. Very little 
news was received from the field. The Bebout 
well was near the sand and expected to be 
brought in to-day. The Alexander No.7 had 
been drilled deeper and was doing 48 bbisa 
day. The Jennings No. 2 was doing 55 bbis 
a day and will be torpedoed.

Bidders did not get prompt 
responses, and when one sought to secure oil 
he was compelled to pay an advance. There 
was very little done, however, and the fluctu- 
ations continued between very narrow limits 
until late in the day when aspurt of buying 
brought the figures up to 87i4c. It was re- 
ported that business on the Pittsburgh Ex- 
change was almost entirely suspended by rea- 
son of the members being more interested in 
the disasters attending the storm of yester- 
day. Business in Bradford was also practi- 
cally suspended for a similar reason, a very 
destructive fire having occurred in that city 
yesterday. The close was strong at 87, 
showing again for the day of gc undera 
range to quotations of 34c. The saies for the 
day amounted to only 393,000 bbls. The scouts 
reported that the Donnelly No. 2 was through 
the sand and filled up, but refused to flow, and 
is believed will prove a small producer. The 
McKeown No. 2 was three bits in the sand and 
filled up, but did not flow. . The other wells 
were delayed by the storm. The Hatry well 
on the Mongomery farm, at Bakerstown, is 
dry.

when some efforts were made to sell, resulting 
in a decline which merely brought others to 
the front anxious to unload,the result beinga 





slump to 85%c, and the close, which was at 86c, 
gave no evidence of a pending recovery. The 
trading had been extremeiy dull but the last 
hour developed more interest,and as the sellers 
showed their willingness to accept lower fig- 
ures the oil was taken by those who had more 
confidence or who had sold at higher figures 
and took the opportunity to even up their 
transactions, The range to fluctuations was 
1c while the close showed a loss for the day 
of 14%c. The sales for the day footed up only 
553,000 bbis. The field news was to the effect 
that the McKeown Knox No. 2 was through 
the sand and had 1,400 feet of oil in the hole 
but did not flow. The Knox No.1 was in the 
shell on top of the sand and would drill this 
evening, The Bebout has gas but so far no 
oil. The Donelly well refuses to flow and 
shows for a small producer. In the Gold dis- 
trict the Thompson No. 1 and Hiram Flack 
were expected to reach the sand this Pp. M.

Persia as a Market for Petroleum. 


Consular Agent T. J. Malcomb writes to the 
Department of State that “the quantity of 
petroleum imported into the Persian gulf and 
Bagdad does not exceed 3,000 cases annually. 
Only a very small quantity, and that, too, 
since last year, is derived from Russian 
sources. The bulk, if not the enlire quantity, 
is American. I do not think the trade will in- 
crease materially as far as Persia is con- 
cerned. Russia has already pushed on its pe- 
troleum so far south as Ispahan, the expensive 
mode of carriage not permitting: her opera- 
tions further south. American oil reaches 





Shiraz, and the cost of transit too equally 
interfering with the development of the trade 
n American sorts. I am, however, of opinion 
that if American merchants could arrange to 
sell petroleum in these parts at the same price 
they are selling at Kunuchee and Bombay, 
the trade would double in a short time and 
perhaps be able to compete with Russian at 
Ispahan. At all events it will definitely check 
the approach of Russian oil to Shiraz, if not tu 
Bushire.”’

Borneo Tallow. . 


This tallow is obtained from shorea stenop- 
tera and other Java dipterocarpons: a sample 
of it has been examined by A. C. Geitel, who 
reports (Jour. pr. Chem.) that it had a bright 
green color, which by long exposure to the 
air became at first yellow, and eventually 
white. At ordinary temperatures it had the 
consistence of cacao-butter, which it some- 
what resembled in taste and smell. It soften 
ed between the fingers, commenced to melt’ at 
35-36°, and became perfectly fluid at 42°. On 
cooling, the oil did not solidify until the tem- 
perature had fallen considerably below 
melting point. The fatty acidswere obtained 
on saponification and after carefully drying 
were found to consist of stearic and oleic acids 
in the proportion of 2toi. The mixture so id- 
ified at 54°C. The fat also contained 10 per 
cent. of free stearic acid and 10 per cent. of 
glycerine. From the nature of the tallow it 
is evident that it is well suited for soap and 
candle manufacture.

Determination of Alcohol in Essential 
Oils. 


BY H. HAGER. 

There have been several methods proposed 
for the carrying out of this purpose, one of 
which consists in distillation on a water-bath 
and examination of the distillate. Another 
consisted in taking about 4c.c. of water and 
an equal volume of oil ina test-tube, closing 
and inverting it once or twice gently; if the 
oil showed thereafter a considerable degree of 
turbidity the presence of alcohol was consid- 
ered probable, and vice versa if the oil re- 
mained clear. The modus operandi now pro- 
posed depends upon the comparative insolu- 
bility of essential oils in glycerine, and at the 
same time the pronounced affinity between 
that liquid and alcohol. This latter is said to 
be sufficiently strong to totally remeve all the 
spirit from the oil, and the consequent increase 
of glycerine volume is the factor on which are 
based the calculations. Where, however, the 
oils contain acid substances the results are not 
quite so accurate, as these go over into the 
glycerine with the alcohol if any is present. 
When this does take place the glycerine layer 
after separation will be found to be more or 
less turbid. Such acid-containing oils are es- 
sential oil of almonds, of cloves, and of cassia. 
The exact order of procedure is thus describ- 
ed: Take a thin-walled gradulated cylinder, 
and place in it a quantity of glycerine (not to 
small; then weigh the whole. Add an amount 
of the suspected essential oil a little more in 
volume than the glycerine, close the mouth of 
the tube with the thumb and shake for five 
minutes. The result is a turbid milky liquié 
which, in froma half to one hour separates 
into two layers, the oil being supernatant. If 
the latter is not quite clear when separated, 
as sometimes happens, it is only necessary to 





warm it to about 120° F, The bulk of the ‘oil 
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is then removed with a pipette, the last traces 
with slips of bibulous paper, and the cylinder 
and glycerine weighed again. The increase in 
weight may be estimated as due to spirit ab- 
sorbed from the oil. Here it is appropriate 
to remark that one advantage of the process 
is, that the oil which is removed by the pipette 
can be used in the ordinary way, so that no 
loss of material is involved—a consideration of 
some importance in the case of rare and high- 
priced oils.

Lard Compounds. 


There will soon appear part 4 of the series of 
reports from the department of agriculture 
on the general subject of food adulterations, 
The manuscript is completed, and as soonas 
the accompanying plates are ready the work 
will go to the printers, Thisfreport will treat 
of lard and lard compounds. 

It will be remembered that this investiga- 
tion into the nature of adulterations used in 
food and ths best methods of detecting them 
was begun under the direction of Commis- 
sioner Colman with the idea of presenting the 
exact factx concerning samples of the more 
common articles of food offered for sale in 
the leading markets. The’ work was placed 
under the immediate supervision of Professor 
H. W. Wiley, chemist of the department. The 
results of theinvestigation will be published 
as bulletin 138 of the chemical division, and 
when completed and published will makea 
book of eight parts and contain between 1,200 
and 1,500 pages. It will take at least eighteen 
months more to complete the work. 

In an interview on the work accomplished, 
Professor Wiley said: “The subject of part 
fourth of bulletin 13 is lard and lard adultera- 
tions. It contains the results of the analysis 
of more than 150 samples of lard and lard 
compounds, It gives a description of the 
manufacture of choice lard, prime steam lard, 
etc.; descriptions of the parts of the hog which 
enter into the composition of lard and the 
method of preparation. It describes the way 
in which cottonseed oil and other oils used in 
the manufacture of compound lard are made. 
It also gives the method of detecting adulte- 
rations in lard and deseriptions of the physi- 

cal and chemical properties of pure lard and 
all the compounds thereof. The annual pro- 
duction of lard in the United States is six 
hundred million pounds. It is safe to say that 
one-half of thisis adulterated. The adultera- 
tion, however is not deleterious to health. It 
is a mistake to think that compound lard is 
unwholesome and unclean, for itis not. The 
only object ot adulteration, so far as Ican 
see, is to afford a cheaper article of food under 
the form and name of the genuine article.”

Oil Trade in Scotland During 1888. 


During the past year the mineral oil trade 
has partially recovered from the severe de- 
pression of 1886-87. Fora considerabie period 
it had been extremely prosperous, and pre- 
sented a marked contrast to most of the other 
industries of the country. The various pro- 
ducts—naphtha, illuminating oil, machinery 
oil and wax—which are obtained from petro- 
leum in America, and frem shale in Scotland, 
had been applied successfully to manufactu- 
ring and domestic uses, and had in a great 
measure supplanted more ‘costly substances. 
The trade advanced by leaps and bounds, 
and to “strike ile” had become an 
expression for the discovery of untold wealth. 
As oil was not confined to one locality, but 
was known to exist in many parts of the 
world, each year saw an increasing number of 
explorers searching for the precious fluid. As 
a natural result, supply outran demand, and 
in 1887 a crisis occurred which for a time seri- 
ously depressed the markets everywhere, and 
threatened the Scottish trade with extinction. 
By far the lurger portion of the supply of 
mineral oilcame from the States of Pennsyl- 
vania and New York, in America. From these 
alone the daily output of crude oil from the 
wells had reached the enormous figure of 
seventy thousand barrels, and the stocks 
held by the various pipe lines to thirty- 
four million barrels. Production from 
the Russian fields had also greatly in- 
creased. The country in the neighborhood of 
Baku, on the Caspian Sea, was believed to con- 
tain deposits which were practicvlly inex- 


haustible, and a coming deluge of oil from 
that district was loudly and persistently pro- 
claimed. This alarmist view, while exagge- 
rated, had a substantial basis in fact. Russian 
oil, while inferior in quality to the ordinary 
brands from America, was,if carefully refined, 
certain to find access to many districts which 
had formerly used American petroleum ex- 
clusively. It was more easily and cheap- 
ly obtained, and the price at the re- 
fineries was lower. The cost of trans- 
port to the seaboard was the solitary fac- 
tor which prevented the prophesied deluge 
becoming an accomplished fact. In spite of 
this, however, large quantities were sent to 
both Eastern and European markets, and sold 
at low prices. Whether these were profitable 
is doubtful. Probably they were not, but an 
entrance having to be obtained it was neces- 
sary to make a sacrifice for the sake of future 
trade. American refiners were quite alive to 
the danger which threatened them, and while 
there were signs of the exhaustion of supplies 
in their own country, they did not hesitate to 
meet the Russian competition by whatever 
reduction in price was necessary. 

For several years mineral wax had been sup- 
planting stearine and other products, and even 
the homely tallow dip was giving place to the 
more beautiful and less oleaginous wax can- 
dle, which was nearly if not quite as cheap, 
aad required no snuffing. These changes 
created a large demand for solid paraffin, and 
to meet it American refiners devised more per- 
fect means of extracting wax from the oil re- 
siduum, of which they possessed an ample 
supply. At the same time makersin Seotland 
increased their output of shale, and new 
works were started in different parts of 
the country. The inevitable result fol- 
lowed. Supply exceeded demand, and 
prices of all products fell to such an extent as 
to make profitable working impossible. This 
was the position at the close of 1886, and when 
the reports of the various companies were 
published in the spring of 1887, the position of 
affairs was discovered to be serious. Profits 
had almost entirely disappeared, stocks were 
heavy and practically unsalable, and not a re- 
flning company was in a healthy financial con- 
dition. At the shareholders’ meetings which 
followed dissatisfaction was freely expressed, 
and directors were urged to make an effort to 
preserve the Scottish trade, which had assum- 
ed large proportions,employing directly about 
ten thousand men in mining and manufactur- 
ing operations. On 14th June, 1887, a confer- 
ence of directors, managers, and others was 
held in Glasgow, when a proposal to amalga- 
mate all the Scottish companies was made. It 
was estimated that by the cessation of com- 
petition which would follow, a saving of nearly 
£300,000 could be effected,and that economies 
in production amounting in all to £25,000 
wouldalso be possible. The scheme was bold 
and comprehensive, but the various in- 
terests involved were too numerous and 
complex to permit of practical action 
being taken. One result, however. was 
the formation of an association for the pur- 
pose of discussing trade questions, and for reg- 
ulating production and prices. During 1888, 
this was followed by an agreement with Amer- 
ican producers and the candle-makers of the 
United Kingdem. Manufacturers of solid par- 
affin on the one side agreed to limit output, 
and candlemakers on the other fixed a mini- 
mum price, maximum discounts, and other 
matters. The result of these efforts to avert 
a catastrophe have been, on the whole, suc- 
cessful, and it is anticipated that the annual 
balance-sheet for 1888-9 will show a marked 
improvement on those for the preveding year. 
Doubts are freely expressed as to the possibil- 
ity of so many different firms continuing to 
act in harmony, and from the consumer’s 
point of view, it may be undesirable that they 
should do so. It cannot, however, be said that 
so far the union has endeavored to obtain ex- 
orbitant prices,but has only sought to prevent 
undue competition for business, and to pre- 
vent the collapse of an important local indus- 
try. ene 

Asno authoritative statements of produc- 
tion or values are published in Scotland, it is 
only possible to estimate the improvement 
during the year just closed. Roughly, the 
crude oil produced has been 50 million gallons, 
yielding 35 million gallons of refined products, 
and 20,000 tons of sulphate of ammonia. The 
advance in prices has been about 10 per cent. 
on the gross value, and will probably 
amount to £100,000 above what was ob- 
tained last year. This sum would suffice 
to pay interest charges and 5 per cent. 
dividend to the shareholders in all the 
Scottish oil companies, but as last year there 
were in some cases deficits and in others noth- 
ing was allowed for depreciation of capital, 
it is obvious that some must be content with 
asmaller amount. It is probable. however, 
that there have been savings in working ex- 
penses, which may tend to the improvement 
of the general position.

During recent years, in addition to 
the normal increase in demand for illumina- 
nating oil, lubricating oil, and wax, efforts have 
been made to utilize oil for fuel and gas 
making, and in the latter case particularly 
with marked success. The gas produced from

power is double that of coal gas, and fora 
long journey only one-half the quantity is re- 
quired. It has the advantage of being easily 
made, and the ordinary processof purification 
can be dispensed with. A letter which ap- 
peared in the Scotsman from a lady who had 
found paraffine oil to be of great service 
as a washing agent attracted considerable 
attention, and many housewives have 
adopted their advice, much to their own and 
their husbands’ comfort. Many soapmakers 
have since endeavored to combine paraffin and 
soap, but as there is no affinity between these 
two substances the difficulty of obtaining 
anything more than a mechanical mixture is 
very great. It has been announced that solid 
paraffin does the work required as well as oi', 
and as it is a cleaner substance and quite free 
from smell many have adopted it. It is 
offered for sale under such _ fanciful 
names as “plynine,”’ “laundrine,” “‘clarosene,”’ 
“washerine,” &c., and is expected to grow into 
a remunerative business. Experiments are 
also being made with oil by papermakers who 
desire to substitute it for bleaching powder in 
the cleansing of ragsand esparto grass. Should 
these prove successful an outlet for large quan- 
tities of oil will be secured. It is impossible, 
however, at present to speculate as to results. 
On the whole, the result of the year’s wurk 
bas been satisfactory, and if the prosperity of 
former times has not been fully restored there 
is satisfaction in knowing that the efforts made 
to conserve the industry have not been quite 
fruitiess.—The Scotsman.

Report on the Opium Market for 1888. 


Persian.—The improvementin the prepara- 
tion of this opium is most marked; all sugges- 
tions are carefully carried out by those who 
prepare it with the result that we now gener- 
ally receive the goods in first rate condition, 
well packed, made up in such shapes as may be 
required, smoth fracture, and of pale paste,all 
this has tended to improve the export demand, 
and also has had the effect of rendering opium 
imported a year or two ago, somewhat difficult 
of sale. For certain markets, however, we 
are occasionally asked for “dark paste,” 
but the quantity so taken is small, and 
scarcely worth consideration, in some 
instances rather softish opium is wanted but as 
a rule none but really hard and pale is inquired 
for. Parcelsin leaf have for a very long time 
been almost unsaleable, except for manufac- 
ing purposes, and as owners have been unwill- 
ing to accept manufacturers’ prices, nothing 
could be done until quite recently. The first 
sales of the year took place early in January, 
14s being accepted for fine pale; shortly after- 
wards 13s 94 was paid for special brands of 
good dark paste in conieal balls; considerable 
shipments were made to China. Early in Feb- 
ruary there was more desire on the part of 
holders to sell, and for dark paste rather lower 
prices were accepted. As the market was ex- 
tremely quiet, holders became somewhat press- 
ing to sell, fearing a further decline (which 
afterwards took place). Sales of finest quality, 
in bricks, were effected early in March at 
13s 9d and in usual shaped balls at 13s 6d; after 
this there was a total absence of business for 
some time. In April only small sales were made 
at 12s 6d to 13s, the market continued to decline, 
“leaf” was sold at 10s 6d, fine pale in paper 
at 11s 3d'to 12s. During June and July the de- 
mand was very restricted, fine pale in balls, 
was taken at lls 94. August and September 
brought no improvement, and only small 
transactions took place at listo 1ls3d. New 
crop was Offered for arrival at lls 6d. but no 
one could be induced to purchase. Early in 
October, importers having become quite tired 
of holding, asked for bids, wnich resulted in 
considerable speculative purchases of good 
and fine at 10s 9d to 11s; sales of new crop. for 
arrival, were also effected at 12s 3d, previous 
estimates of the crop having been found in- 
correct. From this time a general improve- 
ment set in, and several parcels of undesirable 
quality were disposed of, there was, however, 
no advance in prices until nearly the close of 
the month. when it was found that the China 
market was short of supplies,and also that 
the greater part of the new crop would go di- 
rect to China. From this time sales and re- 
sales were continually being made at improv- 
ed prices until 14s was paid for fine quality in 
bricks, and a little later fine balls sold at the 
same price. For arrival business was done at 4s 
3d. The advance enabled some holders, who had 
persistently held their stock off the market) to 
make progress, of which they gladly availed 
themselves, commencing at 13s 6d for fine 
bricks. At the end of November a parcel oi 
good old dark opium, in green leaf, was dis- 
posed of at lls, and later on there were fur- 
ther inquiries for parcels in leaf, but owing to 
the firmness of holders nothing could be done; 
fine new crop, in brick shaped pieces, was of- 
fered for arrival at 138s 6d, but did not attract 
attention. During December the demand 
quite fell off, but holders for the most part re- 
mained firm. The arrivals of new opium have 
been very small, but so far their quality and 
condition have been all that could be desired. 

The greater part of this year’s crop was col- 
lected in very unfavorable weather, and no 
doubt the wet had much to do with the infer- 
iority of most kinds, but more particularly 
Salonica, Baloukissar and Gheve. 

Malatia—Up to the presant very few parcels 
of really fine have been received, most of the 
early arrivals were of very inferior quality as 








well as being unsightly. Many shipments were 
80 badly mixed with hard and objectionable 
pieces that they had had to be picked over 
(entailing a heavy expense) before being suit- 
able for export. Some imports, however, have 
turned out very satisfactorily both as regards 
quality and condition; these have, of conrse, 
met with a comparatively ready sale. Pale 
paste is not now so eagerly sought after as 
formerly, many buyers preferring a rich 
brownish appearance, 

Tokat—This is decidedly the best “soft ship- 
ping’ opium of the 1888 crop. Many parcels 
are very handsome in appearance and of splen- 
did quality; others, however, are much mixed, 
being dry and unsightly, these for the most 
part are the production of the districts around 
Tokat, which now send forward considerable 
quantities, much of which, however, is of fine 
qua ity and very sightly in appearante. Thin 
and rough unsightly pieces should not be 
mixed with the fine bold sightly, as it greatly 
interferes with the sale of parcels so mixed, 
and reduces the value. 

Salonica.—This crop has turned out to be 
much smaller than was generally expected, 
the quality and condition for the most part 
being very poor. A few parcels have been 
satisfactory in quality and condition, but these 
were quite exceptional: many well-known 
marks, shipped by first-class houses as fine, 
were on arriva! found to be 80 badly mixed as 
to necessitate picking over in order to make 
them marketable as first quality. A large pro- 
portion of the arriyals have been very dull in 
the leaf, of dark paste, and in many instances 
much of the leaf has chipped off, rendering the 
opium very unsightly; besides this, a large 
quantity has been so dry as only to be useful 
as seconds for manufacturing purposes. Un- 
less there is an improvement in the appearance 
and alsoin quality next year, it is probable 
that Salonica will decline in value, and only 
be taken as a second quality of “soft shipping 
opium.” 

Baloukissar has, like most other kinds, 
greatly suffered from the inclemency of the 
weather, when the crop was collected. We 
have had a few parcels of fine, but by far the 
greater part has been unsightly in appear- 
ance, very much mixed with hard and drossy 
pieces, and mostly of dark short paste. As it 
is now prepared it is quite unsuited tu the re- 
quirements of most markets where “soft 
shipping opium” is taken in large quantities, 
It is in consequence gradually falling away in 
value, and is not now worth more than fine 
“ druggists’ ’’ descriptions, whereas, were it 
fine, asin former times, it would command a 
considerably higher price. 

Angora.—Only very small quantities have 
been received. What has come to hand leaves 
much to be desired. The pieces are too small 
and not by any means sightly enough for 
shippers’ requirements. When really fine this 
opium is readily saleable as a “soft shipping” 
kind; when unsightly and dry it is only of use 
to “druggists’,” for whose purposes it is often 
difficult to sell. 

Karahissar and Yerli.—No really fine of either 
kind has yet come forward. The few cases said 
to be fine new Karahissar are much mixed with 
old, and the portion that is new is by no means 
good, being dark and short in paste and out- 
wardly unsightly. Of seconds supplies have 
been small and all of very ordinary quality 
Yerli appears to be scarce, but lateron we may 
receive some. 

Beybazarr.—This appears to be the best 
“ Druggists’’’ Opium of the season; a large 
quantity has arrived, and although only a 
small part has turned out fine, a good propor- 
tion is of excellent quality, although dull in 
the leaf. 

Gheve.—We do not remember having seen 
this Opium come forward in such bad con- 
dition as this year, almost the whole of it has 
been suitable for manufacturing purposes 
only. The paste is mostly black, short, and 
sour, the pieces having scarcely any leaf on 
them, evidently spoiled by wet during collec- 
tion, and being packed in too fresh a state, A 
few cases have been good and sightly, which 
have as usual been taken for “Druggists’ ” use. 

Egyptian.—A moderate quantity has been 
received, the quality being about up to the 
usual standard. Some parcels have been sold 
at steady prices, but others are at present held 
for more than market values.—F. W: BOwYER

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Petroleum in Kentucky. 


(Written especially for the REPORTER.) 

It is conceded that the first flowing oil well 
was incidently developed in Kentucky as early 
as about 1830, but as it was then an unknown 
substance of no utility whatever, but was rec- 
ognized solely as a nuisance, nothing eame of 
it, and it passed from memory. 

Later, in boring for salt water on Snow 
Creek, Powell county, a branch of Hulbigrud 
Creek, which is a tributary of Red River, a 
flowing oil well was the result. Not a “gusher”’ 
of the modern type, but a heavy lubricating 
oil of about 22° gravity, but in quantity suffi- 
cient to be pronounced a nuisance by deposit- 
ing itself in the creek and smearing the ad- 
joining pasture lands. It was plugged at the 
surface and a cairn of stones raised above it 
which remain to this day. 

Subsequently similar results haye fallowed 
in many places when either salt wells were 





bored; wells were dug or springs excavate d 
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for domestic use and at this time there are 
many wells, springs or cattle pools considered 
useless over a wide area of county from the 
quantity of petroleum that manifests itself 
and fouls the water rendering it unfit for use 
And in many localities, in different coun 
ties, the flow of natural gas is so free 
that it is easy to collect and ignite it by the 
most simple methods. In fact, the surface in- 
dication: of oil and gas in Kentucky cover 
more hundreds of square miles than in any 
other State in the Union. And these indica- 
tions are not confined to the level conforming 
lands, although most abundant there, as in 
portions of the “blue grass” country, but also 
in the mountain counties of eastern Ken- 
tucky, as in Breathett, Magoffin, Wolfe, Cros- 
ley, Lee, Perry, and other mountain localities 
—in breadth about one hundred and fifty 
miles and extending in a southwesterly 
direction entirely across the State and enter- 
ing Tennessee at Scott, Fentress and Overton 
counties. In must of thése counties the oil is 
found in creeks and springs, on the waters of 
the Kentucky river, or oozing from rocks in 
the midst of forests that yet stand in all their 
primitive luxuriousness of foliage in the 
mountains, andinthe more settled parts of 
the State, as in Powell, Clark, Montgomery 
and Bourbon counties.. Anterior to the war 
it was a perg)isite accorded to the slave to be 
allowed to dig an oil spring on M ssa’s “blue 
grass” farm or plantation, box it in in a 
primitive way, securing it with lock and key, 
and then to sell the oil collected for all the ills 
of humanity, cr animal existences as well. 

It was esteemed as a sovereign remedy both 
for external and internal application, is so 
used at the present time, and is considered a 
necessary article on every stock farm for the 
hurts or ills of blooded “blue grass’ stock, 
whether horses orcattle. But it was left for 
each neighborhood, the whole State over, to 
obtain the necessary supplies from the Ne- 
groes’ oil spring. But these uses are now 
mostly supplied [from abandoned oil weils 
bored during the sixtics, when the oil fever 
heid a short carnival in Kentucky. But this 
surface supply was s© abundant that many 
gallons were someti:aes secured at atime from 
one of these shallow pits, and even barrels 
of it were thus obtained from a flow of oil, es- 
pecially from pits at one time dug in Powel 
county, along the waters of Lulbigrud creek. 

This was especially the case during the heat- 
ed term of adry summer. 

In many parts of ‘Kentucky, notably in the 
“blue grass” counties, where the stratas of Si- 
lurian limestone lay horizontal, forming the 
béds of creeks, and that are swept ciean in the 
wet seasens, but from which the water en- 
tirely sinks and disappears in the dry season, 
when exposed thus to the heat of the 
sun, oil makes its appearance either where 
there is or is not a crevice in the rock, 
and oozing forth will collect in a 
little pool from which a quantity is often 
gathered for use. Andin the wet season oil 
often shows itself on the surface of the run- 
ning stream. Many of these creeks are the 
only roadway from place to place and are so 
used by horseback riders, buggies or teams. 


‘ And it isno uncommon feature to ride over 


one of these creek-roads when the water will 
enter the body of the wagon and float you off, 
horse and all, and deaths by drowning are 
sometimes heard of from this use of these 
creeks. 

In the abandoned oil wells alluded to the oil 
in almost every instance rises to within a few 
feet of the surface, and to obtain it a pole is 
provided with rags wound around one end 
which is thrust into the oil, then with the hand 
squeezed out into the vessel provided. 

As to the output of oil from these rocks the 
writer has satisfied himself from personal ob- 
servation that not only can the oil be 
found on the surface of rocks in these dry 
creek beds or “arroyas,” but that an entire 
section of country 10 to 15 square miles in ex 
tent is at all times perpetually engagedin .- 
leasing from its confinement below wherev« 
that location may be untold and measureless 


quantities of oil propelied from lower 
depths by heat and the gas which 
ever attends it till it finds 


relief and escape by oozing into creeks, rocks 
or by saturating the earth with itself. And of 
the quantity of oil that is sometimes dug up 
with the soil of which it forms a part, in exca- 
vating to the underlying rock from which it 
issues, it were hazardous to speak, and this is 
trues not of one section only but of many lo- 
cations in the State. 

Now this issue and waste of oil is and has 
been constantly going on through these mil- 
lion pores or vents in the rocks for untold and 
incalculable ages or cycles of time, without 
cessation or disturbance from the displacement 
or upheaval of the horizontal old siluvian lime- 
stones which lay in original secimentory for- 
mation and where on the surface the oil can- 
not be 2,000 feet removed from the possible 
source of its manufacture in the old “azore” 
sub-structure. 

Therefore the quantity that has thus es- 
caped and the quantity that yet remains, or 
that is being produced, must alike be simply 
incalculable. How wonderful then the possi- 
bility and probabiiity of Kentucky as an oil- 
producing State. If this seems clitmerical and 
visionary, so at one time did the possibility of 
a well that would flow 500 barrels daily or, in- 
deed, flow oil at all. 

But we now quote stubburn fagts and from 


the production of 2,000 to 3,000 bbls. per year 
in 1867-8 from the Tarentum salt well with 
which the petroleum business was founded 
by its first pioneer under the name of “carbon 
oil” we refer to the Phillips well on Thorn 
Creek in 1884 producing 60,000 barrels per 
month, quickly followed by the Armstrong 
No. 2 with 10,000 barrels per day—which has 
since been equalled or excelled by deeper bor- 
ings. It would be preposterous to claim that 
there was no further supply and no propelling 
power underlying these saturated storage 
rocks, for, from whence then would come the 
volume of oil and gas that is set free by the 
torpedo when the unsatisfactory boring pro- 
ducing but a few barrels at 2,000 feet is sudden- 
ly transformed into a wild rocket of fury 
almost beyond the power and will of man to 
control, be the product oil or gas, unless in- 
deed there is quantity and power shut up in 
reserve, as steam in a boiler, in regions and 
horizons below that have yet to be reached. 
Now there has has existed at one time in 
central Kentucky including the “blue grass” 
counties and others n formation correspond- 
ing to its mountain land in both 
eastern and western Kentucky in all prob- 
ability as is confirmed and demonstrated by 
isolated peaks, hills and knots, a hilly or 
mountainous chain of carboniferous, corni- 
ferous and Devonian formation, which by 
some evolution of nature has been, with some 
exceptions, swept away, clearing off all the 
superincumbent strata of hundreds of feet in 
thickness down to its base horizon of the “Old 


Silurian’, which makes the famous 
“blue gras3’ possible from the _ dis- 
integration and decay of its fos- 


siliferous and other limestone formation, 
thus giving a soil of anamolous and perpetual 
fertility. In these counties the surface rock 
is the lower Hudson, thus advantaging the 
driller in pursuit of oil with a horizon on 
which to enter his drill and set up his derrick 
thousands of feet nearer the source of the 
poesent storageand also unintermittent pro- 
duction ef both oil and gas, so that instead of 
slow progress at greatly increasing depths 
through first, second, third, fourth and fifth 
sands, he may strike for original supply and 
emulate or excel the great Russian Nobel well 
ofacolumn of oil a foot in diameter that is 
propelled by such mighty forces that it does 
net dissolve in spray till it has reached a 
height of some two hundred feet. At least 
from facts and results that are already 
made patent he should be well prepared for 
issues that may astound and stagger him as he 
by possibility taps the direct sources of pent 
up supply both of oil and gas that from time 
to time find necessary escape from their con- 
dition of awful pressure and confinement by 
giving the world pyrotechnic and volcanic 
displays by eruptions and combustions in Ve- 
suvius, Etna, or other volcanoes (the world’s 
great safety valves) or in mighty earthquake 
vibrations that make old earth totter to its

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ixisting Between Carbazol 
and Pyrrol.* 


Relations

The analogy existing between indol and 
pyrrol has received important experimental 
demonstration from the researches of v. 
Baeyer, E. Fischer, and Ciamician, but up to 
the present time no material evidence has 
been accumu ated to show that a similar rela- 
tion exists between carbazol and pyrrol. The 
formation of carbazol from thio-diphenyla- 
mine by the action of copper, furnishes some 
proof in support of the formula, but as this 
is the only reaction clearly tendiug to show 
that carbazol is a di-ortho derivative of diph- 
enyl, and, therefore, that it contains the 
pyrrol ring, further evidence in the same di- 
rtction appears desirable. 

In making the experiments which led up to 
the facts here recorded, I hoped to find points 
of resemblance between carbazol and pyrrol 
for which the > NH group alone, independ- 
ent of the pyrrol ring, would not account, and 
thus to confirm indirectly the formula of 
carbazol. 

Runge, the discoverer of pyrrol, observed 
that its vapor in contact with pine moistened 
with hydrochloric acid, colored the wood in- 
tensely red. Von Baeyer subsequently des- 
cribed this reaction as being very character- 
istic of indol. Itis interesting, therefore, to 
find that carbazol reacts similarly, though not 
so readily. In order to observe the reaction, 
soak the wood—an ordinary match-stem an- 
swers admirably—for a second or twoina hot 
alcoholic or acetic acid solution of carbazol, 
and then thrust it into the neck of a bottle 
containing concentrated hydrochloric acid, so 
as thoroughly to expose it to the action of the 
gas without bringing it in contact with the 
acid solution. The red color soon develops, 
and slowly increases in intensity. The shade 
is precisely similar to that produced by 
pyrrol. 

Since carbazol may be regarded asa deriva- 
tive of indol in which the two carbon atoms of 
the indol ring are connected with the group 
C,H,”, this observation appears directly to 
contradict one of the deductions made by 
Emil Fischer in the course of his study of 
indol derivatives. “The fir-wood reaction,” 
he says, “no longer occurs when both the car- 
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bon atoms of the indol ring are connected 
with alkyls.” 


It seemed necessary, therefore, to confirm 
my results by substituting synthetical carba- 
zol for that extracted from coal tar, with 
which I first obtained the reaction. In spite 
of careful purification, it is conceivable that 
the coal-tar carbazol might still retain traces 
of foreign substances capable of imparting to 
it the power of coloring the wood. 


Through the kindness of Dr. A. Goske in 
forwarding to me a sample of carbazol recent- 
ly obtained by himfby the action of copper on 
thio-diphenylamine, I have been able to con- 
firm the results of previous experiments in a 
satisfactory manner. 

It seems possible therefore that the di-alkyl 
derivatives of indol which do not, according 
to Emil Fischer, give the fir-wood reaction 
when the test is made in the usual way, may 
do so if the conditions of the experiment are 
somewhat varied. 

CARBAZOL AND ISATIN. 

The behavior of thiophene (and furfuran) in 
forming coloring matters with isatin and or- 
tho-diketones apparently similar to those of 
pyrrol, makesit probable that in such reac- 
tions the > NH group of pyrrol takes no part. 
Consequently, in the case of carbazol, as all 
the hydrogen atoms of the pyrrol ring, ex- 
cepting that of the imide group, are already 
substituted, it isnot to be expected that any 
similar coloring matters can b: formed. For 
this reason I was surprised to find that the be- 
havior of carbazol and isatin in the presence 
of sulphuric acid is such as to strongly suggest 
the indophenine reaction. 


On adding concentrated sulphuric acid to 
carbazol and isatin, an intense blue color is de- 
veloped as the substance: dissolve. The reac- 
tion is extremely characteristic and can be 
used asa delicate test for the recoguition of 
carbazol. The blue color of the solution does 
not appear to be affected by slightly warming, 
and evenafter standing some hours its in- 
tensity had not materially diminished or its 
color otherwise changed. Watér precipitates 
an indigo blue substance which very rapidly 
becomes lighterin color. In order to avoid 
this change, attempts were made to extract 
the blue coloring matter from the acid solu- 
tion without the addition of water, by agita- 
tion with various solvents. Those experi- 
ments proved unsuccessful, and the further 
study of the compound was abandoned. 

Although the above is very like the indophe- 
nine reaction and its apparently analogous re- 
action in the case of pyrrol, I am inclined to 
believe, for considerations already mentioned, 
that the similarity is apparent only and not 
real. Diphenylamine gives no reaction with 
isatin under the same circumstances. 

Since diphenylene oxide und diphenylene 
sulphide are probably related to furfuran and 
thiophene, respectively, in the same way as 
carbazol is to pyrrol, it seemed of importance 
to ascertain whether these substances also be- 
Haved similarly with isatin. I was unable to 
obtain any reaction with diphenylene oxide, 
and consequently it is probable that diphenyl- 
ene sulphide also will be found indifferent. 


CARBAZOL AND QUINONE, 

The compounds produced from pyrrol and 
benzoquinone have no corresponding members 
in the thiophene series, and would appear to 
be directly or indirectly dependent upon the 
> NH group for their existence; it therefore 
seemed possible that carbazol and benzoqui- 
none might react with the formation of simi+ 
lar compounds. 

If a small quantity of sulphuric acid, diluted 
with one or two volumes of acetic acid, is 
added drop by drop to an acetic acid solution 
of carbazol and benzoquinone, an intense car- 
mine red solution is produced, which passes 
into a reddish violet as the quantity of sulphu- 
ric acidis increased. Water precipitates from 
this solution a substance of the same color, 
which dissolves very readily in ether, chloro- 
form and alcohol. 

On the addition of crystals of quinone to 
carbazol dissolved in concentrated sulphuric 
acid, an intense green color is imparted to the 
solution. Hence, according to the strength of 
the acid used, a reddish-violet or a green solu- 
tion is obtained. 

Similarly Victor Meyer and O. Stadler have 
shown that benzoquinone reacts with pyrrol 
in two distinct ways. If aqueous solutions of 
the two are mixed, a violet coloring matter is 
produced, whereas in the presence of dilute 
sulphuric acid a green precipitate is formed. 
For purposes of comparison [I repeated V. 
Meyer and Stadler’s experiments. The violet 
coloring matter obtained dissolved in ether to 
a solution very similar in shade to that of the 
ethereal solution of the coloring matter from 
carbazol. 

Before concluding that the formation of 
these compounds is in any way connected with 
the existence of the pyrrol ring, it seemed 
necessary to study the action of diphenyla- 
mine under similar circumstances. Sulphuric 
acid added to diphenylamine and quinone dis- 
solved in acetic acid immediately colors the 
solution blue; on adding water, a violet sub- 
stance is precipitated. 

These reactions recall the coloring matters 
obtained by P. Greiff by heating chloranil or 
quinone with methyldiphenylamine and other 
amines with or without the addition of zinc 
chloride. The similarity existing between the 
method of formation and the shade of Greiff’s 





coloring matters and the violet. compounds 





obtained as above described from pyrrol, 
carbazol and diphenylamine, renders it ex- 
tremely probable that in both cases the color- 
ing matters are perfectly analogous, and that 
their formation in the case of pyrrol and 
carbazol depends upon the amine character 
og these substances, and not upon the pres- 
ence of the pyrrol ring. This view, which 
could not, unfortunately, be substantiated by 
analysis, owing to the great instability of the 
pyrrol compound, receives support from the 
fact already alluded to that thiophene gives no 
coloring matters with benzoquinone. 


With reference to the green solution 
formed on adding quinone to carbazol dis. 
solved in sulphuric acid, it seems probable 
that in this case quinone plays the part of an 
Osidizing agent only, for the same green-col- 
ored solution is produced, as is well known, 
by the addition of oxidizing agents generally 
under similar circumstances, It occurred to 
me, therefore, as not unlikely that quinone 
acts merely as an oxidizing agent also, when 
in contact with pyrrol in acid solution, es- 
pecially as V. Meyer and Stadler extracted 
hydroquinone in considerable quantities from 
the mother-liquor after the green compound 
had been filtered off. Confirmation of this 
view was obtained by reterence to Anderson’s 
description of the properties of pyrrol. He 
states that ferric chloride causes a dilute hy- 
drochloric acid solution of pyrrol to turn first 
green and then black. He adds that platinic 
chloride and potassic bichromate produce a 
black precipitate with the same solution. 


A few experiments soon proved that not 
only ferric chloride, but potassic chromate or 
bichromate, platinic chloride, potassic ferri- 
cyanide, and even potassic nitrite under cer- 
tain circumstances, all give, when added in 
small quantity to a dilute sulphuric acid 
solution of pyrrol, a green substance whieh 
passes more or less rapidly, according to the 
oxidizing agent used and the acidity and de- 
gree of concentration of the solutions em- 
ployed, into the black compound observed by 
Anderson. With tolerably concentrated solu- 
tions of the oxidizing agents, the transition is 
so rapid that the green color can be scarcely 
observed, even when the sharpest lookout for 
it is maintained throughout the experiment. 


With a dilute solution of potassic chromate, 
the formation of the green substance may be 
readily seen, and the reaction compared with 
that of quinone. As it is not easy, however, 
to obtain the reaction at its best withouta 
number of trials, I prefer to give the exact 
strength of the solutions which I found to 
give good results. Eight drops of pyrrol are 
dissolved in 10 cc. of water to which eight 
drops of sulphuric acid have been added. 
When this is mixed with an 0°] per cent. solu- 
tion of potassic chromate in equal volumes, 
the green color is almost immediately devel- 
oped, and rapidly increases in intensity until 
the solution becomes perfectly opaque. At 
this stage three or four volumes of water are 
added. The diluted solution is green in color, 
and slowly deposits a dark green or black pre- 
cipitate. 

A very dilute aqueous solution of quinone 
behaves almost precisely similarly with the 
above solution of pyrro), but the precipitate 
formed is at first much greener than when 
potassic chromate is the oxidizing agent used. 
It gradually darkens, however, and after 
some hours becomes almost black. If the 
green precipitate from quinone is washed 
with an 0°05 per cent. solution of potassic 
chromate, it is very rapidly blac*xened. 

From these experiments it would appear 
extremely probable, therefore, that quinone 
does not condense with pyrrol in acid solu- 
tion, but merely acts like other oxidizing 
agents, 

The formation of green substances like the 


above is not confined to the action 
of oxidizing. agents on carbazol and 
pyrrol. It has long been known that 


nitrous acid and other oxidizing agents 
added in small quantity to diphenylamine 
dissolved in sulphuric acid, produce an intense 
blue solution from which water precipitates a 
green compoung; this, like the corresponding 
compound from carbazol and pyrro)l is, insolu- 
ble in ether. 
PYRROL AND PICRIC ACID, 

The behavior of indol and carbazol in com- 
bining with picric acid suggested the idea that 
probably pyrrol would form a similar com- 
pound. On adding picric acid to an excess of 
pyrrol,ared color is at once developed; on 
warming, the picric acid is dissolved, and the 
solution, when cold, deposits beautiful red 
needles. Similarly, if picric acid and an excess 
of pyrrol are dissolved in alcohol, long red 
needles, half or three-quarters of an inch in 
length, can be readily obtained as the solution 
is allowed to evaporate. The compound is 
very unstable, aud commences to decompose 
in the air as soon as the crystals are dry. Its 
fusing point isabout 71°. Since the basic prop- 
erties of pyrrol are very weak, and no well- 
defined salts have been obtained with acids 
generally, the above described compound 
must be considered as analogous to the picric 
acid compounds of the hydrocarbons, The re- 
lation of pyrrol to benzol, so often dwelt upon 
by victor Meyer, is thus once again empha- 
sized. Phenyl-pyrrokalso*forms an unstable 
compound with picric acid. The compounds

The activity in the drug market has con- 
tinucd throughout the past week, but as here- 
tofore there has been very little disposition 
evinced by buyers to purchase much in excess 
of the actual requirements of the present: 
consequently, while the volume of business is 
large, individual transactions as a rule are in 
unimportant quantities. In one or two lines 
there is a tendency toward reaction from 
the comparatively high point reached by 
prices toward the close of the old year, 
but on the whole a steady and in many in- 
stances a firm tone prevails. Since we last 
wrote quotations on the following named arti- 
cles have changed as indicated : 


ADVANCED. DECLINED. 
Opium. Quinine, 
Oil Peppermint, cases. Quicksilver. 
Oil Sassafras. 


Opium. 

The market for opium of the so-called “*pud- 
ding” variety, is a shade higher than when 
we last wrote, the general quotation for 
single cases now being $3, though larger lots 
might be had at $295. For natural $3 20 
@3 25 is quoted by most holders, but we 
understand that there are sellers who would 
accept $315 for natural on a large order. The 
upward tendency of the market of late has 
awakened some interest among buyers and 
since our last issue there have been reported 
sales of about 60 cases, mostly “pudding” at 
$2 90@3, the prices realized on natural not 
being made public. The stronger tone of the 
market is due to cable advices from Smyrna 
and Lordon confirmatory of late mail reports. 
Smyrna quotations have advanced to 9s@9s 3d 
as to grade. Powdered has been in more 
demand, particularly for forward delivery, 
and bas sold quite freely at $110@435 as to 
seller and test, reported transactions amount- 
ing to about 1,000 Ibs, 


Quinine. 

The boom in quinine has been postponed, 
and the market has relapsed into the usual 
unsettled condition, sellers of outside lots be- 
ing quite willing to accept 30@3lc as to 
brand, and possibly a shade less. At the 
same time there appears te be no pres- 
sure to sell round lots,small quantities forming 
the basis of most transactions. The renewed 
depression seems to be the result of a lack of 
appreciation on the part of buyers,rather than 
to any particularly weakening developments 
from without. The reduction of 2c in the 
price of leading domestic makes, which 
was announced yesterday has not con- 
tributed to a firmer feeling among outside 
holders but on the other hand has not 
perceptibly influenced them in quoting lower 
figures,owing to the wide difference which has 
existed and still exists between the prices of 
foreign and domestic. The American manu- 
facturers now quote 88c in 100 oz cans, 39c in 
SO oz cans, 40c in 50z cans, 435c in ounce cats 
and 45c in ounce vials, all inclusive of con- 
tainers. After a lapse of a month the London 
bark auctions were resumed to-day, and as 
was expected the quantity offered was large, 
while the sale does not appear to have been 
particularly brisk, and the prices realized 
were not quite up to the last sale.

Borax is in good demand and the market 
remains very firm at 9@9<c for California and 
94c for city refined, with concentrated held 
at 8@8!4c. It is now said that there will be no 
advance in quotations, for some time to come 
at least. 


Citric acid is in limited request notwithstand- 
ing the recent decline to 47c. 

Colocynth apples are offered sparingly but 
there is not much demand and prices are more 
or less nominal. 

Cuttle fish bone is without change. Buyers 
supply their wants as they occur, We con- 
tinue to quote 19c. 

Ergot is firmer abroad but there is not much 
offering here and prices remain as when we 
last wrote. 

Insect powder is in demand for spring de- 
livery but there is not a particularly active 
business in progress. Prices vary according 
to brand and quality, the extreme range at 
present being 35@50c. 

Powdered sugar of milk stiil bas an upward 
tendency in sympathy with foreign advices 

but holders here have not yet quotably in- 
creased their views. In a jobbing way sales 


are making at 17@17 Ke. 

Quicksilver was firmly held at the advance 
noted last week, until Saturday when London

60@b2c as to seller and quantity. Late this 
afternoon a cable from London reports a re- 
action there with an advande from £8 3s to £8 
83 in the price of the outside holders. 

Salicylic acid is without further change, the 
general quotations being $1 22 for lots of 500 
lbs. and $1 25 for 100 lbs. We have heard of no 
increase in the demand as the result of the 
reduction. 


Baisams. 

The market for balsam copaiba still has an 
upward tendency though prices are somewhat 
unsettled, the range for Central American 
being 60@65c though possibly the inside price 
would be shaded slightly by some holders. For 
Maranham 67c is nominally quoted and for 
Para 70c while Angostura is held at 75c. Bal- 
sam Peru isdulland unchanged and for bal- 
sam fir and tolu there is only alight jobbing 
demand at previous prices. 

Barks. 

There ‘s nothing particularly new to note in 
this department, The offerings of prime cassia 
sagrada are extremely limited and full prices 
are demanded, though at present buyers ap- 
pear to have little interest. The report, re- 
ferred to in our last, that the three lots now 
on the way from the Pacific coast are spurious 
bark, is denied by the consignees in this city. 
At the close the market was somewhat unset- 
tled owing to offerings of rejected bark down 
to 27c. Prime however, commands 42@42'éc. 
The recent arrivals are said to be thick bark, 
which was cut from the trees with draw- 
knives. 

Essential Oils. 

For anise oil there is only a light jobbing 
inquiry at present, but holders still maintain 
firm views, and, so far as we can learn, pre- 
vious quotations have not been shaded. 

Cassia oilalso is quiet, and while there has 
been nochange from our last quotations, the 
market presents an easier tone. 

Copaiba oil is firm at the advance, though 
buyers have shown no disposition to increase 
the size of their orders. 

Peppermint oil, in cases, is higher, the bear 
movementrecently noted having apparently 
collapsed. The bear element has endeavored 
to depress the market for Prime some time 
past by quoting and selling at extremely 
low prices, which were at last met with still 
lower quotations by first hands. The efforts 
of the bears to cover, after finding that their 
tactics were of no avail, at once precipitated 
anupward movement in values, the market 
closing, after numerous sales for export, very 
strong at $3 40 @ 3 45. The transactions 
reported amount in the aggregate to 
180 cases, at $3 @3 25. which includes two lots 
of 100 and 5) cases respectively, and all the 
small miscellaneous lots on the market. The 
oilin tins hasstiffened up,somewhat in sympa- 
thy with the advance in case oil, but there has 
been no quotable advance as yet. 

Sassafras oil is still arriving, and though the 
demand from consumers appear to be equal to 
the supply, the tendency of prices is still 
downward. Jobbing sales are making at 40@ 
45c, as:'to holder and quantity. At the clese 
the market was a shade firmer with 42@45c. 
generally quoted, 

Flowers. 

In this department, as in most others; the 
jobbing demand has been good throughout the 
week, but we have heard of no large move- 
ment inany line. Saffrons are firm, with an 
upward tendency, but without further quo- 
table change. American is quoted at 30c by 
the principal holders. 

Cums. 

Buyers continued to supply their wants as 
they occur, and while the aggregate business 
on such orders is quite large for the time of 
year, there is no particular activity in any 
line. Prices throughout are well maintainod, 
and we find no changes of importance to re- 
cord. Camphor is very firm at 30c in-barrels 
and 3lc in cases, but at present it is notin 
much demand. 

Herbs and Leaves. 

There is not much business to repcrt in this 
department, transaction rarely exceecing 
small jobbing proportions. Prices are steady 
on the whole, and there have been no particus 
lar variations from previous quotations, 








Roots. 

Trading has been conflued for the most part 
to the supplying of current requirements. 
Nearly all the indigenous roots are in extre- 
mely limited supply, and with an_  in- 
creasel demand, much higher prices are 
expected, Ginseng appears to have reached 
the highest point. Reports of an easier mar- 
ket in Hong Kong may have put the check up- 
on the upward movement, but at any rate 
supplies are now offered at $2.70 @ 3as to qual- 
ity. This, however, cannot be considcred a 
decline, the recently quoted prices being 
above what holders were actually disposed to 
accept. Golden seal is offered quite freely, 
considering thé small supply, at 45c and it is 
intimated that less might be accepted. There 
is, however, very little stock to draw upon 
and an increased demand would no doubt be 
followed by a sharp advance. At present 
there is little or no demand. Senega is nomi- 


| nally quoted at 60c though some holders might 


shaded that price to induce business. The 
root, however, is in a very strong position and 
higher prices are looked for with the advent 
of the spring demand. Honduras sarsaparilla 
has continued in demand for export and 
holders have been strengthened in their views 
though no further advance has occurred, 
Mexican finds only a small outlet but prices 
are steadily maintained. 


Seeds. 

The jobbing demand for all the leading de- 
scriptions continues good, but consumers 
show no disposition to anticipate their re- 
quirements, and no sales of consequence are 
reported. Onthe other hand there is no de- 
sire to force sales, and pricés consequently 
have a steady support. 

Shellac. 

Foreign advices continue strong and in sym- 
pathy, the tendency of prices in this market is 
toward a higher basis, though business is still 
being done at the prices quoted a week ago. 
The inquiry from consumers is increasing, but 
they still appear to lack confidence in the 
stability of the position. and their purchases 
have not been important. Dea'ers continue 
to pick up whatever they can find at a desira- 
ble price, and the transactions represented by 
their purchases the past week, together with 
what has been taken for consumption, 
amount to a considerable quantity. The 
reported sales were 400 cases, D. C. spot 
and to arrive, 300 cases V 8. O for ship- 
ment, and 200 of the same mark to ar- 
rive and 100 cases §. S., at full 
prices. The _ situation is reviewed 
at some Jength in our editorial columns this 
week. London advices report that the stock 
there decreased 2,200 cases during December. 
The shipments from Calcutta to America in 
December were 2,800 cases, against 3,600 cases 
for the same month last year. The shipments 
to London and the Continent showed a de- 
crease of 6,000 cases in December compared 
with those of the corresponding month a year 
ago. 

¥ pices. 

The consuming demand for spices continues 
good but there is no disposition to anticipate 
requirements. Holders as a rule are not in- 
clined to force business and, as a consequence, 
a steady feeling prevails, except in Pepper, 
which is rather weuk atthe moment. Nut- 
megs ure in a strong position and prices for 
them have an upward tendency.

Adulterating Glycerine. 


A corrrespondent of the Chemist and Drug- 
gist, relates the following incident: Messrs. 
Scherings, of Berlin, report a novel way of 
adulterating glycerine for the purpose of pass- 
ing off lower grades of refined for double dis- 
tilled quality, It bas been established in the 
laboratory of that factory that a number of 
samples collected in trade proved the existence 
of an addition of aniline dyes for the purpose 
of producing that splendid water-white a 
pearance only possible by redistillat‘on. To 
trace such deceptive process, the glycerine 
should be filled into a test-tube of anout %4 
inch diameter to a depth of 4to 6 inches, this 
placed into a beaker glass, and then placed 
upon white paper. Looking straight down 
jay the superficial film into the depth of the 
liquid, the artificially clarified glycerine will 
then appear discolored, which will not be the 
case with properly redistilled glycerine.

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The Hungarian Daisy as an Adulterant 
i of Insect Powder. 


_ BY G. M. BERINGER, A. M., PH. G., AND READ

A short time ago there was received in New 
York a consignment, consisting of a number 
of bales of these Hungarian daisies. They 

ere entered vt the Custom House as insect 

rsand were evidently intended as a so- 
Phistication of the Dalmatian insect powder. 
“In the course of business, a sample of these 
flowers was submitted to the writer. 


© Thesimilarity in size and general appear- 
ance to she flowers «f the Dalmatian powder, 

‘would easily deceive the careless or unguard- 
‘ed observor. On close inspection, however, 

with a microscope of ordinary powers, the 
| differences in the botanical structure are such 
) as to render the distinction between the whole 
) flow®rs comparatively easy. But as they will, 
) probably, in future importations, be mixed 
with the genuine, which, usually, as imported 
in ba‘es, are very much braken up, they will 
prove a dangerous adulterant, one difficult to 
determine, and if in the powdered article most 
likely beyond detection. 

The Dalmatian insect powder has proved so 
Superior to the Persian powder, that it has 
driven the latter almost entirely out of the 
“market. Itis saidto be the most valuable 
product of Dalmatia and is now imported in 
very large quantities. As imported, it is usu- 
ally adulterated with the groudd stems and 
leaves of the plant. The latter being cut down 
atthe end of the season, dried, ground and 
mixed with the ground flowers in the propor- 
tion of one to three or four of the flowers. 
This accounts for the fact, that the whole 
flowers are usually quoted at the same price 
and frequently at an advance on the price of 
the powder. The adulteration of this product 
with Hungarian daisy, is deemed of such im- 
portance as to be worthy of record and 
prompt exposure. 

The present editions of the dispensatories 
contain but indifferent descriptions of this 
drug. The following descriptions are offered 
with the hope that they may serve to dis- 
‘tinguish the two. 

Hungarian Daisy.—Stems angled, the dried 
flower heads averaging about half an inch in 
diameter, the rays florets being twisted and 
folded, When soaked in water to their natural 
size,the flower heads average 14 inch in diam- 
eter from tip to tip of the ray florets, The in- 
volucre broadly campanulate imbricate, the 
scaly margins chaff-like, the stem being deeply 
inserted makes it distinctly depressed or con- 
cave, greenish-grey in color, glabrous. Recep- 








tacle prominent, subglobular,canvex,dark col- 
ored. The ray florets, white ligulate, nerved, 
three toothed pistillate: the appendages of the 
style extending beyond the tube. The achenia 
angled without pappus, but crowned with a 
faint margin. The disk florets numerous, 
bright orange yellow, tubular, five toothed 
the stamens included,achenia without pappus. 


The botanical characteristic of this flower 
would indicate that it most probably belongs 
to the sub-genus leucanthemum;but with only 
the flowers for examination, the naming of 
the species would be but a guess of little or no 
value, 

Chrysanthemum cinerariwfolium, Bocc* 
(Pyrethrum cinerariefolium, Treviranus)— 
Dalmatian insect flower. Stem angled, the 
whole flower head ashy gray in color and 
quite pubescent. When dried the flower 
heads are from 4 to % inch in diameter, the 
ray florets being twisted and folded and fre- 
quently broken off. When soaked to the nat- 
ural size, about 14 inch in diameter, includ- 
ing the ray florets. The involucre imbricate, 
the scaly margins membranous, campanulate 
and convex without depression at place of at- 
tachment to stem. The receptacle small, con- 
ical, naked and solid and light greenish gray in 
color. The ray florets (about 18) white, ligu- 
late, nerved, three toothed, the tube pubes- 
cent, pistillate; the appendages of the style 
protruding beyond the short tube. The ache- 
nia crowned with a membranous, notched 
(eroded) pappus. The disk florets, numerous 
gray tending towards light yellow in color, 
tubular, five toothed, the stamens included. 
The achenia angled, nearly as long as the tube 
and also crowned with a notched pappus. The 
florets of the true insect powder are somewhat 
larger than those of the Hungarian daisy. 

The Hungarian daisy is distinguished from 
the true pyrethrum by the orange yellow disk 
florets, by the depression of the involucre, by 
its prominent dark receptacle and the absence 
of pubescence and pappus. The odor is less 
pungent than that of the true insect flower, 
being more like that of matricaria. The dif- 
ference in odor is more pionounced on infus- 
ingin warm water. The Hungarian daisy 
yields a powder, somewhat darker in color. 
The powder used upon flies and cockroaches 
appeared to have no value as an insecticide. 
Microscopically no difference could be de- 
tected between the two powders. 

Time and the amount of material at my 
command would not permit of a thorough 
chemical examination, but it was hoped that 
the percentage of extractive matter obtained 
with various solvents might furnish a useful 
comparison. The following statement exhib-

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Crude Drugs in Cochin. 
BY DAVID HOOPER, QUINOLOGIST TO THE MAD- 
RAS GOVERNMENT. 


Cochin is known by druggists all over the 
world for its large exports of nux yvomica, The 
tree grows in the dry deciduous forests at the 
foot of the hills, and sometimes at 2,000 fcet 
élevation. The wood is hard, close graired 
and bitter, and is not attacked by white ants, 
It is not, however, adapted for timber, as it 
warps and cracks. The root is used by the 
natives as a febrifuge. The nux vomica is 
sold by the collectors at a low price to small 
native dealers,who send it into the merchants. 
A large quantity of seed is brought round 
from the eastern coast of the Madras Presi- 
dency to mix wtth the better kind obtaiued 
from the Travancore and Cochin forests. This 
isknown as Cocanada nux vomica, and is 
much smaller than the Cochin. From what- 
ever source they come, the seeds are thor- 
oughly washed with water, to remove the 
mud and other impurities, and are laid in the 
sun to dry fora few hours; they are then sort- 
ed by women into bagsof about a cwt. each, 
the larger nuts being separatej from the small 
Cocanada variety. The exports of nux vomi- 
ca from cochin are generally sent direct to 
Europe and New York,but in 1885 6—an unusu- 
ally heavy season—out of 10,737 cwt. 2,498 cwt. 
were sent to Bombay,Burma and Arabia. It is 
probable that the small nux vomica from Co- 
canada forms the bulk of the , Madras seed, as 
the latter is not only infer'ov in appearance, 
but also gives a lower yield of alkaloids than 
other commere:al samples of Indian seeds, 
There is such a sharp distinction between those 
from the eastern and those from the western 
coasts that it is still an open question whether 
they are yielded by different species or varie- 
tes of strychnos. 

Gin :er is dealt in under the names of white 
andbiack. White ginger is the rhizome, 
scraped, dr'ed and bleached in sulphur vapor. 
Black ginger is thit collected in the monsoon 
when the gun is not available for drying pur- 
poses, an] dried artifizial y in hot ashes; this 
kind shows a charring on the surface which 
slightly diminishes its value in the trade. 
Turmeric is an important article of commerce 
on the coast, and a considerable portion is ex- 
ported fromCochin. The finger turmeric is 
richer in aromatic and coloring matters than 
the sliced roots, or bulb turmeric, as it is 
called,and commands a higher price inthe 
market. The trade in turmeric is somewhat 
de :lining on the western coast. Of the ship- 
ments from Cochin only about half reach Eu- 
ropean ports, owing to the large consumption 
in Asiatic countries. An arrowroot made in 
the conntry from one or more species of cur- 
cuma is used by the Maylayalums, and occa- 
sionally sent to Bombay. A large trade is 
carried on in verbena or lemongrass oil, dis- 
tilled from Andropogon citratus. The oil is 

cbtained in a rough-and-ready way by means 
of small portable stills which are carried out 
tothe lower slopes of the hills where the 
grassisabundant. The oil is sent out in flat 
sguare boxes containing a dozen bottles, each 
guaranteed to contain at least 23 ozs. The 
trade in lemongrass oil is decidedly on the in- 
crease, as is shown by comparing the exports 
of the past four years: In 1884-5, 228 cases of 1 
dozen bottles; in 1835-6, 497 cases; in 1886-7, 
1,158 cases; and in 1857-8, 1,756 cases. London 
and New York received nearly the whole 0° 
these shipments. This oil is not very liable to 
adulteration. Cocoanut oil is occasionally 
mixed with it, but this is detected by the 
smell. Fixed oils, as a rule, interfere with its 
brightness, a defect which cannot be reme- 
died by filtration. 


Alleppo is the depot for the forest products 
of the State, and is pre-eminently known for 
its exports of pepper and cardamoms. The 
Malabar and neighboring hills are the home of 
the pepper-vine, and for centuries the commo- 
dity bas been supplied from this coast to west- 
ern nations. In January, 1793, a peculiar agree- 
ment was made between the Rajah of Travan- 
care and the English, by which he was to sup- 
ply a large quantity of pepper to the Bombay 
Government in return for arms, ammunition, 
and European goods; this was known as the 
pepper contract. Pepper is a special depart- 
ment of the Travancore State, and it is com- 
pulsory that all the spice pass out of the ports 
of Alleppo and Auilon, or by certain routes 


on the backwater, or by land. The enormous 
trade done in pepper is seen by the exports, 
which show, as an average of the past five 
years, that 3,000 candies—each equul to 500 
English pounds—leave the country, and this 
brings in to the State an annual sum of about 
6 lakhs of rupees, or £60,000. 

Cardamoms are a monopoly of the State, 
and a source of considerable revenue to Tra- 
vancore. A special forest officer isdeputed to 
superintend the cultivation of the plant and 
the collection of the spice in the Cardamom 
Hills, These hills are situated south of the 
Anamiullies, with an elevation of 2,000 to 4,000 
fect above the sea. They are divided roughly 
into two tracts, known as Margari Alum and 
Kunni Alum, Both these districts are very 
malarial, bnt the latter, influenced by the sea- 
breeze, has a better climate. The export of 
cardamoms is about 60 tons annually, worth 
about £30,000, The Government impose an 
export duty on cocoanut produce, areca 
nuts, ginger, galangal, tamarinds, arrow- 
root, turmeric, kutcholum, pepper laurel 
nuts, and laurel-nut oil; the duty has 
been reduced on lemongrass oil, and has been 
abolished on gingelli seed and oil, and on cas- 
tor seed and oil. The export returns and official 
books throughout Travancore are kept ac- 
cording to the chronology of the Malabar era 
—for instance, the present year, from Augnst 
16, 1888, to August 15, 1889, is represeuted as M 
E. 1064, Unless this vere explained the uncon- 
scious possessor of some of these documents 
might fancy himself perusing records of Ang- 
lo-Saxon times. 

During the journey from Quilon to Trevan- 
drum I passed the little town of Anjengo, 
where was born Robert Orme, the historian, 
and where lived Eliza Draper, the lady of 
Sterne’s affections, Lemongrass oil usually 
bears a label stating that it comes from this 
town, but I have before mentioned that it is 
obtained from the lower slopes of the hills. 

At Neyoor, a few miles from Cape Comorin, 
avery important market is held every week, 
and it appears to be the center of the laurel 
nut trade. The laurel nut tree, or Alexandri- 
an laurel (Calophyllum inophyllum) is exten- 
sively grown in this part of Travancore, and 
hundred-weights of the round green fruits 
were being brought into Neyoor by women. 
A few hours after collection they shrivel and 
turn black, when they are cracked open, and 
the white kernels are driedinthesun. The 
kernels are pressed in mills, similar to those 
used for making caster oil, and yield a thick 
grecnish-yeltow oil, having an odor of melilot, 
and used for rheumatism end for burning.The 
price of this oil is about half that of coccanut 
oil and fetches a high price in Burma. Laurel 
nut oil, called Puna-Kai, brings in a revenue 
of about 60,000 rupees a year to the Travancore 
Government.

The London Drug Market Last Year. 


Ina review of London trade during 1888, the 
Chemist and Druggist speaks of the wholesale 
drug market as follows: 

“Among the articles which have received 
special prominence during the year, quinine, 
as might be expected, occupies a principal 
place, Its course has, almost without excep- 
tion, been a downward one, and its deprecia- 
tion during the twelve months amounts to 
fully 25 per cent. Quicksilver has also been 
subject to numerous fluctuations, and the 
mercurials have, of course, followed suit. 
Among other important chemicals which 
have excited considerable attention are cream 
of tartar, citric and tartaric acids, cocaine, 
bromine and its principa) derivatives, and 
iodine and the iodides. The former three 
articles are suffering severely from over-pro- 
duction, and the unseasonableness of the past 
summer has assisted their decline. As regards 
cocaine, the newly-discovered process of ob- 
taining the alkaloid from ocgonine, and the 
latter from the subalkaloids, and directly from 
the coca-leaf, may have contributed to, and 
may perhaps further assist, the cheapening of 
the article, but the main cause of its deprecia- 
tion must undoubtedly be sought in the con- 
tinued excessive competition between the 
South American cocaine manufacturers, 
whose crude product is used by Continental 
manufacturers for treatment in preference to 
the leaf itself. The South American iodine 
ring’s agreement expires at the close of 1889, 
but the apparent rigor with which its sub- 
scribers have kept totheir obligations has 
borne them good fruit, and they will proba- 
b'y find it to their interest to prolong their 
“combine” when the time arrives. Camphor 
has received an almost inordinate share of 
attention this year, and though at present 
this important drug is commercially in a state 
of suspended animatiou we see no reason to 
alter our opinion that its position isa strong 
one, although, probably, the very high prices

Heavy Chemicals. 

The market for the heavy chemicals has 
been almost entirely devoid of interesting fea- 
tures since the date of last writing. There has 
been less demand in nearly all lines and at the 
close a very dull feeling prevailed. However, 
prices have not materially changed, bleaching 
powder being the only article on the list which 
at present shows signs of weakness, though 
caustic soda cannot be said to be particularly 
firm. Dealers generally are hopeful of higher 
prices all along the line when the spring de- 
mand sets in, basing their expectations upon 
the comparatively light purchases of con- 
sumers so far and the tone of recent advices 
from the primary_markets. 

Carbonate soda ash, 48%, of the various Liv- 
erpool brands, although not wanted to any ex- 
tent at present, is firmly held both on the spot 
and for future delivery in view of the strong 
advices from abroad. The inquiry for futures 
which was marked just before and after the 
turn of the year has apparently subsided 
and during the past week we have heard of 
very few sales. On the spot the offerings con- 
tinue limited, recent arrivals having been sold 
previously, and we hear of nothing offering 
from store below 135c. For arrival or ship- 
ment the general quotations, as to brand and 

quantity, remain 1 25@1 27}¢c. 

Caustic soda ash] is still firmly held, but the 
inquiry for it is confined to such lots as buyers 
have early or immediate use for. There is 
only a limited supply on the spot to draw 
from, and holders are unwilling to accept less 
than 1 8244@1 35c, as to quantity, from store. 
In a large way quotations are somewhat nom- 
inal, inthe absence of important business, at

Refined alkali is in fair request, but there 
are no large sales making, buyers evidently 
having supplied their more urgent wants.

Chemical Discoveries 
Year. 


In recording the principal events of last 
year, the British and Colonial Druggist speaks 
of the progress made in the chemical industry 
as follows: 

It is in the torture-chamber of the chemist 
that drugs are made to reveal those constitu- 
ents to which they owe their remedial virtues, 
or those impurities which the refined physio- 
logical science of the age has shown to be so 
potent in modifying their action. During 1888 
a great number of investigations have been 
made of both new and old drugs, the results of 
the principal of which it will be instructive to 
mention. Cascara has been several times re- 
examined, and the number of its constituents 
increased to about fifteen, comprising three 
resins, three vegetable acids, a fixed and vola- 
tile oil,a ferment, traces of ammonia, wax, 
starch and glucose. The glucoside is believed 
to be the source of the tonic action of the 
drug, and a brown resin of the laxative. Quil- 
laia and senega have been found to contain 
slightly different glucosides—sapotoxin and 
senegin—the former of which is the most ac- 
tive; later examination of kousso seems to in- 
dicate the acid nature of koussin; the most 
active constituent of cheken leaves proves to 
be the ethereal oil, though they also yield 
tannin, chekenon, cheken acid, and chekene- 
tin; in buchu, Dr. Shimoyana has confirmed 
the presence of diosphenol (C,;9H),0,); from 
Embelia ribes embelic acid has been isolated 
and characterized as the most interesting prin- 
ciple prasent. The presence of a terpene, 
gaultherilen, in oil of wintergreen has been 
established, while a poisonous principle, an- 
dromedotoxin, stated by Professor Plugge to 
be contained in the leaves, has not been found 
by later workers. The existence of ericolin in 
these leaves seems also doubtful. <A recent 
examination of the chemistry of cacao butter 
established the presence of a small amount of 
free fatty acid, and of a substance analogous 
to, or identical with, cholesterin; the volatile 
fatty acids detected were formic, acetic and 
butyric, the solid fatty acids, stearic, palmitic, 
arachidic, and Jauric. Essential oil and a resin 
have been isolated from jambul, together with 
the usual plant constituents. Codliver oil is 
a substance of perennial interest to the chem- 
ist, not only from the great number of sub- 
stances found therein, but also because of the 
uncertainty as to which of them should be 
selected as the source of its therapeutical po- 
tency. Marpmann has isolated from it during 
the year a new substance which he also found 
in the livers; it appeared to be a kind of fer- 
ment. Leucomaines were discovered by MM. 
Grautier and Mourgues, four volatile (buty- 
lamine, amylamine, hexylamine and hydro- 
dimethylpyridine) and two fixed {(aselline and 
morrhuine), the latter of which showed a 
marked stomachic, diaphoretic and diuretic 
properties. Morrhuic acid was also found by 
the same authors, who ascribe the virtues of 
the oil partly to lecithines (with which the 
acid named is probably connected), which 
yield phosphorus in a readily assimilable form. 

These are some of the most interesting re- 
sults of the year’s work on the chemisty of 
drugs, but we may also just mention the ex- 
amination of oil of cajuput, of pepper (by Dr. 
Johnstone), of oil of mustard (by Moerk), of 
tea (by Kossel), of jalap (by Dr. Squibb and

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Mr. Cripps), and of many chemicals by chem- 
ists in all countries. 

Some interesting work has been done in 
connection with the organic alkaloids, in the 
front of which should probably be placed that 
of W. Will, and of Will and Bredig, on the re- 
lation of atropine to hyoscyamine. We 
treated this subject at some length in our 
issue of June 16,so that it is not necessary to 
detail it here; it should be added, however, 
that Prof. Ladenburg, who had previously in- 
vestigated the characters of the two alkaloids 
named, took up the research again and was 
confirmed, in spite of the results of Will, in his 
belief that atropine is an inactive base which 
stands in relation to hyoscyamine as racemic 
acid does to lwvotartaric acid. Cocaine and 
its associated amorphous principle have again 
been subjected to minute examination. Ein- 
horn showed that cocaine is an ether which 
can be prepared by passing hydrochloric acid 
through a solution of benzoylecgonine in the 
corresponding alcohol; while quite. recently 
Lieberman and Giesel have discovered a pro- 
cess of synthesizing the alkaloid from the 
by-products in its manufacture, which have 
hitherto been wasted. These they can conuert 
on the large scale into ecgonine, and from 
that body, by the method of Merck, cocaine is 
With regard to the amorphous 
bases which are found contaminating the co- 
caine of commerce, Dr. Paul showed that 
they differed from the principal alkaloid 
not only in physical, but in chem- 
ical characters; while, further, they 
appeared to be destitute of anesthetic 
properties. Professor Liebermann also ex- 
amined an amorphous alkaloid obtained as a 
bye-product in the preparation of cocaine, 
which had the composition C,,.H2;NO,, and 
was named “isatropylcocaine.” Professor 
Liebreich found that this body acted as a 
strong heart poison. Writing on hygrine ob- 
tained by distilling “‘amorphous cocaine” with 
water, Dr. Stockman recorded his failure to 
isolate it from small quantities of the dried 
leaves, while it seemed to be more abundant 
in the fresh drug. He found that subcuta- 
neously injected it caused considerable irrita- 
tior in the muscular and serous tissues, accom- 
panied with minute hemorrhages. Pure nar- 
ceine was obtained by Claus and Ritzefeld by 
the action of potassium permanganate on the 
commercial principle; it melted at 162° C, and 
dissolved freely in hot water and alcohol. 
This pure alkaloid appears to be preferable 


therapeutically to the commercial article. Dr. 

Hesse has examined morphine and his results 
show that all the water of crystals of the com- 
pound is driven off at 100° C.; he also conclud- 
ed that the alkaloid crystallizes with one 
molecule ot water. Contrary to the common 
statements of the text-books, the author found 
that morphine does not melt much below 230° 
C. The optical properties of the cinchona 
alkaloids have also been examined. A great 
deal of investigation we are of course unable 
to allude to, among which may be instanced 
the synthesis of some sugars and other bodies.

Cantharides.—Baudin has found that this 
drug appears in the market, partially deprived 
of the cantharidin by extraction with a men- 
struum contagging sulphuric acid; the ash 
then contains an undue amount of sulphate. 
In determining the cantharidin, he recom- 
mends it to be carried out in two stages; first, 
exhausting with chloroform, which removes 
the free cantharidin, and then with chloro- 
form containing 2 per cent HCl, which dis- 
solves the combined cantharidin. Cantharides 
contain about 1 per cent total cantharidin, 
0°72 per cent free, and about 0°3 per cent com- 
bined.—Apoth. Ztg., 1888, 921. 

Fragrant Sulphur Balsam.—The medicinal 
sulphur balsam prepared by heating together 
sulphur with Venetian turpentine and oil of 
turpentine, is of a very disagreeable odor and 
taste. By substituting for the oil of turpen- 
tine, olive oil, a pleasant fragrant product re- 
sults.—H. Borntroeger, Chem. techn. Zeitung., 
1888, 739. 

Paraftin in crude petroleum, and lubricating 
and burning oils can be estimated by agitat- 
ing 5 cc. to 2 cc. of the sample with 106 cc. to 
200 cc. glacial acetic acid, collecting the sepa- 
rated paraffin on a weighed filter, washing first 
two or three times with the acid and then sev- 
eral times with 75 per cent alcohol, drying and 
weighing; or the insoluble portion can be dis- 
solved off the filter by petroleum ether intoa 
weighed beaker, evaporated, dried and 
weighed.—Pawlewski and Filemonowicz, Ber. 
d. d. Chem. Ges., 1888, 2,978. 

Insect powder colored with curcuma can be 
told by making an alcoholic tincture, concen- 
trating on a water bath and impregnating 
strips of filter paper with the residue. These 
strips with boric acid give an orange-red color, 
on addition of NaOH turning green. Insect 
powder, composed of the flowers only, should 
give an ash of a decided green color, due to 
the pressure of manganese compounds; the 
stems are almost free from manganese. Ba- 
rium chromate has been used to impart color 
to the insect powder.—C. Sehwarz, E. Ritsert, 
Pharm, Ztg., 1888, 692, 715. 

Pure glycerin should conform to the follow- 
ing test: 1. neutrality towards litmus paper; 
2. complete volatility between 150° and 200°, 
one drop heated on an object-glass over a 
moderate flame should leave no residue; 3. 
non-reductibility of ammoniacal silver nitrate, 
1 ec. of the sample heated to the boiling point 
with Icc. ammonium hydrate and five drops 
of silver nitrate solution added should not be- 
come colored nor deposita precipitate within 
five minutes.—D. Ritsert, Pharm, Ztg., 1888, 715, 

Cotton Seed Oil in Olive Oil.—E. Hirschsohn 
discovered that a chloroformic solution of 
auric chloride (1 gm. in 200 cc.) gave on warm- 
ing with cotton-seed oil an intense raspberry- 
red color, while pure olive oil with the same 
reagent gave noreaction. To apply the test, 
8to 5 cc. of the oil with 9-10 drops of the auric 
chloride solution are placed in a water-bath 
and heated to 100° for twenty minutes. Cot- 
ton-seed oil develops the color in a few min- 
utes; of other oils tested hemp, linseed, poppy 
almond, olive, rape, turnip, mustard,sesamum, 
sun-flower, peach-kernel and grape-seed oils 
gave no reaction; peanut and castor oils gave 
a slight deposit of metallic gold without im- 
parting any color to the oils. The addition of 
20% cotton-seed oil to the drying oils could not 
be detected, while the addition of 1(% could be 
detected in peanut, poppy, turnip, castor, 
olive, sesamum, almond and sun-flower oils. 
The prettiest tests were gotten with olive, 
sesamum and almond oils. Further experi- 
ments with olive oil proved that the addition 
of one per cent. of cotton-seed oil could cer- 
tainly be detected by the method given above. 
By noticing the depth of color and the time 
required to produce it approximate results 
can be obtained.—Pharm. Ztschr. f. Russl., 1888, 
721, °

Review of the Nitrate Market. 


Mr. F. B. Nichols. the nitrate broker, has is- 
sued the following review of the nitrate of 
soda market for the past six months: 

In July, the market was without life al- 
though the deliveries were very large, but on 
account of previous business, and all out of 
cargoes afioat. In August, a concession to 
1°95 was yielded, and the stock began to fall 
into the control of a few holders; this process 
went on until the whole spot supply was con- 
trolled. The price was carried steadily up- 
ward until it reached 2°3714@2°40, at which the 
market closed with a stock here in the hands 
of dealers of about 30,000 bags. The forward 
supply was affected in every position and val- 
ues as steadily advanced all along the line, 
The action was not altogether arbitrary but a 
necessary result of the movement in Europe 
and Valparaiso. 

The European buyers were indifferent in the 
summer, but soon became uneasy under an 
apprehension that the visible supply was ina- 
dequate, and mcre readiness was evinced to 
respond to the demands of Valparaiso, the 
latter having led the European markets 
throughout. The advance in London was at- 
tended with some excitement, during which 
tempting offers were made to this side; but 
the excessive rate of freight, together with 
some doubt as to whether any of our supply 
could be spared, defeated the business, 

Valparaiso caught on and a firmer market 





December shipment to this port at 244, but the 
value of futures steadily improved, and sev- 
eral cargoes were taken up to February ship- 
ment at 2°20 to 2°25. Latterly some business 
has been done at 2°15, the sequel of a reaction 
in Europe when the coast shipments of Nov- 
ember were given as 110,000 tons, and as much 
loading for December. 

An explanation is offered for the moderate 
production as compared with the suppressed 
facilities under the syndicate. The loss by 
cholera of over 100,000 of the labor population 
of Chili was serious enough to raise wages in 
the nitrate districts from 50 cents to $2 00 Chili 
money. Besides the firmness of the producers, 
an important factor in higher values was the 
searcity of tonnage which has been manifest 
throughout not only in this trade but nearly 
world.over the whole 

The great bulk of business is in ordinary 
quality to which the current quotations in 
Europe refer. As there is none of this busi- 
ness done in the States, the fact of a large de- 
crease in the production of refined is of great 
importance to us. Owing to the higher cost 
to make and the large demand for ordinary‘ 
the production of refined has fallen off tosuch 
an extent that it has been possible twice with- 
ina year forafew speculators in Valparaiso 
to control the product % per cent and over, 
for several months ahead.

The shipments to Europe, including the 
large quantity loading December Ist, would 
be 670,000 tons, against 610,000 tons last year. 
There will be more than this difference in the 
spring supply, because engagements are made 
for steamer shipments in January. The in- 
creased supply has given the bears on the 
other side an opportunity, but it isa question 
how long they will have the markets. Beside 
the growing general use of nitrate as a fertili- 
zer of the highest rank, the advancing value 
of beet sugar justifies the belief that a larger 
acreage of beet culture will be found this year, 
and perhaps to an extent that may give the 
market another squeeze. 

The shipments to the States were 472,500 bags, 
against 555,000 bags in 1887, 522,750 in 
1886, 270,823 in 1885, and 437,234 in 
1884,. The quantity to arrive for Atlantic 
ports is 224,000 bags, against 23°,000 in 1888, 238,- 
500 in 1487. The total visible supply is 310,000 
bags, against 301,940 in 1888, 311,266 in 1887. 
The quantity to arrive in Europe is 2,527,000, 
making the visible supply there 3,112,000 bags, 
against 2,927,500 bags in 1888, and 2,070,000 in 
1887, The deliveries at San Francisco during 
last year were 60,000 bags, making total deliv- 
eries in this country 515,000 bags, against 534,- 
347 in 1887, 454,760 in 1886. In Europe the deltv- 
eries were 4,712,000 bags, making total for the 
world 5,227,000 against 4,164,347 in 1887, 3,522,260 
in 1886, 3,278,686 in 1885, and 3,974,071 in 1884,

Review of the Fertilizer Market.* 


The wholesale price of nitric nitrogen in nit- 
rate of soda was 12°7 cents per pound in No- 
vember of last year. It rose to 13°8 cents in 
January, fell gradually to 12°8 cents in May, 
and rose again to 14°1 cents in October. é 
The retail price in Connecticut this season 
has been a little under 16 cents ($50 to $52 per 
ton for nitrate of soda). 

The wholesale price for nitrogen in sulphate 
of ammonia was 147 cents per pound in No- 
vember of last year. It rose to 149 cents ia 
December and kept there pretty steadily till 
September, when it stood at 15°3 and rose in 
October to 15°8 cents. 

The retail price in Connecticut during the 
year has been from 17} to 18 cents per pound. 
The nitrogen of high grade dried blood was 
quoted at wholesale in the New York market 
in November, 1887, at about 11°8 cents per 
pound, Since that time it_has risen in price, 
as isshown in detail below. The average cost 
in January was 122 cents, in March 13°9, and 
this figure held till June, when it began to rise 
again. The average price for October was 15 
cents per pound, 

The nitrogen in azotin has ruled a trifle low- 
er than indried blood. The wholesale cost of 
nitrogen in these materials has been about 
twenty per cent. higher during the last three 
months of the year than during the first three. 
Organic nitrogen at retail cost in this State 
last spring from 11°9 cents to 13°4 cents per 
pound in cottonseed meal, and in two brands 
of castor pomace 13°9 and 14°4 cents. No stock 
of dried blood was found by our agents. Ina

PHOSPHATIC MATERIALS, 

Refuse bone black at wholesale fell from 
$17 75 in November of last year to $1675 in 
March, where it remained till September, 
when it was quoted at $18 25and in October at 
$19 20. 

Rough and ground bone have been steady 
through the year at $18 00 and $2250 respect- 
ively. 

Ground Charleston rock, f.o.b. N. Y., fell 
from $9 85 in November of last year to $9 25 in 
February, began rising in May, and in October 
stood at $1025. The quotations for super- 
phosphates have not fluctuated through the 
year. “Available” phosphoric acid in dis- 
solved 8. C. rock has cost at wholesale in New 
York 3°? cents, in dissolved bone it has cost 
4°05 cents. 

Sulphuric acid 66° B. ruled at 1°07% cents per 
pound till September, when it rose to 1°10. 

MURIATE OF POTASH. 


Potash in this form was quoted at wholesale 
in New York at 3°46 cents per pound in No- 
vember of last year. It stood at 3.48 in Janu- 
ary and February, fell again in March and 
April to 3°46, rose again and stood at 3°50 to 
3°52 till September, when It went up again to 
3°71, where it now stands. It has retailed in 
Connecticut during the soason at from 3°9 to 
42 cents per pound ($41.50 to $43.00 per ton of 
muriate of potash). 

DOUBLE SULPHATE OF POTASH AND MAGNESIA, 

Potash in this article shows frequent and 
considerable fluctuations. It has been quoted 
at wholesale in New York from 3°86 to 4°47 
cents per pound. It has sold in this State at 
retail for about 54% cents during the season. 


HIGH GRADE SULPHATE OF POTASH. 
This is a high grade sulphate (guaranteed 90 
to 98 per cent actual sulphate of potash) con- 
taining about as much potash, pound for 
pound, as muriate (50 to 51 per cent). It is 
quoted in New York wholesale for 2°3 cents 
per pound, or 45centsfor actual potash. It 
has cost a trifle over 6 cents at retail in Con- 
necticut the past year. 

KAINIT. 


Kainit has risen steadily from $8 per ton at 
the opening of the year. to $10 in October. 
Assuming that kainit averages 12°4 per cent of 
potash, the wholesale cost of potash in kainit 
in the New York market has been from 3°2 to 
4 cents per pound, 

In general there has been a decided advance 
during the year in the prices of nitrogen in 
nitrates, ammonia salts and high grade organic 
matters. 

There has been no very marked change in 
the quotations of dissolved phosphate, though 
the raw materials rule higher. 

Potash salts are now considerably higher 
than in the early months of the year. 

The market quotations given above are 
taken from the OL, PAINT AND DruG RE- 
PORTER, published in New York. The weekly 
quotations for each month are averaged, and 
this averaye is taken as the ‘quotation for the 
month. 

The following explanations will be helpful 
in the examination of the market quotations, 
and will also serve to show the basis on which 
they have been interpreted in this review: 

Phosphate rock, kainit, bone, fish scrap, 
tankage, and some other articles are quoted 
and sold by the ton. The seller usually has 
an analysis of his stock and purchasers often 
control this by an analysis at the time of pur- 
chase. 

Sulphate of ammonia, nitrate of soda and 
muriate of potash are quoted and sold by the 
pound, and generally their wholesale and re- 
tail rates do not differ very widely. 

Blood, azotin and ammonite are quoted at 

so much “per unit of ammonia.”” To reduce 
ammonia to nitrogen, multiply the per cent. 
of ammonia by the decimal ‘824 (or multiply 
the percentage of ammonia by 14 and 
divide that product by 17). A “unit of 
ammonia” is one per cent., or 20 pounds per 
ton. To illustrate: if a lot of tankage has 7°0 
per cent. of nitrogen, equivalent to 85 per 
cent. of ammonia, it is said to contain 5% 
units of ammonia, and if it is quoted at $225 
per unit, a ton of it will cost 814 + 2°25=$19 13. 
The term “ammonia” is properly used only 
in those cases where the nitrogen actually ex- 
ists in the form of ammonia, but it is a usage 
of the trade to reckon all nitrogen, in what- 
eyer form it occurs, as ammonia. 
To facilitate finding the actual cost of nitro- 
gen per pound from the cost per unit of am- 
monia in the market reports, the following 
table is given. 
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Commercial Sulphate of Ammonia contains 
om the average 205 per cent. of nitrogen, 
though it is found to vary considerably in 
quality. When it has that amount of nitrogen 
(equivalent to 243 pér cent. of ammonia),

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Food Adulterations Not Harmful. 


Mr. Colman, commissioner of agriculture, in 
his annual report to Congress has the follow- 
ing to say with reference to the subject of 

_ food adulterations: “On assuming the duties 
of my office I was impressed with the extent 
of food adulteration and the injury worked 
thereby to the agriculturists of the country. 
In order to determine the nature of adultera- 
tions used in food and the best methods of de- 
tecting them the chemist of the department 
was directed to make a thorough investiga- 


tion of this subject. The results of these in- 


millimeters thick, and of five to seven milli- 
meters internal diameter, may be employed.

Up to the present time 
the investigations of the department have re- 
vealed the fact that the adulterations prac- 
ticed are, for the greater part, innocent in ef- 
fect upon the health of the consumer. The 
sole object of adulteration seems to be to af- 
ford a cheaper article of food under the form 
and name of the genuine article. i 

“The fraud is, therefore, one of a financial 
nature, and happily few cases have been dis- 
covered of admixtures with food of substances 
deleterious to health. As an illustration of 
the character of adulteration, I may cite the 
case of lard. Lard is certain parts of the fat 
of the hog separated by means of heat from 
the other tissues ofthe animal and purified by 
allowing to standin a melted state until all 
sedentary matter has gathered at the bottom 
of the tank. Under the head of ‘refined lard,’ 
however, there is found in commerce a large 
quantity of substance sold as lard which isa 
mixture of pure lard with stearine and cotton, 
oil in varying proportions. As far as our ob-| i 
servations have extended, this mixture known 
asrefined lard is equally as digestible and 
wholesome as the pure article. It can also 
occupy with success the place of lard in many 
culinary operations. The cotton oil, however, 
being much cheaper than pure lard, enables 
this product to be placed upon the market at 
a cost much less than that of pure lard. The 
only objection to its use, therefore, that can 
be urged is that it is sold under a wrong name, 
and for an article which it is not. 

“*T can see no possible objection to the man- 
ufacture of a mixed lard or compound lard, 
the components of which are well known to 
the purchasers, who are perfectly well ac- 
quainted with the composition of the article 
which they are buying. There is no doubt, 
however, that many persons who have pur- 
chased the so-called refined lards of commerce 
have done so with the understanding that 
they were ordinary lards which had been sub- 
jected to a process of refinement. It seems 
but just that the producers of pure lard 
should be protected from a competition of 
this kind. The investigations of the depart- 
ment have shown the character of these adul- | | 
terations and have established safe and cer- 
tain methods for their detection. 

“ Other subjects investigated have been but- 
terand milk, fermented drinks, spices and 
condiments, baking powders, sugar, honey 
and molasses, and tea, coffee and chocolate. 
In many of these substances extensive adulte- 
rations have been found, and ina short time 
the results of the work will be laid before the 
public. J need hardly emphasize again the 
impertance of such work as this to the farm- 
ing interests of the country and the difficulty 








The apparatus required for cooling the 


tubes during the operation is easily construct- 
ed. A stout test tube, about twenty-five mil- 


imeters diameter, and of such length as is re- 


quired by the tube to be sealed,passes through 
a flat cork in the mouth of a strong bottle, 
containing some pumice stone moistoned with 
sulphuric acid. This testtnbe is half or two- 
thirds filled with liquid nitrogen monoxide or 
carbon dioxide, and about one-fourth as much 
ether is cautiously added. To the test tube 


is adapted a rubber stopper carrying the 


tube to be filled, the contraction at which it is 
to be sealed being about one centimeter above 
the level of the stopper, anda bent tube, the 
external end of which is connected with an as- 
pirator. 


The almost capillary extremity of a bent 


tube, is then passed through the connection 
below the funnel, and through this the air is 
rapidly sucked from the tube as the liquid ni- 
trogen monoxide is poured into the funnel. 
There must be sufficient space between the 
capillary tube and the walls of the contrac- 
tion to allow the free descent of the liquid. 
When a sufficient quantity of liquid has been 


ntroduced, it is necessary to wait until the 


gauge of the aspirator shows a constant pres- 
sure; the tube is then cut off at the contrac- 
tion and sealed by directing on it the flame of 
a movable blast lamp. Phe tube is then dis- 
connected with the aspirator, and the sealed 
tube with the rubber stopper is carefully re- 
moved and placed vertically where its possi- 
ble explosion on warming will do no harm, 
Pieces of bamboo cane, so cut that the joints 
form the bottom, make convenient recepta- 
cles for the tubes while they take the tempe- 
rature of the room. 


After the tubes have assumed the ordinary 


temperature,tney should be gradually warmed 
to the highest degree to which they will prob- 
ably be exposed, in order that there may be no 
risk in handling them, 


If amixture of nitrous oxide and ether be 


used for cooling, there should be no flame in 
the neighborhood of the recipient while it is 
open. If the specimen be intended to illus- 
trate the critical phenomena, the tube should 
be at least three-fourths filed with liquid be- 
fore sealing. If it be designated to show the 
formation of a cloud and the precipitation of 


iquid drops, it should not be more than one- 


third filled.

The stiffening of prices of several of the 
articles in the list. seems to have been the 
salient feature in the general market for dyes 
and dyestuffs during the week under review, 
and in many instances it has restricted trad- 
ing, buyers not caring to purchase in quan- 
tities exceeding their actugl wants. Outside 
of the above, the market has continued in the 
regular channel, nothing out of the ordinary 
being noted. 

Albumen—Domestic blood is in rather light 
supply, with a fair demand prevailing, and 
prices ruling at 17@19c. Foreign blood is 
quoted at prices in the neighborhood of 20@ 
220. Egg is ruling firm at 72@75c. 

Aniline colors have ruled steady since we 
last wrote, with trading of fair proportions 
for the season. The market is without change 
as regards prices, the same varying as to 
maker and quality. 

Alizarine is quoted firm in tone, though it is 
said that there are some lots still available at 
figures slightly under quotations, which are 
19@21c. A fair demand has prevailed. 

Bichromate of Potash continues rather un- 
settled and the market does not appear to 
have fully recovered from the shock of what 
is termed by some dealers, “an arbitrary and 
unnecessary advance.’ There has been con- 
siderable inquiry at the old figure, but as far 
as can be learned, nothing can be obtained, 
except in a small way, and from certain 
sources, by those on the inside. Buyers do 
not appear anxious for supplies at the advanc- 
ed rates, and as consequence, no important or 
excessive trading has been indulged in. The 
market quotations continue at 121¢c on orders 
for five casks, while bichromate of soda is rul- 
ing at 10%c. 

Cochineal is not wanted to any extent, the 
trading continuing of a hand-tw-mouth des- 
cription at our former figures of 30c for Tener- 
iffe silver, 20@30c tor black and 3c for gray 
black. These figures, however, could be shaded 
on firm offer. 

Cutch is rather difficult to place at the mo- 
ment. While all dealers talk of a better feel- 
ing, etc., yet there are still inquiries for sup- 
plies at prices that are considerably below the 
market quotations, which fact would seem to 
indicate that buyers have not much faith in 
the better position of the article, as they will 
not come up to buyers’ views; in fact, they 
seem exceedingly timid and will not touch sup- 
plies except to satisfy immediate requirements 
which aresmall. As aconsequence the market 
is without life, with quotations ruling at 55 
@5\e.

Divi Divi—We get a sale of 200 bags from 
store at $50 which seems to have about consti- 
tuted the business of the week. The lot was 
purchased by a dealer, it is said, as a matter of 
speculation. It would appear that consumers 
are holding off with the hope of bringing hold- 
ers to terms, but as yet there is no apparent 
weakening, the market being steady and 
quiet with the exception of the above sale at 
former figures,viz, Maracaibo at $50 and Cura- 
coa at $55@60. 

Dyewoods—There is nothing new at the port 
of production, matters being, as far as stick 
wood is concerned, identical with a week ago. 
We have sales of two cargoes Miragoanc at 
$2550. It is suid that a contract has been 
made to take all the Port de Paix wood that 
arrives, without regard to quality. Although 
no figure is mentioned, the price is said to be 
in the neighborhocd of $36. There is a vessel 
now at that port with supplies on board to the 
extent of 1,000 tons. A cargo of Monte Cristo 
wood has been taken at $30, and one cargo St. 
Domingo at pt. This clears up the sup- 
plies on spot, with the exception of one or two 
lots. Trading in extracts has been rather dull 
and we can learn of no important contracts 
being consummated. This does not disturb 
manufacturers however, as they are not anx- 
ious to enter into any extensive negotiations 
at the moment. Following are the current 
market prices: 6c for No. 1, 51° extract, with 
No. 2 at 63¢c and No, 3 at 5igc; 42° No. 1 at 5%e; 
No.2 at 5}gc and No.3 at 434c. Imported and the 
highest grade domestic 51° continue to rule at 
10c, fustic at 7}44@94c for 51° according to 
quality. No.1 solid is now held at 10@10e; 
No. 2 at 9c and No3at734c. Sumac is quot- 
able at 344@334c for domestic liquid 51°: for 
imported the prices are very much unsettled, 
and in buyers’ favor. Hypernic at 124%@lic 
or 51° and 2@2Ac for solid. 

Gambier—There are reported sales of 1,000 
bales from vessel in port at 5144@5%e, fifty tons 
of which will be transhipped abroad. The 
Tobique has finished discharging, which 
leaves oue vessel yet on dock, which 
is expected to finish during the 
current week. There is nothing now due 
until the latter part of February. The market 
is very steady, and it is expected that prices 
will shortly be advanced, say upon the com- 
pletion of the discharging of the vessels in 
port, when probably 55gc will be asked from 
store. 

Indigo—There has been but limited trading 
in spot supplies, the business being of a hand- 
to-mouth nature. There is a considerable 
quantity of the new crop due here this month, 
the first large lot, say 400.chests, being on the 
Belgravia, due on the 25th. Prices are not 
quotably changed, ruling as follows: Guate- 
malas at 70@85c and Bengals at 80@85c for low 
grades, $1 10@1 20 for medium and $1 25@1 40 
for high grades.

Shipments—England, 1,050 chests; France, 205 
chests; Trieste, 525 ghests; Foreign Europe, 
209 chests; America, 2,066 chests. 
Nutgalls—Aleppo galls have continued sta- 
tionary, with the market devoid of items of 
interest and business on the small jobbing 
order: quotations are 1I5@I15\%. 

The market for Chinese, both on the other 
side and of this port is very firm, and sales 
are reported at slightly advanced figures.

Detectien of Saccharine. 


BY SAMUEL C. HOOKER, PH.D., BEFORE FRANK- 
LIN INSTITUTE. 

A test has been recently described by E. 
Bornstein for the detection of saccharine, 
based upon the supposed formation of a sul- 
pho-phtalein. Saccharine is heated with a 
slight excess of resorcin and a few drops of 
concentrated sulphuric acidson the addition 
of water a solution is obtained which fiuores- 
ces strongly when rendered alkaline. 

I wish to point out that this test is rendered 
valueless by an observation I made about a 
year ago. Resorcin, when treated with sul- 
phuric acid alone, gives apparently precisely 
the same reaction as that which Bornstein 
describes as characteristic of saccharine. 

The reaction has unfortunately been already 
used in several instances which have come 
under my notice, and the presence of sacchar- 
ine inferred in cases in which it was probably 
altogether absent. ’ 

It has long been known that resorcin, when 
heated with zinc chloride, also gives rise to 
products which fluoresce strongly.

Vegetable Fats. 


. The composition of a number of vegetable 
fats forms the subject of a communication by 
Herr Jacobson. The fat ‘from the “hog-bean’’ 
contains only asmall quantity of volatile fat 
acid, the odor of which points to valerianic 
acid. The crude fat contains 76 per cent. of 
oleic acid and 11°5 per cent. of solid fat acids, 
consisting for the most part of palmitic acid. 
The presence of lecithin and cholesterin was 
in addition detected. The fat from vetch seeds 
also contain only a small quantity of volatile 
fat acids, together with lecithin and choleste- 
rin. In pea fat the volatile fat acids are pres- 
ent in somewhat greater quantity than inthe 
two previously mentioned. Besides lecithin 
and chloesterin there is also another body 
present, having a lower melting point, which 
appears to be ceryl alcohol. The solid fat acids 
consists almost entirely of palmitic acid, with 
asmall quantity of an acid melting at 74° to 
75° C. Lupin fat contains asmall quantity of 
volatile fat acids, lecithin, a large quantity of 
cholesterin and the same alcohol (ceryl alcc- 
hol) as was found in pea fat. The solid fat 
acids tonsist chiefly of palmitic acid, witha 
little arachic acid.
